From Vancouver to 
Blaine 



HAS PURCHASED CHARTER 



Also Secures Option on Power 
Scheme Projected at Lil- 
looet River 



Vancouver, 13. C„ Nov. -'!!. — The 
British Columbia Electric Hallway has 
bought a charter for the construction 
of an electric railway between Van- 
couver ana the international bound- 
ary line at Blaine. This will practic- 
ally parallel the line of Die Great 
Northern railway. 

The same company has .secured an 
option for tho purchase of the X-iil- 
lodet river power scheme, the wa,ter 
rights for which were secured two 
years ugo by Herman and Burwell, 
engineers, of Vancouver. There is slg- 
nillcauce in the two deals, for tjie 
company wishes to have ample power 
for all mainland extensions. 

The railway charter la a Dominion 
one, and was owned by Win. Farroll, 
S. G» Faulkner nnd tho estate of the 
late Dr. Lcfevro.

Washington Officials Gain Con- 
fidence From Visit of Mr. 
Morgan 



Washjngton, Xov. 23. — J. Plerpont 
Morgan- htid" a. short conference with 
Secretary Cortelyou thlH afternoon, 
and afterwards left for New York. 
Nothing was disclosed In regurd to 
the object of his visit, and it did not 
last more than fifteen minutes. 

Mr. Morgan seemed to be In the best 
of spirits. A feeling of confidence In 
tho success of the new loan seemed to 
prevail at the treasury today, and 
was apparently heightened by tho as- 
surance given by Morgun of Im- 
provement in the HpftlOi in New 
York. 

Tho new treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness have already .made their 
appearance in the treasury as security 
for circulation. Additional national 
bank notes to the amount of $2,000,000, 
based on the new cert locates, • were 
shipped to Now York, and other large 
sums are In sight for shipment early In 
In the coming week. The total ship- 
ments of additional circulation since 
November are now about ?3G,000,000. 

It is understood that Secretary Cor- 
telyou Is making allotments of new 
certificates to individual bunks In New 
York, from Which it is assumed that 
the secretary, and the banks them- 
selves, favored that plan, rather than 
action through a syndicate. In any 
event, no allotment of certlfilcates have 
been made to a. syndicate, and it Is 
said none are in contemplation. 



Rossland, Nov. 23.— Tho Rosalund 
miners' union will hold a referendum 
vote tomorrow for the purpose of de- 
termining whether or not tho present 
scale Of wages will be decreased to the 
scale which prevailed prior to July 1 
of this year. The scale at that time 
provided for $3.50 a day for miners, 
instead of t as at present. Other 
workers around tho mines have their 
wages reduced In Mice proportion If the 
vote Is in the atlirmative. The low 
prices of metals cut down the profits of 
the mines to such an extent that it is 
claimed they cannot be operated under 
the present scale, and may close down 
if the scale of wages Is not reduced.

WEEK IN LO NDON 

Prices Governed by Devolopmonts in 
New York Market — Protection 
of Gold Riservo 



London, Nov. 1!3. — Business on the 
stock exchange has been conducted on 
a much smaller scale than usual dur- 
ing the past week, but the market Is 
steady in face of the demand»for gold 
by the United States and evidences 
of commercial us we'd as financial un- 
rest in Germany, Italy ami Portugal. 

Despite the extremely nervous state 
of the money market, the prices of 
first class stocks show a net rise for 
the week, consols leading with an im- 
provement of hair a. point. The Ameri- 
can position continues to bo a domi- 
nant factor with regard to the markets 
generally. 

The measures taken by tho Secre- 
tary of the Treasury so far have' not 
relieved the situation as much as an- 
ticipated, and It Is reported that some 
of the new short term bonds will be 
used to draw further geld across the 
Atlantic. The British seven per cent 
bank rate Is attracting fair supplies 
of gold from the continent, thereby re- 
lieving the situation to a moderate ex- 
tent, mid reports that France is re- 
leasing small amounts directly to the 
United States also had a favorable ef- 
fect at the en I of the week. 

At the same time, with the bank re- 
serve below e^O.OOO.oOO, and the evi- 
dences of commercial depression !n 
Germany as well as In America, dis- 
count brokers recognize the necessity 
Of assisting the Hank of England to 
prevent further depletion of the gold 
reserves, and they have put the dis- 
count rates practically up to the bank 
rate level. This uneasiness In the 
money market spread to the stock ex- 
change In the latter part nf tho week, 
and Induced operators there to reduce 
commitments considerably ponding 
confirmation of the better position pre- 
vailing In the United States at the 
wek end. 

All rates have been governed en- 
tirely by the uncertainty existing in 
Wall street. The market fluctuations 
here at times have boon wide and er- 
ratic, and have resulted In a net de- 
cline of VU points In Louisville & 
Nashville, 3 points In Eric corffmon 
and S points In Frie preferred. Other 
changes In the week ranged from 2 
points lower, with business almost en- 
tirely professional, but the closing tone 
Indny was firm on Becrotavy Cortel- 
yoii'r anonncement regarding the nro- 
ce .■dr. o. the treasury bond Issues. Noxt 
we"k'< arrivn! of £050,000 In gold, it la 
expeued, will bo keenly competed for.

tain House, on the North Saskatche- 
wan river, thence westerly along the

Further Evidence Intended to Show 
Combination — Hon, Mr, Finlay's 
Membership 

Edmonton, Nov. 23. — The circum- 
stances leading up to the formation of 
tho Alberta Retail Lumber Dealers' 
Association formed tho burden of the 
proceedings in the Supreme court yes- 
terday. Tho two witnesses examined 
were R. C. Thomas, formerly secretary 
of the advisory board of the Western 
Retail Lumbermen's Association, whose 
olllce became defunct when the Al- 
berta association was formed, and who 
took an active part in the movement 
to organize the Alberta lumbermen 
under u separate organization. 

An attempt was made by the crown 
to show that the deft hand of the mill 
men was seen In the events subsequent 
to the formation of the Alberta Retail 
Lumber Dealers' Association; further, 
that a faction of the Alberta retailers 
collaborated with the mill men and 
started the organization proceedings. 

An Interesting cross-firs took place 
at the conclusion of the examination 
in connection with a letter of the Hon. 
Mr. Flnlay declining to become a 
member of the Alberta association, as 
he was already in the western asso- 
ciation. This letter was the outcome 
of a letter from Secretary Grogan to 
Messrs. Clark and Gushing in refer- 
ence to Inducing Mr. Firilay to join the 
Alberta association. 

This led Mr. Bennett to interject the 
statement: "I am informed that Mr. 
Flnlay did not belong to the western 
association." 

"Well," said Mr. Ford, "there is his 
letter, Air.

Work of Conservative Conven- 
tion Does Much to En- 
sure 1 



EFFECTIVE ORGANIZATION 



Attitude on Political Issues Will 
Strongly Appeal to the 
Electors 



Vancouver, Nov. 23.— With hopeful- 
ness und harmony the Conservative 
convention held in Vancouver ad- 
journed this evening, to meet on tho 
third Friday in November next In 
Kamioops. 

Victoria furnishes tho new associa- 
tion its first president, G. M. Barnard 
having been elected to that position. 
Tho capital city had a full represen- 
tation and Its delegation, in tho man- 
ner In which it supported tho resolu- 
tions offered by its members, showed 
conclusively that the Interests of the 
province and incidentally the inter- 
ests of the party had been given tho 
utmost consideration by tho Conserv- 
ative association of Victoria. 

Permanent Organizer. 

The convention was occupied today 
wltn tho election of olticers and tho 
consiueration of party organization. 
It was formally decided to elect a per- 
manent organizer upon salary. Tho 
latter will be provided from the funds 
furnished by tho Conservative or- 
ganizations of the different constitu- 
encies, 'ibe speeches of tho different 
representatives upon organization 
ciuestions generaly indicated the wide- 
spread opinion tnat British Columbia 
win return another sold seven to tho 
Dominion house, of parliament after 
tho next election, but that they will 
bo Conservative. 

The convention was convoked at 
0:30 o'clock, and tho first business 
was the reception of tho delegation 
from the Oriental Exclusion League. 
Exclusion League. 

Gordon Grunt, Rev. Dr. Frasor and 
A. Von Riioin, president of t|io Asiatic 
Exclusion league of Vancouver, com- 
posed the uoiegatiuu. 'their remarks, 
in which they urieuy stated tho posi- 
tion of tile society, and nurrateu the 
conditions winch nad led to Ito for- 
mation, were applauded to tho echo, 
it was not thougut necessary to taito 
any further action, as Uie convention 
Had ulreauy adopted a motion fully 
covering the ground suggested 
by tiie delegation front the exclusion 
society. A voio of thanks to the del- 
egation was unanimously passed. 

The meeting was called to order by 
G. 11. Bafnara, the chairman of the 
convention. He introuuceu tho dele- 
gation wiili a few remarks. Gordon 
count was the lirst speaker. Mr 
Grant- brieily but eloquently sketched 
tne conuinona With regard to Oriental 
lapor in British Columbia; Ho pledged 
tne support of tno Exclusion League 
to whenever party would take action 
lo support it. lie expressed the hope 
lhat me Frovincial government would 
re-enact the .Natal Act, and that tho 
dominion government would in tho 
early days of tne sesMon take uction 
to abrogate the treaty with Japan, Ho 
slated mat the league would be sat- 
isiied with nothing but the total ex- 
clusion of Japanese und Orientals 
from Canada, 

Dr. Fraser and Mr, Von Rheln 
spoke along much the same lines. The 
latter allirmed his faith in tho Con- 
servative party, of which he had been 
a supporter for 18 years. He volun- 
teered tho belief that the Conserva- 
tive parly would lirst oner a solution 
of tne oriental Immigration question, 

The delegation received a cordial 
hearing from the society, and were 
cheered to tno echo when at the con- 
clusion of tho hearing they were es- 
corted to the door. The Conserva- 
tive convention went on record us un- 
alterably Opposed to the free admis- 
sion of orientals to Canada.

Expenses 

A number of members of the Van- 
couver delegation cavilled at a pro- 
posal advanced by Mr. McPhillips that 
a collection be taken up to defray the 
cost of the convention. Other dele- 
gates insisted upon the proposal, and 
despite the volunteered offer of II. J. 
Burde, of Alhernl, that in the event Of 
the convention electing Alberni as 
their place of meeting, the delegates 
from that centre, who had paid In 
travelling expenses more than the en- 
tire cost of holding the convention, 
would be content to meet all outlay; 
the collection was taken aip. it realized 
$187.25 — more than enough Ho meet the 
cost of the gathering. 

Better Terms 
A. 1.0. McPhillips, M. 1'. P.. thereupon 
proposed the following resolution: 

'The members of this convention de- 
sire to place themselves on record as 
emphatically endorsing tlie course of 
the Government of British Columbia In 
connection with the advocacy of 'Bet- 
ter Terms' for this Province. To dis- 
course they believe is wholly attribu- 
table the recognition — though inade- 
quate — "f the claims of British Colum- 
bia for special treatment on the part 
of the Dominion Government, already 
received, and also that the action of 
Hon. H. McBrlde, premier, in carrying 
an appeal to the Imperial authorities 
was effective in preventing a final and 
unalterable settlement of tlie financial 
relations between the Provinces ami 
I the Dominion of Canada as proposed 
; by the government at Ottawa. 
\ "They desire, therefore, on this im- 
j portant question to congratulate the 
' Government upon tlie conspicuous suc- 
j cess of Its efforts throughout, and par- 
| tlcularly the Hon. Richard McBrlde, 
premier, on the fruits of his mission 
to England. 

"They hereby pledge themselves to 
strongly support the continuation of 
the struggle for better terms until 
brought to a successful issue and the 
rights of the Province fully scored.' 

In proposing the resolution Mr. Mc- 
Phillips referred to tlie fact that In- 
stead of six governments in four years, 
the Province had in the past four years 
had only one government. There was 
every indication that the Conserva- 
tive party would remain in power for 
next quarter of a. century. 

Though the Province had a "solid 
seven" at Ottawa, it had remained for 
the provincial premier lo take action 
looking to the securing of better terms. 
He highly eulogised Hon Mr. McBrlde 
for the manner In which he had con- 
ducted the campaign for "better 
terms," and ho praised him and his 
government for the manner in which 
they hail fulfilled their pre-election 
promises. They had reduced the taxes 
appreciably. 

Premier McBride 
The resolution elicited three cheers 
I'm- Hie premier, and Mr. McBrlde was 
compelled to respond to the applause. 
Briefly, he thanked the delegates for 
their kindness, He expressed the con- 
viction that the resolution was a trib- 
ute to tlu.' party which he represented, 
the Conservative party, the greatest 
political body in Canada or hi any 
other country, incidentally, the pre- 
mier remarked that British Columbia 
was acknowledged to he the centre

Asiatic Exclusion 

( '. M. Woodworth then moved the 
following resolution: 

"The members of this convention be- 
lieve that Canada should be preserved 
ns a White man's country, and approve 
of the course pursued by the local gov- 
ernment with respect In Asiatic Immi- 
gration, and at the same lime con- 
demn the attitude of Ihe Dominion 
government and especially that nf our 
British Columbia members at Ottawa 
in this connection." 



Mr. Woodworth referred to the ne- 
cessity of settling British Columbia 
w ith people who could be assimilated. 
They must be British subjects. 

Ho referred to the stand which hud 
been taken by the federal parliament. 
They had votad down u resolution 
which had prescribed that 'nothing but 
white labor should he used in the con- 
struction of iiie G.T.P. The Laurler 
government had again and again veto- 
ed thp Natal act, though it had been 
established that the imperial govern- 
ment hud n > objection to Its enactment. 

R: J. Burde, of Alberni, seconded the 
resolution. Despite the proximity of 
the whaling station ulid its foetid 
odors, the stench of the Orientals had 
made Itself felt in Alberni. The dele- 
gate from Alberni was applauded to 
Hie echo. 

Tlie convention then expressed Its 
pleasure at hearing tlie delegation 
from the Oriental Exclusion league, 
and moved a vote of thanks to the 
members of thai organization for 
kind attention. The hope was ex- 
pressed that they would be Informed 
of the action which tlie convention 
hud already taken. 

Control of Fisheries. 

J. D. Taylor, of New Westminster, 
moved the following resolution: 

"That this meeting approves of the 
action of the local government In as- 
serting Its rights with respect to tlie 
control of the fisheries of tin' pro- 
vince and condemns the Dominion 
government for its lack of policy and 
inactivity in dealing with tills most 
important Industry." 

He briefly sketched the history of 
the negotiations between the province 
and the Dominion. Tlie chief neces- 
sity was efficient administration ol'-ijie 
fisheries. Djminlon control had 
proved corrupt and Inefficient." The 
motion was unanimously adopted. 
Indian Reserves. 

The Indian reserve question was then 
considered. Upon the motion of B. 
F. Green, of Kaslo, the following was 
a dot i ted: 

"Whereas under the terms of tlie 
convention between the governments 
of British Columbia and Dominion of 
Canada the former conveyed to the Do- 
minion large tracts of the best lands 
of the province for the exclusive use 
and benefit of tlie Indians, with the 
express understanding that such lands 
should correspb id to the actual needs 
of tlie Indians, an I that the areas 
should be' reduced as the tribes dim- 
inished. 

"Arid whereas, in many cases there 
has been a material diminution of the 
Indians on such reserves; 

"And whereas certain of these re- 
serves are within the contlnes of the 
larger cities if the province, to the 
detriment of the community; 

"and whereas these reserves aro be- 
.ing used by the Liberal government 
at Ottawa in the interests of politi- 
cal favorites and not as originally in- 
tended; 

"Be it therefore resolved, t'.iat it. is 
highly desirable tint steps be Imme- 
diately taken towards the re-adjust- 
ment of ihe areas of such reserves so 
as to make the reserved lands avail- 
able for settlement," 

For Fair Elections. 
J. M. Robins in, of Sufnmerland, pre- 
sented a resolution appealing tor a 
"square deal" in connection with the 
holding of elections. There Were 
some constituencies in which the gov- 
ernment declined, to hold an election 
until the result In the Dominion was 
known. Such wan hot tho practice of 
the Conservatives when in power. 

The resolution, 'which read as fol- 
lows, was seconded and adopted: 

"This convention strongly condemns 
the practice which has been In vogue 
since lSUli of delaying the Dominion 
elections in certain constituencies un- 
til after tlie results in the general el- 
ections are kn >wn, for the purpose of 
unfairly Influencing the electors in 
favor of the party In power." 

Quinquennial Census. 
Mr. Robinson moved the following 
resolution, which also carried: 

"The convention declares in favor 
of a. quinquennial census taking in 
British Columbia. In order to place this 
province upon the same basis as the 
northwestern provinces, ami thereby 
reap the advantages and development 
common to the whole west." 

The Dominion Leader 
An expression of confidence in B. L. 
Borden, leader of the Conservative 
party in the- Dominion was moved by 
W Blakemore, of Victoria. Mr. Blake- 
more referred to the sterling qualities 
of the Dominion statesman and pro- 
phesied that he would at an early oate 
be the premier of Canada, 

"This convention expresses its con- 
Indcncc in B. I Borden, K. C, as its 
leader, and conveys to him its appre- 
ciation of his efforts to organize and 
strengthen tb,- party In western Can- 
ada its approval of and conlldehce in 
the'platfornii of the party so lucidly 
expounded bj him at Hie recent public 
meetings throughout Canada. and 
keenly appreciates his promise when 
returned as premier of Canada to grant 
.to the province of British Columbia a 
M'air hearing <>f its demands for an 
equitable readjustment of its subsidy 
from the Dominion treasury, which has 
been refused and contested by his 
! political opponents." 

Tho Local Government 
I This was followed by a resolution 
I commending Hon. Richard McBride 
and his government for their policy. J. 
A. Harvey, of Crunbrook, offered the 
resolution, which read as follows: 

"That this convention heartily ap- 
proves of tlie policy of Hie Hon. It. 
McBride and his government, which 
has resulted in the sound ami success- 
ful state of affairs which exist in the 
province today." 

Sir Charles Tup per' 
.1. I Beckwlth, of Victoria, then pro- 
posed the adoption of a resolution con- 
gratulating Sir Charles Topper upon 

the honor recently conferred upon him. 

It read as fellows: 

"That this convention desires to 
congratulate sir Charles Topper, Bart., 
as one of ihe leathers of Confederation, 
upon the well inorltea honor conferred 
on him by elevation to the Privy 
Council of the Kinplro." 

Mr. Beckwlth in proposing the reso- 
lution referred to the sterling char- 
acter of the w'ork performed by tho 
great Canadian statesman. He sketch- 
ed tlie eai r of the then Dr. Tapper 

from the time lie had carried the only 
constituency in Nova Scotia, which 
favored Confederation. Tlie career of 
the veteran was a source of Inspir- 
ation to the youth of the country. 
Fostoring Industries 

W. A. Macdonald. K.C.. of Nelson, 
proposed a resolution ulnrnilng ihe be- 
lief of the convention Ilia I the lumber 

and stiver lead industries had hot I n 

properly fostered. Tile resolution read 
as follows: 

"That Ihe members of this conven- 
tion; as supporters of a national policy 
for Canada, believe that till' benelils of 
the protoctlvb tn rill should lie further 
extended so a* to assist and foster our 
lumber and silver-lead Industries." 

Though the Liberal member for Koo- 
tenuy had spoken In favor of Hie pro- 



sltlon Which tho speaker presented 
when that measure came up for con- 
sideration in ; the federal house, that 
gentleman had cast his vote against 
it. 

Irrigation 

Price Ellison, M.P.P. for Okanugun, 
moved a resolution upon his favorite 
subject — irrigation, it read as follows: 

"That this convention views with 
satisfaction tlie course pursued by the 
provincial government in taking steps 
for a comprehensive enquiry into tho 
subject of irrigation in this province." 

Everybody, stated Mr. Ellison, be- 
lieved in irrigation of one kind or an- 
other. He himself believed that If the 
province would adopt the policy he 
advocated they would be enriched by 
hundreds of thousands, of dollars. He 
Instanced the increased assessment 
which had resulted in the Okanagau 
where irrigation had been secured. 
Grafting Condemned 

A. 10. Watts, of Crunbrook, moved a 
resolution condemning the lax policy 
! of the Dominion government in matters 
in general whereby graft was condoned 
and tho grafter rewarded. 

The resolution was adopted by the 
convention unanimously. Tlie mover 
specially instanced the folly of any 
leader affirming his own purity when 
cases of grafting were proven against 
his followers. Sir Wilfrid, tin; head of 
the Liberal government, was responsi- 
ble for tlie low condition of public life 
throughout Canada; 

J. II. Scpiiold, M.P.P. for Vmir, sec- 
onded the resolution. He referred to 
the numerous constituencies which had 
been stolen by tlie Diberals by cor- 
rupt measures. 

Tho resolution read as follows: 

"That Ihls convention condemns the 
policy of graft now being permitted 
and encouraged by tlie Liberal party 
! with respect to the administration of 
the public monies of the Dominion and 
the lack of purity by the Liberal party 
in the holding of elections."

Chief Justice Hunter, us the trial 
judge, gave judgment for the Byron 
White conuiaiiy and ordered Hie in- 
junction obtained by the appellants to 
he dissolved. The lull court now re- 
verses this judgment, orders restora- 
tion of Ihe injunction and grants the 
appellants the right to an accounting. 
Justices Irving and Martin, concur in 
tlie decision, Justice Morrison dissent- 
ing.

Medical inspection in public schools 
was the subject of an interesting ad- 
dress by Mrs. H, Mackenzie Cleland, 
M. D„ to the Victoria Teachers insti- 
tute at the regular quarterly meeting 
of that association, held Friday ttf- 
ternoon at the Y. M. C. A. auditorium. 
Tho remarks of the speaker were lis- 
tened to with deep Interost by tho 
largo audience and a. hearty vote of 
thn/ks was tendered her at the con- 
clusion of the address for her able ut- 
terances. 

J. F. Sailaway, principal of Victoria 
West school, the president of the asso- 
ciation, was in the chair, and introduc- 
ed the speakers of the day, J. R. An- 
derson, deputy minister of agriculture 
for the province, delivered an instruc- 
tive address on the common trees of 
British Columbia, illustrating how .they 
could be recognized one from another 
by specimens shown during the course 
of the lecture, describing the common 
uses of the trees, their bark, leaves, 
wood, etc. He specially called atten- 
tion to the fact that the forests are not 
being preserved and asked the assist- 
ance of the teachers in this work. He 
expressed the hope that a reservation 
would be set- aside whoro the forest 
would be preserved In its natural state 
and beauty, and mentioned a likely 
section of country near Campbell river 
which lie thought would be best suited 
for the purpose. He was given a 
hearty vote of thanks. 

Dr. Cleland Speaks 

Mr, Waddington sang a solo and Mrs. 
Cleland spoke us follows: 

"Our modern world is steadily be- 
coming conscious of its needs, as well 
as its opportunities and privileges, and 
is giving greater consideration to tho 
problems of child life, giving inoro sci- 
entific deliberation to the claims, tho 
physical and mental requirements^ and 
general health and environment, In re- 
lation to education, recognizing as a 
right and duty the responsibility of 
providing children not only with every 
possible means of education, but also 
securing their physical fitness for re- 
ceiving and assimilating the same. 

"Medicine, viewed in Its broad sense 
combines the elimination of disease 
and Its consequences; the preservation 
of health and the Improvement of tho 
race, making it quite Impossible to 
put any limitations upon the field of 
medicine; it runs tnrough the entire 
scale of life. Every question, politic, 
economic or social, is of interest and 
helps to the great end. The medical 
profession Is more keenly alive than 
ever to the great Importance of tho 
study of the diseases of childhood, with 
their causes and prevention. 

"Preventive medicine can only bo 
fully appreciated and its full' signifi- 
cance recognized when its results be- 
come better known to the general pub- 
lic. The discoveries in the vast area, 
embraced by this branch of science, 
have given a wide scope for research. 
There can be no more fruitful field for 
tho application of preventive medicine 
than the public schools. The greatest 
and most lasting good, hygienlcally and 
economically, may bo accomplished' by 
the systematic medical Inspection of 
public schools, the' greatest possible 
number of healthy human beings se- 
cured to the nation. This emphasizes 
the value to the community of arousing 
the thinking public to an appreciative 
interest in this subject, which for some 
time lias occupied the best attenton of 
the medical profession, sanitarians, 
statesmen, and public bodies. 

"A great portion of the population is 
composed of school children, and it is 
necessary to lace the fact that to 
them must speedily be committed the 
destiny of the nation. This Imposes 
tremendous responsibilities and obli- 
gations. 

Many Factors Contribute 

".Many factors contribute to the 
training of these future citizens, the 
home, the school, the church, the stale, 
books, nature, and the marvellous and 
mysterious life which Is forever about 
them. The chief aim is to have a 
youth possessed of the highest quali- 
ties — mental, normal and physical — 
which includes a high standard of 
character, intellect, energy and phy- 
sique — a perfect development, which 
may be theirs to enjoy, theirs to pro- 
tect, and theirs to transmit to future 
generations., There Is a wonderful 
significance in the fuct that humanity 
continues its life on tho earth by suc- 
cessive generations, and to conserve 
the nation's Integrity the rising gener- 
ation must be protected — the sacred- 
ness of the child believed in, the full 
economic value of the child to the 
community recognized— not only the 
theories of the child studied but the 
appreciation of the child felt. All edu- 
cation, all training, all environment, 
enhance the welfare of tin.' child and 
tend to produce a higher and healthier 
type of manhood and womanhood, and 
increase the value of each one for the 
benetit of tho whole. 
."The years of school life are the 
years of physical growth, tho period of 
rising from childhood to manly 
strength or graceful womanhood., 
School As a Factor 
"The school lias been considered as 
one of the factors in moulding the fu- 
ture citizen, of all our institutions 
nothing is ho typical and nothing is 
jso significant of our national character 
as tho public school; in fact it is 
considered as the greatest source of 
I national prosperity. Whether wo view 
the school from the standpoint of in- 
dividual needs ami aspirations or from 
the point of view of national ideals it 
; is evident that no ordinary standards 
; will suffice. The bust that human in- 
genuity can provide In material equip- 
ment, sound scholarship, and fine cul- 
ture', will nol be deemed too expensive 
Mil die service of public education. If 
| tho school is to servo the highest pur- 
poso of education it must minister to 
physical health and moral excellence, 
It must be perfectly adapted to the 
uses for which it Is intended, must be 
governed by the latest and most sci- 
entific laws of general school hygiene". 
For the school house architecture let 
the most talented architects and most 
skilled engineers lie c; -il Into service, 
let no expense be spared in making 
tile school surroundings beautiful, at- 
tractive, and healthful, according to 
the demands of mental and physical 
education. Generous provision for this 
purpose is an evidence of the sagacity 
and public spirit of the citizens, for by 
this means they secure the health anil 
happiness of the race, stimulate higher 
and truer patriotism and contribute to 
the welfare of the nation. 

Teachers Should Bo Equipped 
"Working along this lino teachers 
should be equipped with an apprecia- 
tion of the relations between mental 
and physical, life, and prepared to 
recognize any deviation front health, a 
general knowledge of hygiene and tho 



elementary principles of sanitary sci- 
ence. This would be a means of dis- 
seminating a great deal of useful 
knowledge. By interesting the children 
in personal and ' home hygiene there 
Will be a great Improvement In their 
home. • The heHt means of curing the 
home surroundings. The best means of 
curing the sanltnry conditions is by 
elevating the individual. 
; Many schools have been very dila- 
tory In the matter of sanitary science, 
and as a result tho health of many 
children has been Imperilled, by far 
the most serious defect being the ub- 
sance of a systematic medical Inspec- 
tion. ' No hygenlc Improvement or re- 
form- in schools will be complete with- 
out tho appointment of a medical In- 
spector, one who will be responsible to 
the, public, oillcor of health, to the 
board of education, and to the people, 
for the health of the pupils, being 
specially trained and qualified for the 
work, and having entire supervision of 
the schqols not only as regards the el- 
imination . of , contagious diseases, but 
as regards diseases which may be 
• brought In to. school by the pupils, and 
those which, may develop as the result 
of school life. Much requires to be 
done IT each Individual child is to 
I leave school well equipped mentally 
land physically to play his part in life, 
'as a strong, self-reliant and useful ci- 
tizen. 

"Medical Inspection of schools 
benefits the individual child, the edu- 
cational system, and the community at 
large, by the discovery and correction 
of unsanitary conditions, the early de- 
tection of disease, contagious or 'oth- 
erwise; the suppression of epidemics, 
and by the mitigation, cure or bettor 
still, prevention of physical defects. 
As a result of medical inspection there 
has been a great improvement In the 
genera! health of school children, and 
a marked reduction in the mortality. 
In tlie last twenty, years the city of 
Glasgow, has shown a decrease in the 
death rate nniounting to 38 per cent, 
in individuals from the age of five to 
fifteen! years. In many of the large 
American cities where dally inspection 
is the rule a most striking decrease in 
the mortality from contagious diseases 
has been observed; specially so with 
diphtheria. 

Due to Inspection 

"It is true more cases have been re- 
ported, but that is due to tho rigid In- 
spection and bacteriological tests. This 
la an evidence that medical Inspection 
is a worthy, and to some extent, a suc- 
cessful endeavor, and more substantial 
gains may be hoped for when the full 
value of Its efforts become Impressed 
upon the public, in Paris a form of 
medical inspection of schools was car- 
ried out in 1833, while' the laws of 1842 
ordered that all public schools should 
bo visited by a physician who,' in addi- 
tion to inspecting the buildings, should 
also inspect- the general health of the 
school children. Since this time there 
have been various degrees of inspec- 
tion of school 'children In different 
countries. In recent years the United 
States has taken up this subject with 
the greatest interest and the greatest 
vigor. 

How It Is Worked 

"In Boston in 1894, during an epi- 
demic of diphtheria, the plan o( exam- 
ining each child In school was put Into 
practice; Chicago followed and New 
i'ork City adopted perhaps the most 
thorough system of all in ,1837. One 
hundred and fifty physicians were ap- 
pointed, each with the cure of from 
three. to, five schools. Before 10 o'clock 
each morning; ev^ry ' school, in' New 
To^wa^ visited by '.'one, "of these doc.-, 
tors and' eyerv',,chl)'d / s'ant to hUn by, the. 
teacher' was examines, ' r ,. These "were 
not only the ciyldron \y.\io. seemed' ill, 
but those who had neen absent " from 
school from illness or for an unknown 
cause, if a' case of infectious disease 
were suspected a diagnostician was 
telephoned for from the health depart- 
ment to proceed immediately to the 
home of the pupil. As a result of these 
examinations In 1S97 more than 6 per 
cent of the children wore excluded 
from school, which dhows the extent of 
the danger before these proceedings 
were taken. In 190.1 even more active 
steps were taken, the doctors making 
a weekly visit to each class-room, in 
addition to his daily visit to the 
schools to Inspect the eyelids, throats, 
skin, ears rind hair of the pupils. Now 
it is found that once a month is suf- 
licient for this class-room visit. To 
fully perfect the blnn a corps of muses 
has been established under a superin- 
tendent, one of whom visits the school 
each day and carries out the directions 
of the doctor; visits tin/ homes, of the 
pupils and advise parents what to do. 
All this work between doctors, nurses 
and heads of schools, and the home, is 
properly co-ordinated and carried out 
by an excellent card system, file cards 
being prepared and passed from one to 
another. The work of the doctors arid 
nurses was so valuable that no less 
than 98 per cent, of those children un- 
der treatment last year could attend 
school, ot the greatest Importance 
when we remember how much absence 
] from school retards a child's progress. 

Every child absent front school, for 
an unknown cause, for three days, 
has his name handed to the medical 
I officer, wiio visits the home, and last 
year no less than -623 unreported eases 
of infectious disease wen/ dJvovered. 
Examined in Rotation 
"From time to time each child in 
every school is in rotation specially 
examined, the doctor looking f,,r ade- 
noid growths, for defective vision, se- 
vere headaches, defects In the ear. and 
the teeth and hard palate are carefully 
inspected. The record of each child's 
general health is noted on a card and 
filed, the particulars Including the 
state of nutrition, the glands, choreic 
symptoms, cardiac and pulmonary dis- 
eases; mentality, skin lesions, and any 
deformity of the spine. These particu- 
lars, when necessary, are sent to the 
parent, and medical advice anil treat- 
ment, by the family doctor, urged, in 
cases whore' such' 'treatment Is not ob- 
tained, the nurse- visits the home and 
[points Out the gravity of neglecting the 
case and In some Instances applies 
I treatment hei'.<p|f. '" 

Before Starting School 
"Before entering, school every child 
should undergo ti thorough medical ex- 
amination, so itvhat any disease or de- 
fect may he discovered allu proper re- 
medies applied.. I'hyslcal defects are 
strikingly common,, many of t h em not 
recognized by parent or child, and yet 
" time and corrected 
da the full mental 
Bp men t and cause 
failure' In 'future .'career, .is a case in 
point wo may mention a. small boy of 
five years who attended school for 
six month.-! without learning a single 
letter. When all this time had been 
wasted it was found he was so as- 
tigmatic that he could not see ;i let- 
ter. Remedy of the defect showed him 
as competent as the other members of 
his class. Science can now do so much 
to remedy defects, .assist growth, and 
restore tone. , Much may also be ac- 
complished by the Intelligent classifica- 
tion of children according to physical 
as well as mental conditions. It is said 
that 11 per cent of all children attend- 
ing school are unfitted to compete with 
their healthy fellows, 'and that only 
about one-third of school children' tiro 
free from disease. A Berlin physician 
reported that out of 100,000 German 




children examined more than 23,000 
had ear troubles and that half of these 
were caused by curable throat affec- 
tions. 

"From the experiments made at Dun- 
dee of minute examinations of 1,000 
children in elementary schools, decay 
of teeth was almost unusual. Thirty- 
three per cent suffered from defective 
i vision, requiring correction by specta- 
I cles, 43 per cent from deafness, en- 
! larged tonsil * and adenoids; 19 per 
| rent from diseases of the glands, al- 
most all of a tuberculous nature, and 
a small percentage from diseases of 
' bone, diseases of lung and heart. 
' "We cannot expect medical inspec- 
tion to entirely abolish disease among 
school children, but it certainly will 
reduce the prevalence of the so-called 
school diseases, aivl reduce to a mini- 
mum the dangers ot contagious dis- 
eases. It is only necessary to con- 
sider a few of tlio conditions existing 
among school children to establish 
sufficient reason for medical inspec- 
tion of schools. 

"School children are of a susceptible 
ago as regards liability to contract 
contagious diseases by which thou- 
sands of children are sacrificed an- 
nually. Also at this period there is 
marked susceptibility to structural 
deviations' from (he normal. This is 
especially noticeable in girls, who are 
not so well, on the average, When 
leaving school. 

Some Diseases Neglected 
"In tills ago of progressive knowl- 
edge, there is some regulation in al- 
most every municipality applying to 
the contagious diseases in schools; -at- 
tention being chlofly directed to diph- 
theria ami scarlet fever, little Im- 
portance being attract' I to meoalos 
and whooping cough, ' N't, children 
'hool with

No intellectual develop- 
ment should be attained by the per- 
manent sacrifice of health. 

What Inspection Does 
"By systematic, medical examination 
of school children will reveal, upnrt 
from tho dangerous communicable 
diseases, many of the following condi- 
tions: Defective vision, defective hear- 
ing, defective palate, enlarged tonsils, 
adenoids, defective mentality, i bad 
nutrition, diseased glands, chorea 
cardiacs disease, pulmonnry disease, 
parasitic disease, skin disease, deform- 
ity "of the spine, chest and extremi- 
ties, 



"Many of these conditions are self- 
evident, but that they jeopardize the 
health or future development of the 
child, or that they may be remedied 
has not occurred to the parents. Un- 
der an efficient system of, medical In- 
spection attention would be called to 
these defects and proper treatment 
secured, thus brightening the future 
of many thousands of children, and 
contributing a vast economic gain to 
the nation. 

School has a material Influence for 
harm upon the eye — bearing, a .diroct 
relation to the length and amount of 
study. Examination of'10,000 children 
found one. per cent of eyes had. in 
country schools; live per cent in 'elc- 
mentary schools; twenty per cent In 
high achdols and thirty per cent in 
colleges. In LiOnfSop schools it was 
found that only 39 per cent presented 
normal vision. Since nlmost all these 
conditions may lie rectified, it is neces- 
sary that greater efforts be made to 
discover and correct them, as far as 
possible, not only as a thoapuetle 
measure, but as an Important means of 
preventive medicine. 

Few Realize Importance 

"There are few parents who realize 
the vast Importance of early attention 
to any symptoms of the onset of this 
affection, with a view to its preven- 
tion — or where it has developed, are 
alive to Die necessity of obviating its 
defects by suitable glasses. Defective 
vision inevitably reacts upon the. phy- 
sical conditions and unless corrected 
early musi prejudice the health, growth 
and development- — whilst the child is 
preparing to take his place as a use- 
ful member of society. If precautions 
art? not taken the child stoops over 
his work, his chest becomes flattened 
and hollow, his shoulders become 
round and unshapely, his lungs com- 
pressed- — all of which Is favorable to 
future pulmonary trouble. As he 
grows older hlsi gait becomes affected 
and he is shy and nervous. Another 
of the very common conditions found 
is adenoids. A child affected with 
post nasal adenoid growths is usually 
very backward for his age, dull and 
Inattentive at his lessons, apathetic in 
disposition; possibly irritable and bad 
tempered. On examination he is found 
to be a little deaf, and enquiry elicits 
the fact thai he breathes heavily at 
night, Remove the adenoids and his 
Inattention disappears, dullness and 
apathy are replaced by brightness and 
energy, his whole character seems to 
undergo a change for the bettor, with 
a distinct improvement In his physical 
condition. If attention Is not paid to 
the early symptoms, as the child ad- 
vances in years liis mental attributes 
remain stunted, if not actually mor- 
bid, and his physical condition presents 
characteristics inevitable and unmis- 
takable. Interference with nasal res- 
piration produces the undeveloped 



nose, the open mouth and hanging 
jaw, tho sunken chest and rounded 
shoulders becoming more and more 
pronounced ns the plastic bones of 
childhood become set in the rigid frame 
of adult life. Children thus affected 
are more susceptible to the contagious 
diseases and have less chance of re- 
covery. Special attention should be 
directed to kindergarten schools where 
children are at even a more susceptible 
age, and are, in their games and 
classes, In much closer contact, and 
every child, makes. his contribution, he 
It littie or. great, on the life of every 
other child with , whom he cornea In 
contact. This applies not only to tho 
Joys of fellowship; but to tho laws of 
health. 

One Hopeful Sign 
"One of the hopeful signs of tho 
times is the desire for progress, which 
has over been t he mainspring of tho 
world's upward movement. Public 
I improvements are multiplied, every 
'municipality has attained some of the 
modern progress and advancement is 
attending the cause of children, justi- 
fying the expectation that 'ere long all 
public schools will be under tho direct 
supervision of an organized system, of 
medical Inspection. 

| "in this small city it Is neither feas- 
1 Ible nor necessary to set into opera- 
I tion any such elaborate machinery as 
| that of New York, but it Is essential 
that a system which will meet all tho 
requirements and demands of tho 
community be established and main- 
tained. 

"The public, are, as a rule, easily 
aroused to an interest in a good cause, 
and what cause is better, more noble, 
than ono for the mental and physical 
needs of tho young. Schools arc "gar- 
jdens of children," each child an ex- 
panding bud, which must he coaxed 
Into perfect development by the warm, 
soft breezes and gentle zephyrs of 
summer. By guarding and protecting 
every young life, .surrounding it by all 
that tends to purity, peace and health, 
the legal guardians of these Institu- 
tions are fulfilling their highest duty, 
and providing the most valuable asset 
to the nation."

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THE CONVENTION. 

• Xo .me will dispute thai the Con- 
vention of the Conservatives of British 
Coiumjbia, which closed Us session 
yesterday, was in point of attendance, 
harmony and enthusiasm, I lie best that 
has ever been held by any political 
party in this province. Elsewhere will 
bo tound the resolutions which were 
adopted. Some of them do not cull 
lor any special comment, such as the 
endorsatlon ol the general policy of 
the provincial ministry, the congratula- 
tions to Sir Charles Topper upon his 
appointment to (the British Privy Coun- 
cil, the approval of the government's 
irrigation policy, and the condemnation 
of graft and political corruption, The 
others all call lor speciile treatment, 
which will be given them in future 
articles. Together they form a very 
interesting and valuable presentation 
of matters of grave public interest 

it will be observed that a permanent 
organization has been formed and that 
its name is "The British Columbia 
Conservative Association." The com- 
pound name, "Liberal-Conservative," 
has been dropped, which is righ«t, for 
historically speaking there lias been no 
such party since the defeat of Sir John 
Maedoiiuld's first ministry. In order to 
facilitate the carrying out of the plan 
of Confederation, Sir John Maedonald 
formed a cabinet consisting of both 
Liberals and Conservatives, and It and 
tiie party supporting, it were properly 
called Liberal-Conservative; but Sir 
John .Maedonald never called himself 
anything except a Conservative — unless 
it was a Tory; neither did Sir Charles 
Tttpper. nor any of the old leaders of 
(the Conservative party. 

The objects of the association are 
Mated as four in number. The last 
three are naturally of a party char- 
acter; hut the first is ol" a wider na- 
ture. It is the promotion and devel- 
opment of a general interest in Cana- 
dian and British Columbian politics 
and government. It was a happy 
thought to Include this In the express- 
ed object of the association, for it is 
one of the most important services 
which a political party can render the 
country. VVo congratulate .Mr. G. II. 
Burnard upon being the. choice of so 
representative it convention for the 
honorable and responsible position of 
President of what we feel sure will be 
the must ellicient political organiza- 
tion ever formed in British Columbia. 

The province at large is greatly to 
bo felicitated upon the success which 
lias attended this convention. Even 
those persons who are opposed to the 
Conservative Party must feel glad 
that so many of their fellow-citizens 
came together for a common purpose, 
which Is to advance the welfare of 
the country, for no one will deny that,

In 
an appeal issued on behalf of these 
children a painful picture is drawn of 
the suffering to which many of them 
are subject, and it is a duty and ought 
to be a pleasure on the pari of Can- 
adians to send them some assistance. 
Particularly does this duty seem to 

rest upon the people of Victoria, not 
because we are "more English" than 
other Canadians, but because we Wave 
so little actual poverty calling for pur 

friendly help. We are a very fortun- 
ate community in this respect. Per- 
haps there Is no other city of the same 
population in the world where the pro- 
portion of poor people is so small and 
cases of actual destitution are so rare. 
We have received freely, let us give 
freely. It is true that there are a good 
many demands upon the people of Vic- 
toria in one way and another, and they 
are very cheerfully and liberally met. 
But people who have the habit .if giv- 
ing can always give a little more, and 
in a case like that of the poor little 
cripples of London and the little folk 
who are sick we can all spare some- 
thing. If any of us knew personally of 
such' eases we would promptly respond, 
and we ought not to deprive ourselves 
of the pleasure of giving simply be- 
cause we are so happily situated as 
not to have destitution thrust upon 
our notice. Xoble men and women are 
laboring to help the London poor. 
They give their service without pecuni- 
ary reward and in many cases contri- 
bute largely to the work themselves. 
Let Victoria help them.

We are very 
sorry for any man who is so consti- 
tuted that, if he sees a few young peo- 
ple in a respectable home amusing 
themselves in a little dance, thinks 
they are engaged in a sinful practice. 
As a mutter of fact, such an amuse- 
ment is about the least harmless of 
any in which they can engage; ami 
the unfortunate person, wlm thinks 
otherwise, has something to learn. 



The story of Jack and Jill and their 
search for water on top .if a hill-may 
probably be only the creation of some 
one, who wished to write a jingle of 
words that would tickle childish fancy; 
on the other hand it may bo like many 
other nursery rhymes, a survival from 
a very ancient time and have been 
intended originally to Illustrate a great 
principle.

We are now seek- 
ing by a section in a contract with a 
railway company to get something that 
Is not to be found in such contracts, 
and we have prolonged the Inconveni- 
ence under which our business men 
suffer. We passed a bylaw for the 
alleged purpose of restricting the sale 
of spirituous liquors in connection with 
groceries, and have succeeded in mak- 
ing the sale of them in such a con- 
nection ten times more in evidence 
than ever. Booking fur water on top 
of the hill is pretty poor policy, and 
the fate of Jack and Jill is worth con- 
sidering. It might not he a bad plan 
to have the rhyme printed in bold tpyo 
land hung in the city Council cham- 
ber.

The United States seems to have 
fallen upon evil flays with » ven- 
geance.

New Ocean Records 

While the Cunarder Lusltanlu has 
again beaten the transatlantic record, 
reducing the time of her own best pas- 
sage from QuccnstOWII to New \ ork WJ 
one hour and twelve- minutes, her sister 
ship, the Mauretania, has developed still 
creator speed, having covered 300 knots 
on her trial trip at an average speeded 
27 3« knots per hour. And, within the 
week, the British torpedo heat destroyer 
Mohawk is reported on her official test 
to have developed 34.3 Knots, or 39VS 
miles an hour, which is about the av- 
erage speed of a fast railway train. 

Tho cable despatch announcing the 
Mohawk's now record apparently, takes 
no account of two predecessors of the 
Mohawk in the British Navy, both which 
attained a speed on their trial trips pi 
nearly 42 miles per hour. These mar- 
ine, race-horses, named Cobra and Viper, 
were the tirst vessels of this class to 
bo onglnod with steam turbines. The, 
latter on her trial trip made a record] 
on a full hour's run of :iii.;iSi knots, 
against tho Mohawk's 3-1.3 knots. Both 
Cobrtt and Viper wore wrecked through 
accident!! In no way connected with 
their turbine engines. The Mohawk, 
while therefore, perhaps, the 
torpado boal destroyer afloat,

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At various points throughput Cana- 
da recently there has been much dis- 
cussion as to the best method of re- 
claiming the child criminal. It seems 
to be the general opinion that the or- 
dinary methods oC punishment do not 
moot the situation', and numerous pro- 
posal^.; arc advanced as a possible 
remedy. Wp are inclined to think that 
society's ol'forts to Improve condi- 
tions In this respect should be direct- 
ed towards elevating the influences of 
home life, as it seems to have been 
abundantly demonstrated that parent- 
al control is the most efficient deter- 
rent to criminal tendencies yet dis- 
covered. The Montreal Herald, how- 
ever, 'thinks some special form of 
punishment should Mfe devised. It 
says:.. 

.it is,' of course, a problem what to 
do with criminals who haye' left the 
years.- of childhood but have not be- 
come men. They have the physical 
and mental ability to commit frightful 
crimes; and It would never do ti> give 
them the impression that they may 
do these tilings with comparative im- 
punity because of their youth. Wo 
must have for them a punishment 
which will strike their imagination 
quite as vividly as incarceration in a 
penitentiary, but which will still leave 
open before them the door of hope as 
penitentiary doors never can, he they 
ever so ready to open outward. So- 
ciety should not take a lad under 
twenty, give him his life, and yet 
compel him to lead It in crime. 

1AV0 are very 3orry Indeed to note 
that circumstances have compelled! 
.Mr. J. Fqrsyth Smith to retire from 
the editorial chair of the Vernon 
News, a position which he lias held 
with 'marked ability for a period of 
four years past. The News is always 
among the most welcome- of our ex- 
changes. It thus announces the 
change . on its staff: 

It is with much regret that we 
mako the announcement that, with 
this issue, the News loses the services 
of Mr. J. Forsyth Smith, who for 
something over four years has filled 
tile editorial chair of this paper. Ow- 
ing to a rather sudden and unexpect- 
ed change In the teaching staff of the 
Vernon public scho'd, which involved 
the acceptance 'by the trustees of the 
resignation submitted by Mr, Cam- 
eron, the head master, Mr. Smith has 
been called upon to assume the du- 
ties of principal in that institution, 
and takes charge there today. Mr. J. 
A. McKelvie, whose connection witli 
the News dates back from its early 
days, will again assume its editorship, 
so that no great change is made nec- 
essary in our arrangements in- Mr. 
Smith's withdrawal. 

To compensate the working classes 
for a temporary lack of employment 
at various points on the continent of 
America, It seeins extremly probable 
that the cost of the necessities of life 
will bo almost immediately materially 
lowered. Tin; Montreal Witness points 
this mil and takes altogether a most 
hopeful view of Hu- situation. It says: 

The check this time has eprtie, not 
through lack of demand, but through 
lack of sufficient capital to do all the 
business that was doing. Those the- 
orists who have been carelessly de- 
nouncing capital as a. public enemy 
Will be forced to contemplate for a 
time how tilings are when capital runs 
-short. The strain has been felt less 
severely in Canada than in the United 
States, but industrial conditions in 
tlic two countries are intimately in- 
terdependent, and wo must feel in 
lesser or greater measure the reilex 
effect of any change that may occur 
on the. other side. Fortunately there 
has been much less of financial ex- 
travagance in tin: Dominion than in 
the United States, and the progress 
of industry is likely to bo less dis- 
turbed. It is probable, too, that con- 
ditions there may not lie so bad as 
represented. The harvest is good and 
monetary obligations are being met 
as usual. The prospect for the winter 
may not be as bright as last year 
for some classes of workers, and, if 
there should be a fat! in wages, a de- 
cline In prices of commodities is pretty 
sure to follow, for the cost of labor Is 
largely the regulator of values. 

There are thousands of people in the 
United States today who are lament- 
ing the fact that they did not "put 
something by for a. rainy day" when 
they had the opportunity. If as a re- 
sult of the present depression which 
lias overtaken the republic to the south 
people will learn the value of thrift, 
what is now looked upon as calami- 
tous will be regarded as a. blessing in 
disguise. Wage-earners everywhere 
should take to heart this timely ex- 
pression of opinion by one who bears 
the reputation of being a. true friend 
of the laboring classes: ] 

I never saved a dollar which I was 
not prompted to save as a. matter of 
common sense. If a man assumes the 
duty {of working lie cannot shirk the 
responsibility of saving. lie ha.; not 
worked sanely if lie has not saved 
a fair percentage of his earnings.— 
John .1. Mitchell, president of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank, 

These be cheery days for the tem- 
perance reformers. The prohibition 
wave is washing across the United 
States from east to west and from 
tile south to the north in a most flour- 
ishing fashion, Alabama being the lat- 
est state to fall in line. Finland hav- 
ing just determined to abolish totally 
the liquor traffic is also pointed to as 
a most hopeful and significant sign of 
the times. Says the Union Signal: 

A cablegram from Dr. Mattl Helen - 
ins to .Mrs. I,. M. X. Stevens, presi- 
dent of the National W. (.'. T. U., of 
the United States, under date of Octo- 
ber Si, conveyed the gratifying in- 
formation that Dr. Ib-lenins came to 
America, last year, under pffl'cial ap- 
pointment, from his government, to 
study conditio,,., as relating to license 
and prohibition, especially In the state 
of Maine. Ills observations ami con- 
clusions were, no doubt, an important 
factor in crystallizing the temperance 
sentiment in Finland into the action 
noted above, and the presence of nine- 
teen women legislators (seventeen of 
whom are total abstainers) in the 
Finnish Parliament at this time con-

With the 
return of the Liberals to ofllce the dis- 
establishment of the Irish Church, the 
Introduction of Important measures for 
the tranquil ization of India, and ire- 
land, and (let us pray) a reform in the 
Colonial policy of the country, are as- 
sured. 'I he reformed Parliament as- 
sembler on 10th December, when the 
Disraeli ministry will resign and Mr. 
Gladstone he requested by Her Majesty 
to form a new Ministry. 

Alarming accounts of the state ot 
public feeling in San Francisco con- 
tinue to lie received here.

The city drayman are not tit all 
pleased with the civic regulations 
which require them to carry two 
lights upon each vehicle after dark. 
They claim that as their business Is 
done almost altogether within the 
lighted area of the city, and but little 
after dark, and as it is practically Im- 
possible to preserve lights on vehicles 
which are without springs, they should 
be exempted from the operation of the 
bylaw, at least within a certain area, 
so that no lights would be required 
upon slow moving vehicles. They are 
willing to use lamps wherever It is 
found necessary to go outside the area. 

Mayor Morley brought the matter Up 
In council meeting Friday night, sev- 
eral of the draymen having asked him 
to do so. Alderman Verlnder thought 
it was tho slow moving vehicles which 
needed tho lights most, not so much 
for their own use but for the guid- 
ance of other rigs. There was mure 
danger of a slow moving vehicle be- 
ing run Into If it was without lights, 
as it could not get out of the way so 
easily as light rigs. It would be dan- 
gerous in the case of automobiles, 
which would bo unable to see the 
dray. The matter was referred to the 
streets, bridges and sewers commit- 
tee, though the mayor thought the 
electric light committee should handle 
it, as they were responsible for the 
poor way in which the streets were 
lighted. 

Aid. Hall, chairman oT the light 
committee, declared that if the coun- 
cil would give more money for light- 
ing purposes the streets would be 
much better illumined;

TELL OF 



Heard Whistle of Tartar on the 
Starboard Bow— Say She 
Was Not Stopped 



The inquiry Into the collision bo- 
tween the .steamers Charmer and Tar- 
tar held by Mr. Justice. Martin, with 
Capts. D. Jones and D. Warren as as- 
sessors, was continued yesterday 
morning and will probably continue 
tomorrow and Tuesday, after which 
several days will probably elapse while 
the evidence Is under consideration 
before the decision is given. Yester- 
day's evidence consisted of further 
statements regarding the happening 
lis- the officers of the Charmer, whoso 
stories differ exceedingly from those 
told by the Tartar's officers. 

Charmer's Second Officer. 

The first witness heard yesterday 
morning was G. Cummlngs, second 
officer of the Charmer, who corrobor- 
ated other officers of that steamer, 
regarding the whistle signals given to 
go to starboard. The Charmer had 
not blown one short blast at any time, 
as far as he heard. The prolonged 
fog blasts were given continually, 
When the Tartar was flrsl seen she 
was about five or six points en the 
bow. The. bows of the Tartar were 
clear of the range of the Charmer. 
Passenger's Evidence. 

George E. Mtinro, commission mer- 
chant, who was a passenger of the 
Charmer on the day of the accident, 
said the fog was met leaving Active 
Pass, and fog blasts were from then 
mi given regularly. The steamer 
Princess Victoria was met. first her 
fog signals were heard, then two short 
blasts, which were answered with two 
short blasts. The Princess Victoria 
passed wilh a good berth to starboard, 
lie was In the dlnlngroom when he 
heard the two whistles blown and 
when the collision occurred. Soon 
after the whistles were blown, the en- 
gines were stopped and put. full speed 
astern. He went out on the starboard 
side, expecting, on account. of the 
Whistles, to see U steamer there. He 
then crossed to the port side and saw 
the Tartar. She was moving, and 
shortly disappeared. Tho Tartar 
couldn't have been stopped ami then 
get away so quickly. 

Cupt. Reed, manocuverlng the mod- 
els, questioned witness, seeking to 
show the possibility of the Tartar be- 
ing hi the slnted position, oven though 
stopped. The two short blasts were 
the llrst warning he heard. He had 
served as purser on coasting steamers 
for some years and knew from experi- 
ence the meaning of the whistles. 
Mate Is Heard, 

Otto Owen, mate of the Charmer, 
was at the companion way forward, 
waiting to go on watch, when ho heard 
one whistle from some steamer and, 
not being able, to make out where It 
was, went to the foe'sle head to loolt 
out. He was standing on the forward 
deck when the collision occurred, and 
afterward looked over to see the In- 
jury. The Tartar was going ahead 
and kept going ahead. 

"Some have said tho Tartar was 
Stopped," asked Mr. Bodwell. 

"She had not," witness replied wdth 
emphasis. Ho pointed cut that hor 



smoke was colling behind, whereas if 
she had been stopped, It would have 
risen straight, as smoke does In fog 
from stopped steamers. 

Capt. iteed questioned the mate at 
length, contending he could not see 
the Tartar sufficiently to tell whether 
she had stopped and also contended 
that with the damage occasioned by 
the compact the statement that witness 
remained on the forward deck was 
not believable. 

Capt, Reed questioned every act of 
the witness on tho occasion. 

"Now, nothing else brought you up 
on deck?" ho asked witness, "hut to 
give evidence against the Tartar'.'" 

"1 caino uj' because I heard a 
steamer's whistle blown and thought 
my assistance might be required." 

"You didn't come on deck to—" 

"No, 1 didn't." 

"You say you didn't come on deck, 
what's the use of saying no to that?" 
continued Capt. Reed. 

Mr. Bodwell — "He's saying 'no' to 
your suggestion." 

Capt. Whlteley recalled, said the 
previous witness had been standing 
just abaft the capstan on the forward 
deck at the time of the collision, and 
was in no more dangerous position 
than anyone else. 

Quartermaster Gives Course. 

Quartermaster Hunter said he had 
steered a course N.W. by N. from Ac- 
tive puss, changed course half a point 
when passing the Princess Victoria, 
and then went back to N.W. by N. 
The lightship bell was heard, and he 
got the order to port, when the course 
was N. by W. half W. He heard 
a whistle on the starboard bow, and 
two whistles were blown by tho 
Charmer as he got the order to "star- 
board a point." She went off another 
two degrees to the westward before the 
vessels struck. The Charmer blew the 
regular fog signals, then two short 
blasts. She did not blow one short 
blast at any time. The Princess 
Victoria's whistles were heard clearly. 
The Tartar at the time of the colli- 
sion was going ahead. 

To Capt. Reed he said lie had not 
timed tho duration of tho fog signals, 
although he could hear them while 
steering. He did not notice by the 
compass how the Charmer was head- 
ing Immediately after the collision. 

To Mr. Bodwell. He hud gone away 
to tho boats Immediately after the col- 
lision. 

Another Quartermaster. 

Quartermaster T. Gowdy, whose 
watch at tho wheel began at p.m., 
was at the starboard port smoking just 
after supper. Part of the port, or 
side hatch, was open, and he heard a 
whistle on the starboard bow. When he 
saw the Tartar he knew there was no 
chance to avert a collision and hurried 
to his boat station. 

To Capt Reed ho said he heard the 
whistle of the Tartar and saw the 
steamer a second afterward. From that 
time he busied himself at the boats 
Says Tartar Was Moving. 

Samuel Bramley, lookout on the 
Charmer, heard a deep whistle on the 
starboard bow and as he looked up to 
report It, Capt. Whlteley answered 
with two short blasts. Two minutes 
afterwards he heard another blast on 
th,- starboard side and a few moments 
afterwards the Tartar appeared from 
the fog. lie saw there was no chance' 
to avert a collision and when he saw, 
tho Tartar's bow crossing the Charm- 
er's bow he. thought It time to clear 
away from the foc-sle head. The; 
Tartar was going ahead. The sug- j 
gestlon that she was stopped and male- j 
ing aternway was Impossible. She 
was going ahead all the time. He 
went to the port forward boat after- 
wards, and saw the compact. The, 
Tartar was almost at right angles, 1 
witness Illustrating the positions with: 
models. After the collision tho Tar-! 
tar disappeared. Before the collision! 
the only whistles blown In addition to i 
two short, blasts, and two others' 
blown with an Interval between, were | 
the fog signals, which were blown 
continually. 

To I'apt. Peed lie said the Tartar's! 
whistle was about four points on the! 
starboard bow. Capt. Whlteley had j 
blown two short blasts immediately 
alter bearing the one whistle from 
the Tartar and had blown two more 
blasts on hearing another short whistle , 
from the Tartar He thought the; 
Tartar was going about B knots. It 
was Impossible thai the Tartar was] 
stopped. 

Capt. Reed questioned Mr. Bramley j 
at length as to how witness could state; 
positively tho Tartar was not stopped.; 

•'if the Tartar had stopped the' 
Charmer would have gone clear," wit- ' 
noss said. 

Continuing, under tho captain's! 
cross-exaiTflnation, witness said he had; 
scon the foam of the Tartar's how, 1 
and there could have been no foam If 
she had stopped. The llrst whistle 
of tho Tartar might possibly have 
been taken for a rog elgnal; the second 
could not ' It seemed the signal of a 
vessel under port helm. j 
Chief Enqincer Petticrew. ! 

Chief Engineer James Petticrew, of 
the Charmer, got a standby order ntj 
5.15 (by cngiueroom time), when the 
steamer was making 11V4 knots. At 
5 50 he gol the order to slow. There 
was two minutes' difference between 
the deck' ami englm room time. He 
slowed the engines from 9 I to .15 re- 
volutions for two minutes, when he 
B r,1 the order "f ill spO' d astern." He 
gave 75 revolutions a m|nuie astern, 
and thought she was going about 8 
knots, helm;- foul on the bottom. She 
WOfl going astern 4 Oto 45 S'onnrls. and 
was going astern 40 lo 45 Seconds, ami 
when the i olllslfin occurred. 

To Capt. Reed he sntd he thought 
putting the engines astern would have 
reduced the speel two knots. He had 
been on watch at the time. 

Heard the Wh>tle.

The hoard of school commissioners 
of Montreal has Increased the salaries 
of their teaching stair. The iittvanco 
is net a very large one, but it is 
something to have the necessity tor 

larger salaries acknowledged. The 
Montreal Star, in commenting on the 
action of the commissioners, takes 
occasion to sneak of the importance of 
the teachers' work and of tile need 

that the public should recognize it by 
liberally paying those to whom they 
intrust the education of their chil- 
dren. It says: 

"As we have frequently said, the 
most ruinous place for the commun- 
ity to practise economy is In the sal- 
ary list ot' its teachers. In this mer- 
cenary world, talent is attracted to 
professions largely by the amount of 
their linanelal promises; and If we 
starve the teaching profession finan- 
cially, it will get a terrible revenge by 
starving the development of our chil- 
dren mentally. Pur no stream — and 
certainly not the stream of mental In- 
fluence and personal inspiration — can 
rise higher than Its source. It' we will 
only pay for second-rate men and 
women as teachers, ultimately that Is 
the sort of men and women we will 
get — burring a few enthusiasts who 
could not be happy In any other call- 
ing, no matter what the price — and 
the effect of leaving our children at 
their most Impressionable age to the 
care of second-rate teachers will be 
something that the most careless par- 
ents will not care to contemplate. 

"The value of the Inspiration of a 
good teacher cannot be overestimated. 
The damage which may be done by a 
slack or feeble or uninspiring teacher 
is equally beyond computation. It may 
tarn a promising boy into an Idler 
without ambition and without ideals; 
and It may divert the interest of a 
bright girl from the things which 
really matter to the frivolities that' 
wasto so many lives. This Is a sub- 
ject which cannot he. kept too con 
stantly before the people."

Whether or not the women of the em- 
pire are yet fitted as a body for the 
exercise of the franchise Is an open 
question upon which every public 
man has a right to his opinion.

Now, I 
know my business, and I'm going to 
run my own business. I never was 
stuck on being a fighter.

When 1 got all the money out of the 
lighting game I had sense enough to 
try something else. I'm not going to 
be bluffed or talked Into fighting 
when 1 have made up my mind to 
stay out of tlie. game.

CANADIAN AMATEUR 
UNION GROWS FAST 

Membership. Increases From 
52 Clubs to Over 700 In- 
side One Year 




That '.there is a real desire on the 
part of organized amateur sport in 
Canada for a general governing body 
that will control and stimulate and 
carefully guard its Interests, has had 
an unequalled demonstration in the 
phenomenal growth of the Canadian 
Amateur AthleMc Union in the past 
fourteen months, says the Toronto 
Globe. At the time of the annua] moet- 
Ing in Montreal a year ago this fall, 
tlie membership of the union was a 
total of 52. club's. For years it had been 
dormant, and existing in name only. 
In the control largely of the repre- 
sentatives of tlie big lacrosse and hoc- 
key clubs of Montreal and Ottawa, its 
only function appeared to be to do 
the bidding of these clubs, and con- 
done any violation of amateur rules 
and practice that they might desire. 
It had no power and no influence, and, 
instead of commanding respect, It 
drew forth only jcors at Its weakness 
and pliability in tlie hands of the 
manipulators. That situation was the 
result of decay and neglect, and the 
condition of the union was such that 
no live organiatlon could bo attracted 
to it. Reform was tried from the out- 
side. Tho Ontario Hockey association, 
tlie Ontario association football league, 
and rcpresenta'ives of other active 
amateur bodies, none of them members 
of tlie union, held several conferences, 
and had much communication with tlie 
union to discuss its reorganization on 
such a basis as would Justify them in 
forming an alliance. Delegates went 
to an nnnual meeting of the union 
and presented the desires of the bodies 
that were outside the union, and 
sought a way in that would'' be con- 
ducive to tlie general interest. They 
bad a pleasant reception, but the 
next day the jnlon relapsed into its 
sound slumber, and nothing resulted 
from the negotiations. Last year an- 
other attempt to resuscitate what was 
almost a corpse was determined on. 
Tills lime the effort at. reform was 
made from the Inside, and, to the 
amazement and chagrin of those to 
whom the union was useful In its state 
of helplessness, it was successful. Tho 
lacrosse and hockey promoters gave 
the opportunity themselves by Intro- 
ducing and fighting for an alteration of 
the amateur rule which would recog- 
nize and approve' of the mongrel sys- 
tem of indiscriminate competition of 
amateurs and professionals, destroying 
the dividing line in Hie surest possible 
won-, while speciously pretending to 
maintain It. in the past they had 
been nl.de to put through any legisla- 
tion they desired, but the opposition 
was now roused and organized, and 
the situation was saved. Deputy Chief 
Stark, of the Toronto Police .A. A., was 
elected president, and .Mr. N. H. f!nw, 

who was secretary of the Y.M.C.A. 
Athletic League of Canada, took the 
office of secretary of tlie (.'.A.A.I J., and 
ir was started out on a career that 
has never been equalled for brilliancy 
and progress in tlie history of organ- 
ized sport. 

At the outset the necessity of get- 
ting rid of the Montreal A. A. A., the 
Shamrocks the National Lacrosse 
Union, and other bodies not governed 
by the accepted rule, was obviated by 
their voluntary withdrawal, and tho

"Wireless telegraphy Is now a com- 
mercial success In its early stages tho 
earth absorbed tho other waves This 
difficulty has been overcome by send- 
ing out double waves, one through the 
earth and the other' through the air, 
simultaneously, eaeli being of the samo 
'sine' In this manner one wave repels 
the other, thus reducing tho earth's 
condensing effect. 

"Wireless telegraphy is hero to stay 
but they will never supercede subma- 
rine cables because they will never be 
able to do all the business offering. If 
every man set up a station in his 
backyard or every company had au- 
thority to engage in the business there 
would be chaos among tho ether waves. 
That is why wireless telegraphy has 
become a subject for International con- 
sideration. At best the volume of 
business that can he transacted by 
wireless is limited although Investors 
In these enterprises will make big 
money. Tho submarine cables with the 
duplex systems which cannot be util- 
ized in wireless, will continue to he a 
formidable rival of aerial means of 
communication. Wireless will never 
be able to handle the world's business 
In this commercial age." 

Mr. Cross will leave tomorrow for 
Toronto and New York.

The stricture wdll not apply 
to cases where money has been with- 
drawn for actual need, but lists have 
been kept of those men who have 
shown an utter disregard of the integ- 
rity of the city and its financial in- 
stitutions by doing all in their power 
to harass the banks instead of assist- 
ing in tiding over the critical part 
of the trouble. 

Now that confidence has been re- 
stored, many of these over-timid per- 
sons and others who have used the 
period of stress to their own selfish 
ends, are tindhig that their money is 
better off earning a dividend at- the 
bank than lying in idle security. To 
tho surprise of some of these the banks 
have deebned to reopen accounts with 
them and tho same treatment is await- 
ing many others who acted in a simi- 
lar manner. 

"It would be well," said a prominent 
banker this morning "for all the banks 
to combine in observing tiie black list, 
and .It is probable that such action will 
bo taken."

Iron Ore Supplies 

Every inhabitant of the United 
Kingdom, the United States and Ger- 
many requires annually, says Engineer- 
ing, about a quarter of a ton of iron, 
unci tlie total iron production of lost 
year gained from 120 million tons of 
ore, was 00 million tons. Many of the 
richer mines show signs of depletion. 
In 1857 Bluekwell estimated the total 
pig production of the world at 0,000.- 
000 tons, the proportions being: Unit- 
ed Kingdom, 50 per cent; Franco and 
the United States, each 12.5 per cent; 
and Germany, 0.0 per cent. The total 
production of 1905 was 50. 000,000 tons, 
the proportions being: United States, 
12.7 per cent; Germany, witli Luxem- 
burg, 20 per cent; United Kingdom, 
17.0 per cent; and France, 5.5 per cent. 
The principal iron ore districts of 
Great Britain yielded in 1905: Clevo- I 
land, 41 per cent of the total; Lincoln- 
shire, 0.1 per cent; Cumberland, S.G per 
cent; North Lancashire, 2.7 per cent; 
and Scotland, 5.7 per cent . The Cleve- 
land ore, with if) per cent of iron, Is 
lound in the middle Has; hematite oc- 
curs in Cumberland and Lancashire 
in carboniferous limestone; in tin: 
other localities it is mostly oolitic ores. 
The whole British ore supply of 1905 — 
14,590,703 tons— has been valued at 
£3,482,184; but 7,:H4,7K<> Ions of ore 
lias been imported, mostly from Spain 
(78.5 per cent), and smaller quanti- 
ties from all parts of the world. The 
chief ports of delivery tire Mlddlesbdr- 
iiugh (1,769,639 tons), Glasgow (1,042,- 
179 tons), and Cardiff (S75.4C2 tons). 
Tho Iron ore fields of Great Britain 
will probably be exhausted in a cen- 
tury or two, and the outlook In other 
countries is similar. The iron ore pro- 
duction of the United States exceeded 
In 1905, 42.5 million tons (the highest 
on record), containing more iron than 
the ores raised in Germany, the Unit- 
oil Kingdom, and Spain combined. The 
bulk of the ores comes from Lake Su- 
perior, witli its five belts of pre-Sl- 
lurian ago, at Marquette, Menominee, 
Gogebic, Vermilion, and Mesaba; this 
ore contains 55 to 00 per cent of iron, 
and the total aihount 0!" ore still 
available In the United States is. by 
Tornebohm, estimated at 1,100 million 
tons. Of the 23.5 million Ions of ore 
mined during 1903 in Germany and 
Luxemburg, two-thirds came from the 
mlnette beds of jurasslo brown iron 
ore, which yields 30 per cent of iron 
and 1.7 per cent of phosphoric acid;

The Bilbao ores, 
tlie most important iron ores of Spain, 
occur in cretaceous strata, and are of 
great purity.

Pes- 
simlsttc views had been taken, but 
Julio de Lazurtegui, in 1900, estimated 
the remaining supply at 57 million 
tons. The richest hematites are, how- 
ever, now exhausted; Tornebonm's es- 
timate for the remaining iron ores of 
all Spain is 500 million tons. The out- 
look for the British industry, adds En- 
gineering, is not altogether depressing. 
Vast stores remain in China, Vene- 
zuela, Chili, Australia, and South Af- 
rica, in addition to the countries men- 
tioned, and transport costs will have 
to be reduced. The future will be aiN 
fected by tho development of the basic 
open-hearth process of steel-making, 
and phosphoric ores, admitting of this 
treatment, will doubtless occupy an 
important pface in the manufacture of 
high class steel. Magnetic concentra- 
tion and hrlquettlng of pulverulent 
ores ami the electric furnace treat- 
ment of black sands and titaniferous 
ores relieve us of immediate anxiety.

So the storm signals were all up, 
just as they have been now for a cou- 
ple of years according to those critics 
of financial affairs who have been 
termed tho croakers ami pessimists of 
the situation. There was a final warn- 
ing in April when several large mer- 
cantile houses suspended, one closely 
related to the Vanderbllts, these only 
to be followed by the failure of the 
Atlantic Bank before the mouth was 
out. Money conditions, which had 
become less and less favorable in the 
latter part of 1872 and had been com- 
plicated by an uncertain policy on the 
part of the Treasury Department, as- 
sumed a positively threatening aspect 
in the first six months of 1S73. Nev- 
ertheless, the New York bank's, even 
after the rumblings of April and the 
failure of tho Atlantic Bank, expand- 
ed their loans $20,000,000 that .summer 
in response to speculative demands. 
And tho stock market community fol- 
lowed the leadership of the "largo in- 
terests" quite ns blindly as it. has al- 
ways done from that time to (his. 

As if to begin the tlnal attack on 
the public confidence that was bolster: 
ing up this uneasy financial structure 
came the discovery, in August of 1873, 
that there, had been fraud in the is- 
suance for some of (he bonds of the 
New York Central Road, But Central 
was well supported in toe market and 
did not brrak nfatcrinlly, showing a 
maximum variation of rinjv 'mints 
for the month. In September it was 
different. First came the failure of 
the New York AVnrehouse rind Secur- 
ity company on the 8tli of the month, 
That company was more or less In- 
volved in tlie financing of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas Texas railway, which

Today the Knickerbocker Trust com- 
pany suspends after a run has been 
Invited that would naturally result in 
drawing out every dollar of deposits, 
If allowed to travel its course.

And during the days when the panic 
was at its worst there was going on a 
purging of the New York banking 
community that will bear dividends in 
sound methods for many years to 
come. 



THE POWER OF THE EYE 

Some Records of Powerful Eyes and

"It is not the eye, bul the eyelid, 
that is important, beautiful, eloquent, 
full of secrets." So writes a brilliant 
essayist. The proposition is one to 
provoke argument. On such a theme 
every man is a Johnson, for he has 
eyes, and lie litis his opinion, and they 
may bellow and refute till one in the 
morning, when, to lie sure, the elo- 
quence of the eyelid must be con- 
ceded. Hut if the eyelids only become 
eloquent when, like Hamlet's, they 
will no longer wag, it is saying little, 
Shakespeare hardly recognizes an ex- 
pression in the eyelids other than 
drowsiness. He centalnly has — "And 
011 my eyelids shall conjecture hang," 
ami therein he saw truly. Certainly, 
100, II would lu; unfair to quote against 
the eyelid theory his hundreds of pus- 
sages in which he seems to attribute 
expression solely lo the eyes, because 
it cannot be. proved that by the word 
'eye' be meant, the eye apart from Its 
framework. 

Yet the idea. that, the eyes are ex- 
pressionless is comprehensible, One 
cannot look :it eyes attentively without 
wondering whether, after all, their 
delicate muscular framework does not 
do all the real signalling. Glass eyes 
are sometimes past detection, and 
everyone knows that an eye seen 
through a hole In a newspaper and 
therefore apart from tlie eyelids, lacks 
all expression. "It is tlie blood," says 
the defender of the eyelid, "that is

And 
I this is the utmost that can possibly 
[have been true as to tlie eyes of Burns. 
But set within the meanings of impe- 
I tuous eyelids, the lucidity of tho dark 
I eyes seemed broken, moved, directed 
into fiery shafts." Well, then, his eyes 
I 'seemed' to be possessed of the fiery 
j energy. They were to all seeming the 
lightning, the eyelids were the thun- 
dercloud. And when it thunders and 
lightens men are satisfied with what 
seems. Tho contrary has no -more than 
a phychological interest. 



Cigarettes in India. 

A special correspondent of the Lon- 
Telegraph writes from India: "It is 
no! many years since tlie cigarette be- 
gan to in ike headway among the na- 
tives, bu: it has become so popular 
as 10 arouse the alarm of those who 
re inter. -sled in I he physical well- 
being of the people. A circular just 
issued by the director of public in- 
struction In the United Provinces re- 
marks that 'inquiries made as to the 
prevalence of cigarette smoking among 
schoolboys have established tho fact 
that the habit is becoming common 
among them and that In not a. few 
cases It. is being indulged in at an 
early age.' Mr. de la Fosse accord- 
ingly directs that "in view of tho per- 
manent, injury to the constitution that 
may result from acquiring tho habit 
of tobacco smoking in childhood, every 
effort should bo made to put a stop to 
the practice. Headmasters -should 
punish severely boys who after warn- 
ing are found smoking at any time or 
place, and should instruct the teach- 
ers to be vigilant in seeing that the 
order forbidding smoking is strictly 
obeyed; they should also take steps to 
prevent .the sab; of. cigarettes to 
scholars upon the school premises." 



Strange and pathetic arc many of 
the stories connected with the origun 
of famous hymns. In some cases, how- 
ever, fictitious romances have been 
built round the beautiful' words sung 
in our chapels, and churches. For many 
years It was believed that Cowper's 
"God Moves in a Mysterious Way" was 
written as an out pouring of the poofs 
soul in gratitude tor the frustration of 
his attempted suicide in October, 177:1. 
Tlie fact, however, that this hymn has 
been found in a manuscript In which 
tiie latest date is August, 1773, proves 
that, it was wricten before Cowper's 
attempt on his lite. 

Then, again, it is a popular belief 
that Augustus Toplady wrote "Rock of 
Ages," while sheltering from a stonh 
between two limestone rocks in the 
Mendips. No proof of the story is 
forthcoming, however, and consequent- 
ly it must be accepted with caution. 
But there Is no doubt that the author 
of "Christians Awake," John Byroin, 
composed that magnificent hymn as 
a Christmas gift to his daughter, Dor- 
othy, for he inscribed upon the manu- 
script, Christmas Day, for Dolly. 

It was characteristic of the late 
Bishop Bickersteth, who wrote "Peace, 
Perfect Peace," thai he always found 
It easiest to express in verse what- 
ever subject was uppermost in his 
mind. one day he heard a sermon 
delivered by Canon Gibbon, vicar of 
Harrogate, on tho text, "Thou wile 
keep him in perfect peace whoso mind 
is stayed on Thee," and shortly after- 
ward went to visit an aged and dying 
relative, Archdeacon Hill of Liverpool. 
Bishop Bickersteth found tho arch- 
deacon somewhat troubled lu mind, 
and, it being natural to him to ex- 
press in verso tlie spiritual comfort 
which he desired to convey, the bishop 
took up a sheet of paper and there and 
then wrote down the hymn just ex- 
actly as it stands, and read it to his 
dying friend. 

An example of a. hymn being writ- 
ten to suit a certain tunc is furnished 
by the grand old favorite, "I Think 
When I Read That Sweet Story of 
Old," Mrs. Luke, the author, was Verv 
much impressed one day by an Old 
Greek tune which she had soon the 
children of the Normal Infant school. 
Gray's Inn road, marching to, and 
While going home on the stagecoach, 
she wrote the words to suit the music 
on the back of an old envelope. 

There are two accounts of how "Just 
As I Am" came to bo written. One au- 
thority asserts that it was while ahe 
lay In great physical weakness on a 
sofa t.ie other members of the fumily 
being present at a bazar 'in which ail 
but tlie Invalid were taking an active 
part, that Charlotte Elliott, the author 
of the hymn, wrote the words which 
have stirred the hearts of thousands. 

On the other hand, the story Is that 
a young girl was going to the town 
to choose a new dress for a bull. On 
her way she met a priest, wdio said 
she ought not to go. However, she 
went, but did not enjoy the evening at 
all and returned home miserable. Char- 
lotte Elliott (for that was the young 
girl's name) went to confess to her 
priest all about it, and asked what she 
should do. He advised her to go homo 
and tell Jesus all about it. "Just as 

am?" she said. "Yes, just as you 
are. She returned home -and on her 
knees composed the hymn. The proofs, 
however, seem to point to tho first 
story, which is given by Dr. Julian. 

Dr. Julian, by the way, tells us that 
tin? total number of Christian hymns 
in the 200 or more languages and' dia- 
lects in which they have been written 
is not less than 400,000, Germany com- 
ing first with 100,000 and England next

' Jan Kiibelik,. tho famous Bohemian 
violinist, arrived in New York last 
week for his third American tour, un- 
der the management of Mr. Daniel 
Frohman, by whom lie was first intro- 
duced to American audiences seven 
years ago. A little more than a decade 
ago, his name had never been heard 
outside the Bohemian village of Michle, 
where ho was born. Before ho bad 
reached his twentieth year, the con- 
tinent of Europe was voicing his won- 
ders. He had not attained ids majority 
when America added to trio constantly 
swelling praise. 

In the seven years which have elaps- 
ed since his first visit to America, Ku- 
bo Ik, according to the joint acclaim of 
musical nations, has risen from the po- 
sition of the most astonishing prodigy 
In the history of the violin, to absolute 
supremacy with Ills chosen instrument. 
At twenty- seven, an ago when most 
men are beginners at their life work, he 
stands a master. Since his second Am- 
erican tour, Kubellk has toured Europe 
again, appearing with his usual success 
In Germany, France, Austria, Bulgaria, 
Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, Spain 
and Portugal.

During a recent visit to Edinburgh 
Mr. Balfour formally opened the new 
administrative buildings and two new 
wards at the Royal Victoria hospital 
for consumptives at Craiglelth. There 
was a distinguished company present, 
presided over by Lord Dunedln, the 
lord justice-general. 

Mr. Balfour, who was received with 
cheers, said it. was impossible for them 
to withhold their wonder at (lie enor- 
mous strides which scientific medicine 
had made In that department at all 
events — and in that department, above 
all others, most of them were old 
enough to remember the lime when 
consumption was not regarded as an 
infectious disease; when the similarity 
of its genesis with other infectious dis- 
eases from which humanity suffered, 
various as they were in their forma- 
tions, was not recognized, and when, 
therefore, the treatment of 11 was pure- 
ly empirical, had no basis in scientific 
knowledge, and could not expect to at- 
tain to conclusive or far-reaching re- 
sults, that had been changed in 
less than years— a great perform- 
ance! The essence of Koch's discov- 
ery consisted in showing that thai, like 
-so many other diseases, was the .result 
of the invasion of those small organ- 
isms against wiiich a preceding speak- 
er had made so spirited a declaration 
of war. Those diseases, though they 
had similarity of origin, were widely 
different in their character, in the 
course they run. and in their symp- 
toms, which no doubl required special 
treatment; yet they might broadly di- 
vide the method of treatment o* all 
those diseases, whatever they might 
be, into three types. They might take, 
for example the methods of dealing 
with them by some form of innocula- 
tlon, some use of an anti-toxin long 
known -in the case of smallpox and 
recently introduced with such admir- 
able and striking results in tho treat- 
ment of other diseases. Then they had 
as the second great method of dealing 
with trie disease, the method of dimin- 
ishing the danger of infection. One of 
the great objects that every medical 
retormer had in view was by isolation, 
by early treatment, and nil other me- 
thods to save those who were not In- 
fected from such an invasion in 
strength as would overcome their na- 
tural endowment in the way of re- 
sistance, lie did not anticipate that 
they should, as it were, destroy or ban- 
ish the tubercle bacillus completely 
from any great tract of country inhab- 
ited by human beings. The* plague 
had been expelled practically from 
Western Europe, but. after all, the na- 
tural habitat of that curse of human- 
ity is in the east, and he did not know 
that they could ever anticipate results 
so good, so conclusive with regard to 
consumption. But if they could not 
destroy and expel the tubercle bacillus 
from among them, they could reduce 
its power to do evil to a degree which 
might seem to them at the moment to 
be almost Incalculable. Thev had an 
example before them of what had been 
done with regard to typhus, lie doubt- 
ed whether there was a single case of 
typhus in Edinburgh at that moment; 
and it might be that their children 
would live to. see the time- when con- 
sumption would bo as little known in 
their midst as typhus was at that time. 
They had made the conditions of in- 
fection with regard to typhus so small 
that the power of resistance of the 
community at large was amply ade- 
quate to prevent its making any lodg- 
ment of a serious kind in their midst. 
That was the ideal to which they look- 
ed forward with regard to tuberculosis. 
(Cheers.) There was a third method 
of dealing with these infectious dis- 
eases besides the two he had men- 
tioned; it was the method of taking 
those wlto had been attacked and re- 
storing those natural powers of re- 
sistance by appropriate treatment, so 
that they could throw off the disease 
that had made a lodgment in their or- 
ganism and could return to their or- 
dinary work and their ordinary life 
ndowed with those powers which 
Id render them immune against 
any future similar invasion. That was 
tin; object for which sanatoria exist- 
ed; ami tiny would never be able to 
deal adequately with that subject un- 
less they get into the popular mind 
the distinction 'between the various 
and did not attempt to do in a suna- 
and id not attempt to do In iL sana- 
torium what could only be done in a 
hospital ,or do In a hospital what 
could only be done | n a sanatorium, 
(i 'beers.)

■nabled him to fulfil. (Cheers.) , 
3 a great responsibility restlng| 
every one of them to see thai 
doctrines of modern scientific 
in' penetrated not merely among 
ell-to-do. but to every class in 
mmunlty. They now knew that 
was in a properly organized 
society, within reach of every member! 
of the community, a far more effec- 
tual method of treatment than that 
Which was open to them in their; 
youth, or during the ,time id' their 
fathers before them: and It was to 1 
sanatoria, like these, springing up as! 
they were all over the country, to! 
which they must look for doing that 
which was something more than a! 
personal bencftl to the sufferer, but 
which they ought rather to regard 
as a great social gain to the com- 
munity at large. (Cheers.) The poor 
when they were attacked by this in- 
sidious malady were almost Inevi- 
tably, unless better counsels prevail- 
ed, induced to go on with (he work- 
on which their families, it might lie, 
depended until weakness and the pro- 
gress of the disease rendered further 
struggle hpooless and Impossible. Then 
misery, bankruptcy, and infection, it 
might be, of wife or children, all fol- 
lowed in their faial train. Society 
found itself charged with the main- 
tenance and the support of the family 
in misery and In relative degradation 
who, had only the counsels of the mod- 
ern knowledge been pursued, would | 
have been able to maintain its place, 
and hold i j i j its head in prosperity 
and success as useful, as healthy, and | 
as happy members of the community I 
at. large. Could any benefit be con- 
ceived greater, not merely to the man 
affected, but to those dependent upon 
him, and to the society of which he 
was a part, than to explain to him that 
If In the early stages before lie was 



driven by the disease front useful 
work, he. would only go and place 
himself in such Institutions as that, 
there was not merely a chance, but 
the highest degree of probability, that 
he would be restored to his family, 
and to those dependent on him, as 
efficient a member of society as ho 
was when he was driven from his own 
roof tree? (Cjheers.)

SUBMARINE WORKERS 

Modern Divers Succeed in Cut- 
ting Way Into Long Lost 
Treasures 



Since the naked Malay in ins tropic 
waters learned thai by holding a stone 
in ins hand he was aide to dive for 
pearls and stay under for two min- 
utes, diving has made many strides. 
The naked diver is~out of date save in 
the surf 'or at the swimming hole, for 
divers! suits have been made so that 
submarine workers go down and toil 
for their eight hours as deep as 200 
feet below the surface. All the navies 
of the civilized world have great glass 
tanks in which men are trained to use 
the diving suit, and the battleships 
generally take along eight divers, who 
are always ready to go down into the 
water and scrape the plates of the 
vessel or to investigate and mend, if 
possible, some portion of the ship ex- 
posed to the water. 

Going down into the sea in a diving 
suit does not mean that the only trou- 
ble found is in getting air: that is now 
an easy mutter. Being ablo to stand 
the pressure is the great trouble, for 
when you get down to about ISO feet 
the pressure is something like 100 
pounds to the sipiare Inch. All of us 
have .seen pictures of the diver in 
copper helmet and corslet, suit of rub- 
ber and lead-soled $J)oes! which weigh 
forty pounds. 

He is provided with a rubber tube 
for getting air from above and carries 
a telephone, electric searchlight and 
tools and weapons. When a diver goes 
into very deep water he wears a steel 
"crlnlllne," as he calls it, to protect 
his lungs and his stomach. Recently 
a Frenchman Invented a sort of steel 
armor, which has powerful lobster- 
like joints and which, it was claimed, 
would stand the pressure at 100 feet 
under the water. No diver would 
agree; to go down in it. and tile inven- 
tion was lowered to something more 
than three hundred feet into the water 
and left for an hour. When it was 
drawn up it was tight and dry, de- 
spite tile fact that it had been under 
a pressure that would have crushed an 
ordinary diver like an eggshell. 

Weird are the tales sou,,, of the div- 
ers tell of their experience s on tho 
floor of the ocean, and romantic en- 
ough are the adventures through 
which they pass in their search for 
treasure that has gone down with 
some ill-fated vessel. The Spanish 
ship Alphonse XII. -cas wrecked off 
the Island of ('.rand Canary and car- 
ried to the bottom. ISO feet down, with 
chests containing $500,000 in gold coin. 
An expedition was fitted out, and for 
six months a fruitless effort was kept 
up to reach the treasure. Many and 
many a time at the signal from below 

the diver Would be brought to the top 
with blood streaming from ears and 
mouth and nose, caused by the tre- 
mendous pressure of the water. 

The courage of one diver failed on 
account of the dead bodies aboard the 
ship, for as he pushed his way into 
t lie saloon and flashed his electric 
lamp into the submarine darkness, he 
declared, the bodies of women with 
streaming hair floated around and 
overhead and glassy-eyed men reeled 
through tlie waters, undisturbed, until 
now, since the ship went down. Every 
trip of the kind was dangerous, for if 
the air pipe became tangled, the sup- 
ply might be shut off and the diver 
would suffocate before being hauled to 
Hie surface, as this process has to be 
done slowly owing to the change in 
pressure. Hut at length tin- treasure 
was reached by an intrepid diver, who 
worked his way into the bullion room, 
tied ropes to the chests, and they were 
hoisted to the ship above. 
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That "the world is turning its back 
on God" was the rather startling dec- 
laration made by General Booth to 
New York reporters, says the Toronto 
Mail and Empire. lie believes men 
are more lax, both as regards cere- 
monial religion ami in their efforts to 
escape the wrath to come, than they 
were live years ago. Christianity is 
growing weaker and dividing tho sin- 
ners by sex, the men are, us they have 
always been, worse than the women. 
Where lies the blame'.' Not with the 
bad people, says the General, "but 
with us; we are not doing what we 
should." 

A Call to Work 

The summary of a long Interview 
may read like the views of a profound 
pessimist; but General Booth is one 
of tile greatest, optimists. ile be- 
lieves the world is growing worse; 
but so much the greater the need for 
work in soul-saving, and in this work 
he finds his keenest delight, ills most 
abiding Joy. J lis is the pessimism of 
an assignee who sees business fall- 
ing on all hands. The crash means 
work for him. General Booth's time 
is not wasted in Idle regret for a 
wicked world; he Is merely stimulated 
and strengthened for the lifelong con- 
lllct; and while he sees wickedness 
Increasing, he sees more clearly than 
ever in his mind's eye the dawn of 
a sinless day. He tells how to hast- 
en its coming; and seems to believe 
that the darkest hour comes Just be- 
fore the dawn. 

Gambling and Drink 

Perhaps no living man is in a posi- 
tion to know so much about the moral 
condition of the world as the head of 
tho Salvation Army; and when ho 
descends -from the general to the 
specific, and declares that gambling 
is the most dangerous of present-day 
evils, it behooves us to listen. If 
gambling and drink were suppressed, 
he says, the great victory over men's 
souls would bo won. In England the 
gambling passion Is something ap- 
palling. Ni excuse is too trivial for 
its exercise, and, ho thinks that while 
the passion for getting something for 
nothing may have more dreadful re- 
sults at home, It is growing balefully 
all over the world. As for drink, tho 
forces of temperance are able to show 
steady gains, and the traffic is pro- 
ductive of less harm than before, al- 
though in Japan he finds u sad ex- 
ception to the rule, for the little 
brown brothers are taking to the pale 
faces' lire water as easily as they took 
to his clothes. 

Circumstances to Blame 

The theory to which General Booth 
clings more strongly than to any 
other, the theory that Is the basis of 
the great work uf the Salvation Army, 
is that circumstances mako'sin. Men 
are chielly what circumstances make 
them. "I have often thought," he says, 
"that a prisoner iii the dock might 
say to the magistrate, 'Your Honor, I 
had 1 been born and reared as you 
wore, and had you been brought Into 
the world timid tho scenes that greet- 
ed my baby eyes, and been surround- ] 
ed by the influences - which I have 
met, it is quite possible that I might 
now be where you are upon that 
bench, and you would be here in this 
dock, awaiting the sentence my lips 
would utter." 

The Sinless Day 

He paints a delightful picture of 
the day when the great judicial sys- 
tem — polic?, judges, jailers — will not 
exist for the punishment of crime, 
but for the reform of the prisoner. 
In that day, when an evil character, 
falls into the hands of the police, tho 
officer will say, "Now, come along, 
old fellow; we'll give you a hand up, 
and help you to get out of this rut!" 
And the friends of the man will cry, 
as lie is led off, "Thank God! he's 
fallen into the hands of tho police at 
lust, and they'll make a better man 
of him." The judge will consult with 
the prisoner with the view of doing 
the best thing possible for him, and 
the jailer will told him in his arms 
and say, ".My boy, I'm awfully sorry 
to see what you've been doing, but 
just come in with us, and we'll lix 
things ii]), so that when you go out 
you'll be proud of. yourself, and be 
able to hold up your head like an 
honest man." 

Selfishness the Basic Curse 

Certainly no one can doubt that this 
plan would be better than the exist- 
ing method of clubbing the man, 
growling out his sentence without a 
word of sympathy, and then giving 
him a striped suit, a number and a 
cell no bigger, "no more homelike 
than tin animal's .stall." At least that 
is the General's opinion, and he also 
remarks that the helping hand does 
more in a second that the senium can 
do in a day. People laughed, be said, 
at the little notices stuck up in the 
Army headquarters reading "Don't 
commit suicide until you speak to the 
captain." Events have proved that the 
anti-suicide bureau lias saved scores, 
even hundreds of lives. It Is the 
helping hand that will regenerate the 
world; so that underneath all we find 
that selfishness is the great and suf- 
ficient' cause of the world's condition. 
The curi' is the practice of unselfish- 
ness, even If at first It is a mere prac- 
tice, with no heart behind it. Like 
any other habit, it will strengthen 
with use, and become In time the re- 
generator of tho world.

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UNCERTAINTY AS TO 
NEW FREIGHT RATES 



Reported Railway Commission 
Has Blocked Reductions- 
No Word Received 



Under the impression that the new 
western freight tariff of the C. P. R, 
for which the coast merchants have 
been lighting for years, would go into 
effect tomorrow, local shippers have 
been making all preparations to ship 
goods to inland points under the more 
favorable terms. 

Yesterday morning, ho>vever, the 
secretary of the local hoard of trade 
received a message from the Van- 
couver board that the railway com- 
mission, on a protest from the Win- 
nipeg board of trade, had requested 
the C. P. R. not to put the new tariff 
into operation. The information from 
Vancouver had come most unexpected- 
ly, and was in the nature of a bolt 
from tile blue. No notice, has yet been 
received from the railway commission 
by the local board as to the suspen- 
sion of the new rates and the members 
of the board are at a loss to under- 
stand the sudden change in the sit- 
uation. 

On receipt of the message from A'an- 
couver an emergency meeting of the 
Victoria board of trade, as many as 
could be got together on short notice, 
was held yesterday morning. A 
prompt protest was made to the rail- 
way commission the following message 
having yesterday been wired to Hon. 
A. C. Klllam, chairman of the commis- 
sion, by P. A. Pauline, president of 
the local board: 

"Victoria board of trade learns with 
astonishment of the proposal to delay 
operation of the new special western 
tariff. We strongly protest against 
Winnipeg interference witli British 
Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan 
affairs, and request that the new tariff 
be permitted to go into effect on 
-Monday, the L'utli, as arranged." 

The fight for better rates on the port 
of the shippers of Vancouver and 
Victoria has been continued over sev- 
eral years. Hitherto Winnipeg has 
obtained an immense advantage over 
the coast cities in the matter of rates 
to the western section of this pro- 
vince and to Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. Finally after long agitation 
the C.P.R. introduced a new schedule 
of rates which was much more advan- 
tageous to the coast • cities and put 
Victoria and Vancouver on a much 
more cental ground to compete with 
Winnipeg for the trade of the farther 
west than was the case before. This 
new schedule was to go into force on 
Monday and bejrond the communica- 
tion from the Vancouver board of 
trade local merchants and shippers 
have no notification that it will not 
be operative tomorrow. Preparations 



have been made by local shippers to 
ship under the new schedule. 

George Courteney, district traffic 
manager of the C.P.rt., stated last 
night that lie had not received any In- 
structions to suspend. the operation of 
the new rates and so fur as he was 
concerned shipments would go for- 
ward under them. The local board, 
however, is taking no chances and a 
reply to yesterday's message Is ex- 
pected today from the chairman of the 
railway commission. 

Pi A. Pauline stated last night that 
under the new schedule of rates Vic- 
toria has been placed practically upon 
a common ground liv'ith Winnipeg, 
which city has heretofore been greatly 
favored In the matter of rates to Brit- 
ish Columbia points as well as in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. The Win- 
nipeg wholesaler had it practically all 
Ills own way in a section which by 
right belonged to the coast wholesale 
merchants and manufacturers, and 
which tliey were quite capable of sup- 
plying. A great part of this trade 
would now come to local wholesalers 
should the new tariff bo put In force. 

Particularly would this be the case 
regarding Oils, paints, ironware, gro- 
ceries, soap and a large number of 
other articles. 

At a recent meeting of the Winnipeg 
branch of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers' association, called to consider the 
new C.P.R. tariff, a resolution, follow- 
ing similar action of the board of trade 
of that city, was passed as below, 
and forwarded to the railway com- 
mission: 

"The Manitoba branch of the Cana- 
dian .Manufacturers' association em- 
phatically protest against the new 
schedule of freight rales out. of Win- 
nipeg just published and respectfully 
request that the board of railway com- 
mission withhold Its sanction to its 
adoption until such time as the sche- 
dule can be studied." 



Share in Rich Estate 

Xapink.'i, Man., Nov. -3. — Noah 
Crowel and .Mrs. H. Crowel have re- 
ceived word of the division of the es- 
tate, of Aaron Springer, Wilmington, 
Del. The estate 13 valued at ninety 
millions, and it Is estimated the share 
of the claimants here will be about 
live hundred thousand each. The es- 
tate was willed to toe Anglican church 
for 99 years and now reverts to the 
heirs.

LEO AT VLADIVOSTOK 



Boarded Torpedo Boat and In- 
cited the Crew to 
Mutiny 



The steamer Kumerlc, which reach- 
ed port yesterday from the Orient, 
brought advices that tho recent muti- 
nies at Vladivostok were caused by 
four girls who went on board the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer Ku- 
kurnl and instigated the bluejackets 
of the destroyer to seize the officers 
of the steamer and escape to Japan 
With the vessel. At the instance of 
the quartette of fair revolutionists the 
sailors of tile Sukurni agreed to make 
off with the vessel after arresting the 
officers, but decided to shell the city 
from the roadstead before leaving. A 
red flag was hoisted and the vessel 
opened lire on the admiralty office 
and tlie governor's residence, and 
then exchanged shots with the forts, 
as well as three destroyers anil the 
cruiser Mandjur, which had recently 
returned from a cruise about the Cop- 
per islands and Kamchatka, protect- 
ing the rookeries and fishing grounds. 

Tho practice from the forts wa3 
good, and one shot struck the engine 
room of the destroyer, which was 
then run ashore to prevent sinking. 
The four girls who instigated the mu- 
tiny, were all killed, as well as a 
number of the bluejackets, the re- 
mainder being arrested. An officer 
holding the rank of commander, who 
was in charge of one of the torpedo 
boats fired upon by the .Sukurni, was 
killed and a lieutenant and sub- 
lieutenant were injured. The captain 
of the Sukurni was badly wounded, 
but escaped from the hands of the 
mutineers. At the same time as the 
destroyer was captured the troops 
stationed on Rusha island mutinied 
and, attacked the forts, and forty 
were killed and sixty Injured in the 
lighting which followed. The garrison 
finally succeeded in repulsing the mu- 
tineers, whose survivors were made 
prisoners when reinforcements were 
debarked on the island from Vladivos- 
tok. 

The mutiny was followed by a must 
active campaign on the part of the 
authorities against the revolutionaries 
and consternation prevailed. The 
British steamer Mary, which left 
Vladivostok October :ll for Nagasaki, 
was thronged with refugees. Martial 
law was proclaimed, applicable to 
Vladivostok ami a radius of twenty 
square miles around tho port. The 
commandants of the fortress was 
vested witli full power for the de- 
fence of the fortifications, and witli 
administrative authority, the troops 
being prohibited from entering grog- 
shops, etc. All the shops in the city 
were closed. Many executions took 
place Immediately following a drum- 
head courtrnartlal, and stories wore 
current of detachments of mutineers 
being shot In tiles before open graves. 

Two of the women who wenl on 
board the destroyer were staled to 
have been wives of officers of the 
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fortress. The Vladivostok corres- 
pondent of the Osaka Asahl says the 
revolutionists, who are hold under 
strict, supervision, were using their 
wives to spread the revolutionary 
propaganda among the men of the 
army and navy. Precautions of the 
strictest nature are being maintained 
to iirevent the importation of revolu- 
tionary documents and books, but 
the headquarters of the revolutionists 
in Switzerland sends large amounts of 
literature to Manchuria and Korean 
ports by steamers, whence agents 
smuggle' it to Vladivostok by sea and 
land. Over 30,000 political pamphlets 
smuggled ill this manner have been 
circulated among the soldiers 
sailors. The revolutionists wen 
organized, and It is stated that 
slderablti damage would have 

done at Vladivostok had the 
break riol been hastened by the. 
tiny of the destroyer instigati 
the four young women.

Another correspondent at Vladivos- 
tok sends the following to a Japanese 
newspaper: "Strict vigilance is be- 
ing exercised at Irkutscli, where 00,000 
troops are being employed to maintain 
order. The newspapers are actively 
carrying on a revolutionary propa- 
ganda In various places In Siberia. 
When suppressed they appear under 
new names in new localities. A num- 
ber of persons have been sentenced to 
terms of Imprisonment ranging Ir an 
two to six months on suspicion of 
having taken part In the revolution- 
ary movement. The money market In 
various parts of Siberia Is becoming 
tight, and the accountant department* 
of the Siberian army corps are un- 
able to pay for military necessaries." 

Nothing serious took place follow- 
ing the suppression of the revolution 
at Vladivostok to November ti, the day 
previous to tho sailing of the Ku- 
meric, but an incipient outbreak oc- 
curred in the garrison at Nlcolalefsk 
at the mouth of the Amur.

, it la at least worth noting that of 
living- Shakesperian critics two who by 
universal consent of scholars are in the 
very front rank are Irishmen — Profesr 
Kor Dowden arid Judge Madden. Both 
are Trinity College men, and on the 
strength of their names alone — for 
Erofesaor Dowden occuplos the chair of 
English literature and Judge Madden 
1$ vice-chancellor of the . University — 
the University of Dublin may claim for 
itself In regard to English literature 
t|io reputation which it unquestionably 
possesses in the ancient classics and 
Jiv mathematics. Professor Dowden's 
"'Shakespeare: his .Mind and Art" took 
its place long age as one of the best 

books on Shakespeare In the language, 
and, If Judge Maddon's "Diary of Mas- 
tor William Silence" (of which Messrs. 
Longmans, Grepn & Co., have just is- 
sued a new edition at the price of Ss 
(id net) Is not quite so well known, the 
reason is not that it In any wise comes 
short of Professor Dowden's hook in 
respect of knowledge of the subject 
and of literary Insight and suggostivc- 
ness, but simply because in order to 
Ms full appreciation it is necessary to 
have a mere serious interest in the 
sftudy of Shakespeare than even Pro- 
fessor Dowden's hook demands. 'This 
iloes hot at all mean that "Master Wil- 
liam Silences? la whal is called a dry 
bpok. On the contrary, it is a most 
fascinating presentment of Elizabethan 
England; hut ai the same time it is 
one that is founded on the most exact 
Study of Shakespeare's text. Judge 
Madden in a valuable preface to this 
new edition explains the purpose of ins 
Work. The quest that has laid hold of 
him Is that to which every lover of 
.Shakespeare succumbs— thai of the 
personality which is behind the plays — 

tiinrt the special qualification which he 
brings to tlie task is an intimate know- 
ledge of old English field sports. By 
fine help of that knowledge he endeav- 
ors to reconstruct the rural England 
of Shakespeare's time and to present 
us with portraits as complete as a 
strict regard for the Inherently prob- 
able will allow of Shakespeare in his 
youth and early manhood. The result 
of his researches he lias cast into the 
form of "The Diary of Master William 
Silence," which gives an account of 
ci hunting expedition in Gloucestershire 
on the lands of Justice Shallow, in 
which Shallow, Abraham Slender, Jus- 
tice Silence, and other personages with 
whom v. e are familiar in Shakes-: 
pearo's plays take part, together with 
ajl unknown stranger from Warwick- 
shire, who is none other than Shakes- 
peare himself. The. imaginative frame- 
work of the study |s skillfully and ar- 
tistically. wrought, and may well entice 
to the reading of the hook many to 
whom a set treatise on Shakespeare's 
knowledge of field sports and the use 
he has made of that knowledge in his 
plays would make no appeal. 

In his preface Judge Madden ex- 
plains incidentally the relation of his 
own work to Professor Dowden's book 
ami others ot like object : 

"it was finely said by 1 lajlam that if 
there was a Shakespeare of earth there 
was also one of heaven, and it is of 

\»m tjhat we desire to know something. 
This desire can never he fully realized, 
Notwithstanding all our efforts, for this 
is the Shakespeare of whom it was 
written "Others abide our question, 
thou art free." But the nearest ap- 
proach to this unattainable knowledge 
lies in the study of the personality of 
the man who was of tills earth, and 

(the neglect of this study has led'to the 

'wildest heresies a.s to the personality 
of the Shakespeare whom we seek to 
know. I have suggested in these pages 
that Shakespeare's thought's and re- 
collections of the sports and pastimes 
of country life told' in his own words 
may be regarded us in some sense a 
fragment of an autobiography, relating 
indeed to outward matters only, but to 
facts which often occ^ried to his •-<•- 
collection, and which seriously affected 
the cour.-e of his life. [f chapters of 
deeper Interest art" to be added Jo the 
autobiography of this man, this can 
.ml;, bo done by an interrogation of 
his work's in lie- order in which they 
Mere written. Such chapters conver- 
sant with tbe growth and development 
of his mighty intellect will he found 
in Professor .Dowden's "Shakespeare: 
a 1 'lines! Siiidy of Mis Mind and Art." 

.itldge Maddon's methods are those of 
tiie higher 1 ritlei.sm; hut there are 
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Hut there are many who nover reach 
or even get near that climax of ab- 
surdity' who have arrive,! a | conclu- 
sions about Shakespeare, which may 
bo more plausible than the Baconian 
heresy, but have not one whil morn of 
real evidence | n their support, II is 
strange th,,t men of approved literary 
knowledge and taste should so often 
fall, into the error of drawing conclu- 
sions about Shakespeare the man from 
tin.' sentiments which lie has put into 
thi' characters of his plays. Neverthe- 
less almost everything that has been 
written — and a great deal lias been 
vJritten — about Shakespeare's religion 
is founded upon this fallacious method. 
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plst, howsome'er their hearts aro se-, 
vered in religion their heads are both' 
one; they may Jottl horns together, 
like any deer i' the herd." 

In the critical appendix to the book 
Judge Madden makes the following ob- 
servation in reference to expert evi- 
dence, which, as coining from a judge 
of long and wide experience, has its 
own significance: 

"Expert evidence is generally worth- 
loss, not because the witness forswears 
himself, but because the particular 
matter "which he proves— his individual 
opinion — Is commonly of little value. 
It Is valueless because it affords an 
unsafe foundation for action, and its 
insecurity arises from the fact that 
an equally positive opinion on the 
other side Is generally obtainable in 
regard to any really doubtful matter; 
that Is to say, precisely where trust- 
worthy guidance is, needed." 

Then he goes on to say: "It seems 
to me that the worthlessness of opinion 
as compared with testimony is being 
slowly but surely discovered by the 
critics." That saying indicates the 
distinction of his own work as a 
Shakespearean critic, which is that he 
always proceeds on a careful induction 
of facts". What ho has set out to do 
is to' bring to bear upon the work and 
the personality of Shakespeare, the 
light which is shod upon them by a 
knowledge of old English sport , — of 
hunting, of falconry, of the customs 
that obtained in Elizabethan times In 
reference to horses and hounds and of 
outdoor life generally. His work has 
its vindication in its contributions to 
textual criticism alone. Many books

SLEEP IN THE DESERT 

Impossibility of Koeping Awake in 
Riding Across Gobi 

Hitherto I have thought that travel- 
ing by carts over stony roads and 
Staying in Chinese inns at night was 
the' hardest thing a foreigner traveling 
in China was called upon to endure, 
but since I have traveled with a cara- 
van of camels I have changed my opin- 
ion. The monotony of the desert by 
dav and the bed of camels' saddle at 
night, the evil smell of camels and the 
slowness of their drivers a id the- acrid 
choking of the little lire on which one s 
lood is cooked-^-none of these tilings 
tire so trying to the foreigner as the 
sleepiness which attacks one in this 
high region. This to me was a real 
torture. Traveling the cold night with 
no other comnpny than dull Chinese, 
who seem to sleep while walking along- 
side the camels or while sitting on 
their backs, and being weighed down 
by heavy sleepiness, is the worst thing 
[ have endured. 

You sit on your horse, and, in spite 
of qvery effort, fall asleep. Presently 
you wake up- and Unci yourself on the 
ground with your horses standing be- 
wildered at your side, wondering whe- 
ther you are alive, or dead. Then you 
try to keep yourself awake by walking 
and talking a bit to the camel drivers, 
but you soon find out that they. aro just 
as sleepy as yourself. A ' few words 
are exchanged, and then you tire to 
tired to open your mouth 
even to think of anything but sleep. 
Oh, for just a few minutes there at the 
roadside, in the soft sand! But no, you 
must go on and tight against this de- 
sire. It is too dangerous to sleep by 
the roadside on the ground. The cara- 
van cannot wait, and your servant 
would not watch over you; he would 
soon fall asleep like yourself. The 
wolves would then have an easy time. I

who was present at one of the early 
demonstrations. Today the utility 
which an nihil kites space and time is 
making Its way into the most distant 
parts of the earth, it has almost ev- 
erywhere beaten out the telegraph in 
popular favor an I in many countries 
its records are rapidly overhauling 
those of the post office. 

All the while the telephone re- 
mains a peculiarly new world utility, 
one in which people of this continent 
take special pride because it was in- 
vented on this side. A careful esti- 
mate of the world's telephones at the 
beginning of the present year indi- 
cated that at tliat time they number- 
ed altogether about 7,200,000. This 
figure concerns, of course, what the 
engineers call stations; that is com- 
binations of transmitter and receiver, 
from which one may tall; anil from 
which one may receive a message — 
the telephone as meant in common 
parlance. Of these "subscribers' sta- 
tions" approximately 5,000,000 were 
found in the United States on Janu- 
ary 1, 1907, 3, 000,000 of them belong- 
ing to the Bell system and 2,000,000 
representing the aggregate strength 
of a very large 11 umber of independent 
companies. Two million more tele- 
phones were in Europe and about 
200,000 elsewhere. 

There have been many drawbacks 
to the general adoption of the tele- 
phone in years past among foreign 
peoples. Europeans particularly 
by nature more conservative' 



total of 170.SS5.714 telephone con 
versatlona in 190L' grew to about 23(i,- 
000,000 in 1905. Switzerland is a well 
governed country, alert to adopt mo- 
dem methods, and it has a good tele- 
phono system; at least ts judged by 
European standards. This in 1901 
handled 2l,!i3r.,222, In 1905, 36,803*416. 

These totals appear small when 
compared with the enormous figures 
of Beli telephone messages in the 
United States— in 1903 there w^re 
more than 3.000.000,000 of these and 
m 190U nearly 5,500,000,000— but they 
Indicate what a world wide move- 
ment for interconnected telephone 
service there is. .Most countries are 
awakening 10 their pasi deficiencies 
and are seeking to install the most 
up-to-date apparatus. 

New Zealand is a country which is 
supposed to be very self-sufficient 
and self-satisfied. It has thus far 
not been very weli developed telo- 
phonlcally; but American appliances 
have been introduced and the popu- 
larlty of telephone service, particu- 
larly in the four leading centres of 
population, is steadily increasing, as 
is shown by the fact that the num- 
ber of subscribers in New Zealand 
grew from 11,2110 in 1902 to 15,333 in 
1900.

NEW STEAMER PROPULSION? 

Turner Claims 60 Miles an Hour for 
Invention Which He Is 
Perfecting 
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New York, Oct. 21. — After ten years 
of experiment, Joseph Turner, a man- 
ufacturer of theatrical properties in 
this city, has perfected a model of a 
boat, with what he calls a vertebrate 
propeller, and some engineers in the 
United States navy say that it Is a 
success, and that when applied, to 
torpedo boats and larger vessels the 
device bids fair to revolutionize the 
methods of marine propulsion. Briefly, 
Mr. Turner's invention — which is 
broadly covered by patents, both here 
and .abroad— consists of a sinuous line 
of hinged plates between two station- 
ary keels, the sinuous motion which 
drives the both being Imparted to the 
plates by pistons operated by chain 
gear on a crankshaft through stuf- 
fing boxes placed at close intervals 
through tthe bottom of the boat's cen- 
tre. Each crank arm operates piston 
driving rods, set forty-live degrees af- 
ter one another.

The Paris correspondent of the Bon- 
don Times, writing under date of Oct. 
Hth, says: 

The current number of the Energie 
Francaise publishes an article by the 
edtior, M. Cheradame, giving tlie im- 
pressions lie has brought back from 
a recent visit to England. Among 
other things ho points to the unlimit- 
ed confidence which the average Eng- 
lishman litis in England's naval su- 
periority over Germany, and inquires 
whether he is not mistaken In affirm- 
ing that the Germans have as yet tin- V 
derstood nothing of "tlie great lesson 
of the. sea." He found the English 
much less optimistic as regards the , 
Army, which, though in a better con- 
dition than it formerly' was, is abso- 
lutely Insufficient to defend the coun- 
try against a German invader who had 
effected a landing. The Englishman 
is convinced that ho will pull through 
at the last moment, it is undeniable 
that the spirit of opportunism, ac- 
companied by British tenacity, has 
contributed for centuries past to make 
tlie fortune of Great Britain. But, in- 
quires Mr. Cheradame, in our times, 
in presence of the scientific, elements 
of modern war, witli an adversary as 
methodical as Germany, is it not dan- 
gerous to count to tlie same extent as 
in the past upon improvised solutions? 

This intelligent observer makes a 
similar remark concerning the com- 
mercial" superiority of England to that, 
made by one of his compatriots some 
time ago in Tlie Times In an article 
entitled "An Anglo-French Economic 
Entente." He says that tho English, 
whose conservative turn of mind is 
well known, want to keep up ancient 
customs which are only workable 
through the vitality of those who em- 
ploy them. He mentions, as an in- 
stance, that there are English firms 
which do not allow their customers to 
draw upon them and yet which draw 
upon their own debtors. That, how- 
ever, does not prevent the activity of 
British trade from remaining intense. 
M. Cheradame appears to have been 
.struck by the small number of mem- 
bers of the House of Commons who 
tukc an interest in foreign affairs, be- 
ing absorbed by domestic politics. They 
trust to their own diplomacy In mat- 
ters of foreign policy, and, Rbovo all, 
to their own philosophical preferences, 
fold proofs of mastership he has given, 
evidently deserves the most complete 
confidence. 

M. Cheradame tells his fellow-coun- 
trymen that England, like Franco, has 
of late been affected by the nefarious 
action of ideas that dissolve the 
strength of nations. There are, he 
says, rabid pacifists in England who 
join In chorus with the international 
Socialists and who frequently do not 
hestate to sacrifice British interests 
to their own philosophical preferences. 
"Just as In the Chamber we have de- 
puties like M. Jaures, who do every- 
thing they can to prevent a . French 
solution from being found for tho 
Moroccan problem, so there are in the 
House of Commons members who are 
glad to acceptX oven without controll- 
ing tliem', the Hindu •claims and to give 
them considerable publicity, which, 
when re-echoed, Contributes to in- 
crease in India an agitation danger- 
ous for British interests. Mr. Keir 
Hardle is among them, and Is now en- 
gaged on a journey which is equivalent 
to' one that might be undertaken by 
M. Jaurea if he went to preach insur- 
rection among the Arabs In Algeria." 

His recent trip to England confirm- 
ed M. Cheradame In the opinion that 
perhaps for the first time in history 
England and France have the same, 
foreign Interests, the same general 
economic Interests, and the same en- 
emies, and they are called upon to 
oppose the same disintegrating ideas. 
According to him, that provides tho 
solid basis of tlie entente, which will 
give results proportionate to the inter- 
ests it protects and the strength of 
the military forces of which it dis- 
poses.

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Forgotten History 

Both before and after tlie Crimean 
war Queen Victoria showed her liking 
for France, and the hour was to come 
when she would prove her sympathy 
for the French people by an unforgot- 
ablc service. In lSTa the military 
party in Prussia, of which Von Moltke 
was the head, dismayed by tlie buoy- 
ancy with which franco recovered 
from the disasters of 1S70-71, and con- 
vinced thai by tho Peace of Frank- 
furt they laid only scotched the snake, 
not killed it, seemed on the point of 
displacing Bismarck in tlie confidence 
of his master and of persuading the 
old Emperor William to countenance 
a second invasion of France. Had 
■audi a crime been perpetrated when 
the reorganization of the French mili- 
tary system was but begun the vic- 
tim' would have been fatally disem- 
bored ami despoiled. That France 
still retains an honored place in tho 
circle of great powers is. due largely, 
if not mainly, to the fact that while 
Emperor William was wavering ho re- 
ceived from Queen Victoria — whose 
daughter, it will be remembered, was 
married m Ills son the Crown Frince 
Frederick— a letter In which she ad- 
lured him ma to consign his name to 
infamy as the dealer of a death blow 
to a country which had done so much 
for civilization. That memorable let- 
ter exists, but it does not figure In the 
collection just published. — N, Y. Sun.

India's Political Unrest 

The world's politicnx centre of grav- 
ity is changing. If one were asked 
to name the four or five most signifi- 
cant events that have happened dur- 
ing the twelve months he should in- 
clude among them those three: The 
adoption of constitutional form of 
government by Persia, the Insistence 
by the last se33lon of the Indian na- 
tional congress upon tho rights of tho 
Indian people as British subjects to 
govern themselves, and the decree is- 
sued by the Emperor of China calling 
upon the Chinese to prepare oO that 
within ten years that empire would 
be ready to adopt a constitutional 
form of government. 

India is well within tho circle of this 
world movement. There are many 
thinga to indicate that tho people of 
India are slowly finding themselves, 
are coming to their own. Everywhere 
there is ferment and a murmur of dis- 
content. 'The cry 'Kande mataram!' 
(Hail to the mother country!) la 
heard throughout the land, and 
'swaraj' (home rule) and 'swadeshl' 
(home country) have become words of 
magic to conjure with. What does it 
all mean Briefly and fundamentally! 
It means this: A now nation is about 
to be born. 

There are three dominant notes in. 
the murmur of discontent, one politi- 
cal, another industrial, and the third 
religious and social. During Christ- 
mas week of 1906 Dadabhai Naorojl, a 
Parsee gentleman of Bombay for 30111c, 
years past resident in England, and 
formerly a member of the British par-,)] 
llamerit, in 'tlie course of his presiden- 
tial address at the opening of the "2nd 
session of tlie Indian national con-]* 
gress, insisted on the right of tlie 
Indian people as British subjects to ■ 
govern themselves, and asked that, 
this right be realized. There worn ' 
nearly 10,000 delegates and visitors 
present, and the address was received 
with a tumult of applause. The mom- ', 
bers of the congress belong for the 
most part to the 'Moderate' party. ' 
They maintain an attitude of confi- 
dence coward the British government 
and believe that In the end they will 
gain what Lhey ask by persistent agi- 
tatiori. They do not on any account . 
wish the guiding hand of the Britisli 
Raj to be withdrawn, for they know , 
full well that the people of India are,, 
not yet ready to take the government | 
Into their own hands. There Is, on 
the other hand, an 'Extreme' party, : 
led by v-mcli men as Bal Ghanghadar 
Tllak, of Poona; Plpin Cliandar Pal, 
of Calcutta, and Bala Bajpat Bai, of 
Lahore, who openly assert that it is 
useless for what they want, that to do 1 
so is to play the part of beggars, and 
that tho thing to do I.? to cake by force 
what they cannot get otherwise.

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NUMBERS OF JAPANESE 
ARRIVING AT VICTORIA 

Investigation Yesterday— High 
Handed Action of U, S, 
- Officials 



Some Interesting •flgurfes anent the 
number 6f Japanese who have arrived 
in Victoria since tlie first of the year 
wore afforded by Dr. Milne yesterday 
at the Investigation Instituted by W. 
L, Mackenzie King Into (lie movement 
of the Orientals Into tins country, at 
the morning sitting held at the city 
hall. 

Dr. Milne's figures showed that from 
January 1 to October 27, 3,351 Japa- 
nese had landed at Victoria from 
Japan with tickets to Canada. 1,012 
with ticket's to th'e United States and 
1178 had come from Honolulu to this 
city, it transpired, though it was not 
fully explained till the afternoon ses- 
sion, that while the totals of these fig- 
ures are correct, still they do not ac- 
curately state the real destination of 
tile Japanese, a very considerable 
number being credited to Canada who 
were really going, and have gone, to 
tlie United States. Formerly It was 
the custom to take the destination of 
the Immigrants frgni (ho .ships' mani- 
fest, but since tli • situation lias be- 
come more acute and more careful in- 
vestigation has seemed necessary, the 
passports are taken as the evidence of 
destination. This has been done, from 
July 24, and it has been found that a 
great many Japanese with passports 
for the United States only took tickets 
as far as Victoria or Vancouver, so 
the ships' manifests would swell the 
number of Canadian Immigrants at 
the expense of the American. The' 
totals, however, are correct and do 
not include those who have been de- 
pone,!. 

Since July, when the arrivals have 
been segregated according to their 
passports, the figures are: 

For July — Canadian passports, 1.49; 
American passports, 126: passports 
for both Canada and America, 7. 

For August — Canadian passports, 
_:il: American, 153; passports tor both 
Canada and America, i. 

Kor September — Canadian pass-, 
ports, G51; American, 332; passports 
for both Canada and America, 11. 

[for October — Canadian passports, 
233: American, 17U; both Canadian 
and American passports, 4: Japanese 
from Mexico and Hawaii, 55. 

Arlotter was read from F. 11. Eaton 
stating that there were 53 orientals 
in the schools of Victoria, of whom 
only throe were Japanese. 

Dr. Milne was, not able to speak o£ 
his oWn knowledge as to how the ori- 
entals were induced to come to the 
country, but, explaining the passport 
'system, he said that those wlio were 
medically or otherwise unfit were de- 
ported. Similarly those bound to the 
United States were examined hero 
and 'ho-c who were refused were 



turned over to him for deportation at 
tho expense of tlie ship that brought 
them, Sometimes, if only very slight- 
ly affected, lie would give them treat- 
ment; with the result that they would 
be pus-sod by tlie United States in- 
spectors. He bar no reason to believe 
that any fraudulent passports were 
issued. He stated that $3,578.15 had 
been levied in hues on ships who had 
permitted Japanese to land surrepti- 
tiously; One ship alone had been 
mulcted $2,328.15, tlie result being that 
the vessels took every care that tlie 
men should not escape. 

D. E, Brown Testifies. 

D. 13. Brown, general superintendent 
of the Transpacific service of the C. 
P. R., said that lie thought that the 
fact Hint the Sikh soldiers wild at- 
tended the Diamond Jubilee were 
brought back via Canada started the 
movement of Hindus to tills country. 
At first only a few came, but they 
sent back glowing reports, with the 
result that they began to come In 
numbers. He did not think there were 
any Immigration companies outside of 
Japan, He knew there were none in 
China, and did not think there were 
any In India. In the last-named 
country his company's agents were 
Cook & Sons, a very large and reli- 
able firm. They got a commission of 
from 1 to 5 per cent, on the sale of 
tickets. His company had never ad- 
vertised Canada in the Orient as a de- 
sirable place for laborers; in fact, 
they had instructed their Indian 
agents not to do anything to induce 
the Hindus to come over here, but 
several times more had presented 
themselves at Hong Kong than their 
boats could accommodate. 

He described t,he elaborate precau- 
tions taken with steerage passengers 
in Kongkong by the C. P. R., and it. 
appears thai the unfortunate Immi 
grants, besides being systematically 
fumigated, have to pass two medical 
examinations. Mr. Brown considered 
that the high rate of wages prevalent 
in Canada accounted for the increased 
Chinese and Hindu imlgratlon, and said' 
that on their Asiatic ships they had 
Chinese stokers and saloon servants, 
hut that otherwise the crews were 
white. They did not employ any Las- 
cars. 

Go To Outor Wharf 

The enquiry was then adjourned to 

the outer wharf where Mr. King and 
the members of his party assembled 
I at 2 o'clock. Before going aboard they 
examined Klntarb Harada of 1017 Store 
street, who was supposed fo be in tlie 
I employment business. Although speak- 
I ing and understanding good English, 
he insisted on taking refuge behind 
an interpreter till Mr. King took him 
In hand himself. Finally it was elicit- 
ed that he sub-let half his store to a 
man named Kasliiwngf, wiio was an 
employment agent who had relations 
with the General Contracting company 
of Westminster avenue, Vancouver. 
He 1 professed not to know any of the 
details of the business, or whether 
Kashhvagl was connected with any of 
the Japanese immigration companies. 
This examination was held In the office 
on Hie wharf, it evidently being a habit 
of Mr. King's to bold his Inquiry wher- 
ever ho may happen to be, where there.

but no traces were found of any con- 
tract labor being on board..

It was hardly expected as tho commis- 
sioner had received Information in 
Vancouver leading him to believe ' that 
tlie immigration companies were cabled 
about a month ago telling then) to hold 
the!..* hands for awhile. 

Unexpected Incident 
An unexpected incident was tlie ac- 
tion of J. Burford, Inspector in charge 
of tho United States immigration oftlce 
here, complaining that Japanese des- 
tined for the United States landed here 
to take avdantuge of the alleged leni- 
ency of tlie Canadian immigration laws, 
and 'he exhibited what .was supposed 
to be an order for pass from hero to 
the States taken from one of the Jap- 
anese. The custom has been for Jap- 
anese coming to the States via Victoria 
to be examined hero by tho United 
States officials, if they are rejected 
they are turned over to Dr. Milne, who 
deports them unless they are merely 
suffering from some trilling and read- 
ily curable ailment. In that case bo 
gives them treatment and they present 
themselves again to the United States 
officials and then are passed in. Jt 
was difficult to see what real cause 
for complaint there wns, though Mr. 
Burford did not seem to like the Idea 
of tin- immigrants getting treatment, 
it being tlie American custom to de- 
port tlie men forthwith if an excuse 
to do so can possibly lie found.

The rules observed by the local Do- 
minion officials arc merely those In 
force In Eastern Canada, an I tie- Jap- 
anese are given t ho sumo opportunity 
to recover from a slight ailment that 
may operate as a temporary bar to 
entry as is afforded European immi- 
grants at Quebec destined for the 
States via tlie C. P. R. The Kumeric 
is going to Seattle any way, but all 
steamers are not, and even in this case 
a hardship is worked both on the ship 
and tlie passengers by enforcing this 
new rule without notice having been 
given.

Tlie rule means, too, that 
immigrants bound fur the States can- 
not take a British ship at all nrilesi' 
that ship is going to an American 
port. 

When tho real meaning of this ar- 
bitrary act was understood, consider- 
able Indignation was expressed tit the 
Idea that tho United States immigra- 
tion service which Is only allowed by 
courtesy to maintain offices on British 
soil, should use those offices to tlie 
detriment of British shipping; It is I 
altogether likely that the matter will J 
be referred to Ottawa ami that the 
matter will be taken up' there.

Wall Street Sees Sharp Ad- 
vance for First Time in

New York, Nov. -i— The stock 
market had quite a buoyant recovery 
today.

In commenting on the present finan- 
cial situation Henry Clews says. 

Confidence is reviving gradually. Dis- 
trust is less acutt than at tie' tine- at' 
the runs on linancial Institutions, al- 
though the shock then administered Is 
traveling across the continent and 
starting the forces of readjustment In 
general business with unexpected sever- 
I lty. Our chief trouble lias been the de- 
moralized condition of credit. The lo- 
I cal banks are handling the crisis with 
admirable skill and spirit, but arc still 
crippled by the universal loss of con- 
Udence; and because of a temporary 
breakdown In the credit system are un- 
able to do their full share of the coun- 
try's business. It is estimated that fully 
ilC per cent of tho transactions in tins 
country are settled by check or the 
transfer and balancing of credits; yet 
hi many Instances tie- banks an- now 
obliged to refuse credit on checks for 
deposit, the result being a much heavier 
demand than usual for currency In the 
making of payments. Added to this ex- 
ceptional demand is the tendency to 
hoard cash, not only by Individuals, but 
by some of the Interior banks. Nothing 
could be more harmful at such a time 
t'laa hoarding. This tendency, it is 
true, has been somewhat counteracted 
by the premium Of 2 to ■! per cent, on 
currency, but the Injury is serious nev- 
ertheless. Tho hoarder should be re- 
garded as an enemy of society and 
shamed out of his folly. There are 
numberless Institutions, all over the 
country where tin- depositor's money is 
perfectly safe, while in stockings and 
other biding places it is very unsafe. 
Many of our State banks have enviable 
records for safety and soundness. Our 
national banks are eminently safe; so, 
too, are our savings banks and .conserv- 
atively managed trust companies. People 
must cease their silly and Injurious 
hoarding, and if disposed t<> invest, at 
this time should deposit their funds in 
banking institutions of well-established 
reputation, managed by nam of high 
character and ability and free from all 
undesirable .connection's. There are 
plenty of. such institutions, not a ft iv 
of wblelCare profiting hugely by this 
shifting of deposits from weak to strong 
concerns, but thej are not among the 
class that seek public notoriety. 

Extraordinary efforts for relief are 
being made in all directions. Many mil- 
lions of clearing bouse certificates have 
been issued in various parts of the coun- 
try, Irrespective of .New York city. We 
have already engaged about $00,000,000 
of gold — the best and most natural form 
of relief — and the {national hank circu- 
lation is being rapBly-'expandod, about 
$70,000,000 having been added in October 
alone. By such means the banks have 
been enabled to materially ease the 
strain on credit it is unfortunate that 
this stress comes during the crop mov- 
ing time, lint relief does not seem far 
distant, and tho tangle is working out 
Its own solution. The grain movement 
has been distinctly stimulated by linan- 
cial stringency. Western holders being 
compelled to sell and Kurope fortunately 
coining In as a free buyer at the emer- 
gency. Very likely this may prove to 
our loss, for the world's wheat crop Is 
decidedly short and we are losing the 
chance of selling our surplus at a better 
price later on; but tills is one of the 
penalties of past excesses. The real ben- 
efit to us conies in the freer Importa- 
tion of gold which is affording tie- best 
form of relief. Our cotton situation, 
however, is still a problem. Tho ex- 
ports of this staple have rallen off con- 
siderably, Southern holders persisting in [ 
holding the crop for better prices. Con- I 
slderlng tho certainty of lessened con- I 
sumption in both Kurope and America, I 
as well as the difficulty of carrying | 
cotton under present financial condl- | 
Hons, the outlook far that staple Is 1 
somewhat perplexing, since if we are to j 
(fO on importing gold, we may be obliged 
to export cotton in payment even at a ' 
sacrifice'. We have now taken $00,000.- I 
OOfl of foreign geld, and this appears 
sufficient for the present. Beyond dls- ! 
pute il is unwise policy for us to un- 
duly weaken the European banks, espe- 
cially when sudden relief here after- i 
wards is more apt to defer than to com- | 
plele the cure of our own troubles. In I 
the long run excessive importations will ' 
Injure the United Slates by weakening! 
corrective influences and creating a glut 
of funds next spring, that may Invite 
heavy gold exports and undue reaction. I 
The great expansion which is now be- 
ing made in our circulating medium is 
sure to result in a surplus el' Idle funds 
when the present crisis subsides. Then 
WO will feel the lack el' an elastic cur- 
rency system, wr>lch expands and con- 
tracts in accordance with demands. X,, 
civilized country in lie- world shows 
such vino nl fluctuations in interest 
rates as the United States, simply be- 
cause we have no efficient means of 
regulating the supply of currency.

British View of Attractions and Ad- 
vantages of Vancouver Island 

In his fourth article descriptive of 
"Some Aspects of Canadian Life," the 
special correspondent of the London 
Times writes as follows: To enumer- 
ate the advantages and attractions of 
Vancouver Island as expounded by Its 
Inhabitants, who are its devoted ad- 
mirers, would occupy more space titan 
the limits of an article afford. To- 
gether with a cllmato which is neither 
very hot nor very cold, the island pos- 
sesses great quantities of timber of 
the highest quality, while copper and 
copper-gold ore are distributed over a 
wide area. Coal is extensively mined, 
and iron ore and lime are yituated 
within easy, distances of deep water. 
Apples, pciirs, cherries, plums, prunes, 
strawberries, and other small fruits 
grow to perfection, while peaches and 
grapes do well in some localities. It 
is believed that at least one-third of 
the island is In some way adapted to 
agriculture. The scenery of Van- 
couver Island is charming; and this, 
together with its other amenities, lias 
Induced many well-to-do English peo- 
ple to make it a place of residence. 
There are few, if- any, more attract- 
ive places in Canada than Victoria, the 
capital of British Columbia and the 
ornament of Vancouver Island, its 
appearance, as one approaches from 
the sea, is singularly English, and re- 
calls very forcibly that of some pleas- 
ant watering place on the south coast. 
The lovo of its people for the old 
country linds expression in many little 
ways, which are as significant as they 
are unobtrusive. As he drives round 
the city, with its handsome Parlia- 
ment buildings, its line new hotel, 
which is not yet open, but which is 
already a great architectural acquisi- 
tion, and its essentially English look- 
ing mansions and villas, vine-clad, and 
flower begrlt, the traveller from Eng- 
land almost forgets that O.ooo miles 
separate this pleasant haven on the 
Pacific coast from the old homeland. 

The headquarters of the famous sal- 
mon fisheries of British Columbia are 
at Steveston, at the mouth of the Fra- 
ser River, not far from Vancouver. 
The employes in this industry, which 
Is an Important one, are mostly white 
men, Indians and Japanese, who are 
engaged in the actual fishing, and In- 
dian women and Chinamen who pre- 
pare the lisli for canning. I had an 
opportunity of visiting one of the prin- 
cipal factories, and of Inspecting the 
processes there carried out. Enormous 
quantities of salmon are brought by 
boats to this establishment and dis- 
charged on its quay, where they lie 
in heaps, until their removal to the 
factory. Hero the Indian squaws, like 
fishwives all the , world over, are vo- 
ciferous in their chatter and banter, 
as they prepare the fish, which, after 
repeated washings, are cut up by ma- 
chinery and finally fiacked into tins by 
the Chinese. Cleanliness is enforced in 
this industry, which is caried on with 
duo regard to sanitary requirements, 
with a view to the preparation of a 
useful and wholesome article of food. 
New Westminster, formerly the capital 
of the province, is also a centre of 
the salmon canning business, and also 
does a large trade in lumber. The 
traveller through Canada is constant- 
ly impressed by the huge quantity of 
lumber which is produced. All the 
great rivers seem to be the vehicles 
for its conveyance. The fallen trunks 
float down stream till they are collect- 
ed by the agile laborers known as 
"riverjacks," and formed into the great 
booms, resembling gigantic rafts, 
which are a characteristic feature of 
the waterways of Canada. Nowhere 
are the evidences of this great indus- 
try more noticeable than in British 
Columbia. When ono crosses from 
Vancouver City on the mainland to the 
Island of Vancouver, some four or 
live hours distant by steamer, one finds 
the lumber trade again in full activity. 
The trees of this beautiful island are 
magnificent, and there seems to be 
no limit to the timber which the for- 
ests will afford. There are those, how- 
ever, who deprecate the steady denuda- 
tion of Canada of its trees without the 
precaution of reafforestation with a 
view to a supply of timber when scar- 
city shall succeed to the present 
abundance, as they predict will inevi- 
tably be the case in from II f teen to 
twenty-five years' time. (in,, saw mill, 
at Chcmainus. on Vancouver Island, 
has a daily capacity of 600,000 feet 
of lumber, ami gives employmenl to 
many unskilled worlcmen. of whens 
about seven-eighths are Chinese and 
the remainder Japanese. These men 
receive $1.65 (6s. 6d.) to $2.26 (9s) a 
day. The skilled labor is all white, 
unci is paid at the rate of $3.00 < 12s.) 
to $0.(10 (24s.) <i day. These wages are 
not so high as they would appear, lie- 
cause the cost of living is grerttor than 
it is in England. The smallest coin 
current in British Columbia is 6c. 
(2%d.), and many commodities are ra- 
ther dear, although not so expensive as 
to counterbalance tin- advantage due to 
the higher rate id' wages. 
' The importance of tins industry to 
the British manufacturer should not In. 
overlooked. In the sawmill In question 
the foreman, who conducted me over 
the works, Informed mo that oik - hail of 
the 'saws used in the establishment 
were of British make and the other 
half of American. Four or five years 
ago, he said, It was Impossible to use 
an English/saw in this work, and al- 
though the English makers of these 
tools are now Improving them, there is 
a superiority of finish in the saws 
made in America which gives them an 
advantage, notwithstanding thai die 
English steel is tin- host tiial can he 
obtained. The American manufacturer 
cultivates the Canadian market with 
assiduity, and his proximity to it gives 
him an advantage by which he is quick 
to profit. There arc in Canada not 
far short of 150 American vice-consuls 
and consular agents, who are always 
on the look-out for new openings in 
trade, while the American "drummer- 
nian," or commercial traveller, Is to ho 
found energetically canvassing for 
business in every Canadian town and 
Village. II hi essential, say the Cana- 
dians, If Great Britain is hi retain her 
share of the growing trade of Canada 
that she should speedily appoint 
agents like the vice-consuls and con- 
sular agents of the United Stales. At 
present she has no such representa- 
tives, although the necessity of ap- 
pointing some Is under consideration 
uf. the Board of Trade. Meanwhile, 
while the grass is growing the steed is 
starving. The British manufacturers 
.should wake up to the unlimited poten- 
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tlalltles of the Dominion, 
have their agents on the spot ready 
provide for the peculiar wants of the 
people, able to show them price-lists 
printed In dollars and cents, instead of 
the pounds, shillings, and pence, 
which are puzzling to exasperation to 
those accustomed to another system 
of currency; and able, also, to give tin 
assurance that the goods will be made 
and packed to suit the convenience of 
the. Canadian consumer. 

Canada is often described as a 
country of distances; it is also a 
country of contrasts; and of all the 
contrasts which it presents none Is 
more striking than the contrast be- 
tween the plains and the mountains. 
For hundreds of miles one travels 
through land which appears almost as 
level as the surface of the sea, and 
then, suddenly, tho snowclad summits 
of the Rockies become visible; and 
from that moment, until the Pacific 
I coast, mill miles distant, is reached, 
j mountains are never out of sight. The 
l Rockies and the Seiklrks afford an 
endless panorama of magnificent peaks 
of yawning canyons, of foaming ca- 
cataracts and rushing rapids. Every 
bend of tho railway brings to view new 
beauties upon which the eyes may 



I "hey should | of these animals, together with bear 
and other beasts of prey which are 
kept in confinement, serves to remind 
the visitor of the rapidity with which 
the old order is giving pluce to the 
new. Notwithstanding this, however, 
the hunter is assured, for very many 
years to come, of excellent sport with 
the big game which abounds in these 
wild mountain fastnesses. The flora of 
the Rockies and the Seiklrks is singu- 
larly rich. At every turn one sees 
some lovely blossom, such as the 
white petals of the mountain rhodo- 
dendron, which evokes an exclamation 
of delight, while the ground is car- 
peted with wild flowers of brilliant and 
varied hues, Nor is the country 
through which one passes deficient in 
human interest of a kind quite unfa- 
miliar to a traveler from the Old 
World. As the train speeds on 
through the wild scenery of th • • rugged 
mountains tho Thompson and Fraser 
rivers come into view, and one catches 
glimpses of Indians spearing salmon 
and of Chinamen washing for gold In 
the occasional sand or gravel bar-. By 
degrees the signs of cultivation become 
more numerous; little villages, with, 
churches and houses of wood, neat 
farms, and well-tilled holds appear and 
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where the chances of success for re- 
spectable girls are greater than in 
Canada. From Ea ;t to West the dif- 
ficulty of securing servants is one 
which embitters Hi" life of the Can-

Under a system of small land holdings, 
with diversified farming, every object 
o£ cultivation is highly profitable, be- 
cause produced by labor that might 
otherwise be unproductive." 

After describing at some length the 
products and the fact that irigration is 
being used to advantage, the writer 
concludes as follows: 

"Socially, the country Is one of tho 
most pleasant on the continent. The

Peace and good order aro universal.

WINTER BLOOMING BULBS 

The value of bulbs for winter (low- 
ering i" the house can hardly be ov- 
erestimated. They give a maximum 
of pleasure witli a minimum of atten- 
tion occupying much less space than 
many other plants and yielding a long 
'season of blooms at a season when 
they are most to be desired. Narcissi, 
crocuses, frcesias, hyacinths. Bermuda 
Easter lilies, the lily-of-the-valley, 
and tulips will certainly repay what- 
ever work is necessary to grow them, 

If flowers are desired by Christmas, 
it is necessary to get the bulbs pot- 
ted early. Good results can be ob- 
tained only when the bulbs secure a 
Vigorous root growth. Bach bulb con- 
tains sufficient nourishment to give 
a blossom a start, but not enough to 
eari»y it to its full beauty; and' the 
roots most be forced in advance of 
the top growth, which Is done by pot- 
ting the bulbs and then placing them 
In a situation where root growth will 
be stimulated while top growth Is re- 
tarded — plunging them, as the pro- 
cess is called. 

There are several ways of doing 
this, the simplest being to place the 
pots in a cellar and cover them with 
coal ashes for an inch or two, after 
watering each pot witli a liberal hand. 
When this is done the ashes over the 
pot should be watered freely at -fre- 
quent Intervals. One of 'the best 
plans is to dig a trench In a dry place 
in the garden, setting the pots close 
together in that and covering them 
over with a few Inches of soil, round- 
ed a little above the surface of the 
ground to shed water. The pots in 
the trench should rest on several 
inches of coal ashes, and after the 
ground has become frozen a protection 
of manure or of leaves or straw 
should be put over the mound. 

Sometimes pots are put in a shelter- 
ed spot on the ground and covered 
with dirt and ashes, another plan is 
tq put them In a hotbed or cold- 
L'rame. In all cases when they rest 
■ Mn tlie ground out of doors there 
should be ashes under the pots to give 
drainage and keep out. worms. 

-Vs a rule, pots mn less than five 
inches in diameter should, be used, 
and except in the case of large bulbs, 
several should be grown in each pot. 
If there is an Inch of soil between the 
bulbs in a pot they will not be too 
crowded, if the pot is new it should 
be thoroughly soaked before being 
used; otherwise it will take up the 
moisture from the potted soil. Pans 
from eight to twelve inches across 
are also often used. 

It is necessary to have good soil, 
and one of the easiest ways to obtain 
it is to dig up sods where the grass i.s 
in a flourishing condition and shake 
out the earth for that purpose. A 
little sand may be mixed with it and 
possibly a little bone meal, but man- 
ure Should never be used. 

Iii many cases is is advisable to se- 
cure potting soil from the florist. 
Several pieces of broken pots should 
be put into the bottom of the pot i.i 
which the bulbs are to be grown, ill 
order to provide drainage. The pots 
should not be tilled quite to the top, 
allowing an opportunity to apply 
water liberally, this being an Import- 



a warmer temperatur 
important, as it insures a strong 
and sturdy growth of foliage and flow- 
ering stem. 

The bulb commonly known as the 
Chinese lily, which is really a variety 
of narcissus, Is usually grown in a 
shallow disli partially filled with wa- 
ter. Three or four bulb? should be 
grown together and they should rest 
on sand or pebbles in the bottom of 
the dish. Pebbles or small stones are 
used to brace the bulbs to prevent 
them from toppling over when the 
foliage has grown. The Chinese lily 
may be made to yield an extra number 
of blossoms if the skin is cut lightly 
just below the top. 



KEEPING GERANIUMS OVER 
WINTER 

Not every housekeeper knows that 
he ordinary horseshoe geranium can 
ie quite successfully kept over win- 
ter, by lifting the plants carefully from 
tlie garden-beds, tying strings around 
the stalks Just above the roots and 
hanging them from nails in the 
beams of the cellar. 

I have kept on an average of eight 
out of ten plants put up in this way. 
Some years they will appear almost 
dead, but will come out beautifully as 
soon a.3 they are put into the ground 
and thoroughly soaked In warm wtcr. 

Do not put them out too early, as 
tlie change from the cellar to the out- 
side low temperature sometimes chills 
them and destroys the little vitality 
that remains. 

Where space is limited this is a 
good way to keep them, or if the plants 
are very large; indeed, the larger they 



blade-like leaves rise in phalanxes 
around the shore and the stately 
beauty of the flowers is reflected in 
the mirror below, they are Ideally sit- 
uated; but let no one forego the de- 
light of growing Japanese irises mere- 
ly because he has not a stream or 
pond on his place. Some exceedingly 
line specimens have been produced in 
a city back yard." 



HANGING BASKETS 

There are nooks and corners around 
every home — indoors as well as out — 
where hanging baskets will give an 
added beauty, if the baskets are what 
they should be in tlie way of thrifty 
grow th. 

Any sort of receptacle may be made 
to serve as the basket, and may be 
tilled with all sorts of plants, or with 
a mass of one variety; and, more 
than this, more plants may be grown 
to th(! square Inch of soil than la any 
other way, without having the ap- 
pearance of being unduly crowded. 

Not so many years ago, the only 
hanging baskets seen were small ones 
inside the window; hut nowadays we 
see them everywhere, and many of 
the most beautiful ones are used as 
verandah ornaments. For this purpose 
the basket must be large to be effec- 
tive, and wire baskets lined with moss 
furnish the greatest amount of space, 
with the least weight, of anything so 
far provided. An ox -muzzle serves 
the purpose very satisfactorily. 

When tilled, such a basket Is too 
heavy to be lifled down and up when 
it needs attention I which is every 
day), and the best way of overcom- 
ing the difficulty Is by the use of small 



the top, and have the soil lowest in 
the centre; both points being ohp 
served for the sake of having the 
water which is poured on held un- 
til it can soak into the soil, Instead 
of running ort as fast as poured on. 
Another gooil plan Is to put In the 
centre of the basket a dish with the 
bottom broken out (the plants will 
hide it); crowding the edge into the 
soil just far enough to hold, the dish 
upright, and keeping it full of water 
to gradually inter down among the 
roots. 

More baskets are a failure because 
of a poor supply of moisture than 
from any other' cause. Being exposed 
to the air at every point, they lose 
moisture rapidly by evaporation, and, 
being so closely tilled, the roots 
quickly take up all the moisture tlie 
soil holds. Both these losses must 
be made good or tin' plants show tin 1 
effects very quickly. 

What plants to grow in a hanging 
basket, is a question frequently 
heard. It seems to me I have seen 
almost everything made to serve the 
purpose from beautiful palms down 
to the commonest plants. Many which 
are usually grown as climbers are 
equally line us trailers, nnd well suit- 
ed to use in baskets anil, in fact, al- 
most any but tlie very rigid, stlff- 
stalked plants will adapt themselves 
to basket use. 

When the large baskets which have 
grown outside during the summer are 
In line condition, one Is sometimes 
puzzled to know what to do wilh 
I hem when the weather makes it 
necessary to take them inside. If 
there is a suitable place to hang 
them, with good light, that is all that 
is needed; but, If such a place is not 



baskets grown for outside decorations, 
they are just as applicable to the one 
planned for window use, from the 
start. 

The law that applies to a hanging 
basket In one place applies to it in 
other places, and what applies to it in 
size applies to other sizes.' So, wheth- 
er your basket in large or small, In- 
tended for outside or Inside use, these 
rules apply: Have as many plants as 
possible in them, keep them clean, 
give them liquid fertilizer when they 
show signs or needing It, give them 
good light, and give them all the 
moisture they can use on both soil 
and foliage. — Suburban Life,

A New Way to Hoe.

Tomatoes for the Smallest Yard 
Tomatoes are better grown on strip 
frames six feet high. They can be 
clipped after reuching six feet in 
length and some of the surplus foliage 
can be cut away. Tie them about, 
every foot to keep the main stem ver- 
tical, or it will twist out of shape. 
The fruit is cleaner and the picking 
easier than in the old way. 

A Cut-flower Garden 
'Plant an extra supply of seeds for 
cut flowers, cither among the vege- 
tables. In a separate garden or in 
some other place where the absence of 
flowers will not harm the general ef- 
fect. Have the rows straight for ease 
in cultivating. Asters, coreopsis, Mar- 
guerite carnations, cornflowers, cos- 
mos, dahlias, gladiolus, larkspur, mig- 
nonette, nasturtium, sweet pea, sweet 
sultan, and verbena are all very sat- 
isfactory for this purpose.

Many of the bulbs will require three 
months in order to secure proper root 
growth; others, particularly the paper 
white narcissus and the Roman hya- 
cinth, can severally he removed in th e 
or six weeks. If properly plunged the 
tops will make little growth for a 
long time, making it possible to have 
bulb.; flowering all through the win- 
ter. 

Tlie pots Should never In- taken into 
the room where the bulbs are to flow- 
er until tlie grower is certain that the 
root growth is as vigorous as it should 
be. The .mly way to ascertain this is 
to remove the contents of one of the 
pots, which can be done by holding 
the hand over the top and then rap- 
ping the pot on the edge of a table or 
a board, when the contents will read- 
ily come out. if the roots have de- 
veloped sufficiently they will be seen 
in a tangled mass all' through the 
soil; otherwise only a lew straggling 
roots will bo seen and pieces of the 
soil will probably drop away. 

It Is not good policy to remove the 
bulbs directly to a warm room, for 
such a practice Is apt to force the 
blossoming stalk to such an extent 
that it. will lie unable to escape from 
Hie bulb and fail to flower. At first 
the bulbs should have a temperature 
of not greater than 50 degrees. If 
they can lie placed in a cold frame, a 
light attic or similar place, tlie re 
suits usually will be satisfactory ami 
the top growth will soon appear.' Wa- 
ter should be given freely and a lit- 
tle commercial fertilizer designed for 
this purpose, and which can be secured 
at a seed store, will give satisfaction 
when used according to directions.

WOOD ASHES IN GARDEN 

Wood ashes ai-e thrown out in many 
country places where, if their value as 
preventive of Insects and as a fertilizer 
wero known, they would be hoarded a.-t 
so much treasure Now that we know 
what they are worth, every ounco ia 
stored in a barrel In a dry place to 
wait for the spring gardening season. 
Henderson says: "The ashes of ve- 
getable matter consist of such ele- 
ments as are always required for their 
perfect maturity, and it is evident 
they must furnish one of the best sa- 
line manures which can be supplied 
for their growth; they contain, in feat, 
every element and generally in the 
right proportions for insuring a full 
and rapid growth." Ashes aro par- 
ticularly valuable for crops which re- 
quire potash, such crops as tomatoes, 
onions and corn, which thrive with tlie 
use of ashes in the soil. Lawns aro 
benefited by a top dressing of ashes. 
Ono of their advantages is thoy con- 
tain no weed seeds. For corn use a 
handful to the hill, ana for tomatoes a 
trowelful worked around the roots of 
each plant three or four times beforo 
midsummer. 

Wood ashes must be kept dry; their 
fertilizing qualities are easily washed 
away, for this reason do not put 
them out fi: the garden until thoy are 
to be used. We begin using them when 
the first radishes show above ground, 
and they are in continuous demand 
until the last plantings of squashes 
and cucumbers have ceased to be a 
prey for insects, in midsummer or la- 
ter. They are a great discourager of 
the miserable little black (lea beetle 
which attacks and riddles the leaves of 
radishes, tomatoes and eggplants. We 
give these plants a fresh sprinkling 
every few days, especially If previous- 
sprinkling has been washed off by a 
rain, so these pests do not get a foot- 
hold; by the middle of summer their 
course Is run.

KEEPING CARROTS 

Last year wo tried with success 
what was to us a new way of keep- 
ing, for winter use, the carrots which 
remained In the garden when frost 
came. We put a layer of earth an 
inch thick in the bottom of a box, 
which we placed in the cellar and 
filled witth the carrots, from which 
the tops had been removed. After 
they were all In, we covered them 
thickly with the carrot foliage, which 
is so light and feathery that it does 
not entirely prevent the evaporation 
of moisture, yet is sufficiently dense 
to prevent it to such a degree that 
the carrots keep solid and unwilled 
until late into winter. 

Storing them in this way does away 
with (he necessity of filling the 
spaces between the carrots with earth 
or sand to prevent drying out. and. 
therefore, can be done in a shorter 
time, and with a small amount of la- 
bor. Even as an experiment it Is 
well worth trying.— W. R. S.

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THE FEED PROBLEM 

Foed stuff has never, in the history 
of this country, been as high as at the 
present time. Current quotations range 
from five to eight dollars per ton above 
a year ago. In many parts of the coun- 
try poultry keepers are compelled to 
pay from ?2S.OO to S30.00 per ton of 
bran, com meal and cracked corn, with 
wheat ranging from $1.00 to $1.25 per 
bushel or more in a retail way. This 
has proven very discouraging to the 
small poultry keeper who depends en- 
tirely on purchased feeds, and even the 
largo plants are inclined to reduce 
stock to the minimum. Certainly fowls 
that are not returning a profit, cither 
in eggs or growth, cannot well bo 
carried over this season, for the good 
they may do In the spring. 

This condition has naturally affected 
tho poultry market, Largo quantities 
of unproductive young stock ami many 
flocks of hens have found their way 
to market, and local buyers in the in- 
terior havo had matters pretty well 
their own way. In the city markets 
prices have held up fairly well consid- 
ering the UberaLsupply but these prices 
have in no way been in proportion to 
the cost of production. Strictly fancy, 
well-fattened fowls bring a price that 
should pay a profit, but good, medium 
and poor grades arc in oversupply. 

Just how tho food market will affect 
fancy poultry I do not know, but this 
I do know, that large, numbers of peo- 
ple who were keeping flocks of pure 
hred fowls In and adjoining cities and 
large towns are disposing of them, or 
reducing their flocks to a few of the 
choicest specimens. This may be a 
good thing for the standard poultry 
business after all, as it will Induce 
closo culling and the disposal in the 
market of a large class of fowls that 
are not really fit for breeders, but 
which are often kept for the purpose. 
It may mean an advance in the quality 
of the stock next year. Whether it 
will have a strengthening or weakening 
effect on prices is hard to tell. Medium 
grade birds will sell low, in fact, so 
low that there will bo little choice be- 
tween selling them for breeders or 
market stock. Buyers will he more 
critical regarding tho birds they buy. 
At tho present prices of feed it would 
hardly pay a man to purchase, pay 
express on, and feed a bird all winter 
that was valued at less than five dol- 
lars.. There will bo fewer cheap males 
wintered, the same, policy holding good. 
' Few will attempt to winter males that 
will sell for less than five dollars. In 
' my opinion the condition of the feed 
market will havo a tendency to ln- 
. crease tho demand for birds of high 
quality and decrease the demand for 
good to medium stock. 

The commercial poultry keeper has 
a problem before him. Can he make 
his birds return a profit this winter, 
and if they do not, will tho spring pro- 
duction pay for tho winter feeding? 
How many males will it bo profitable 
to keep over, and what will these birds 
be worth in tho spring? If lie Wants 
males he had better keep some over, 
unless ho is prepared to pay a long 
price for them in the spring, as few low 
priced birds will be carried over this 
year. At the least calculation his ra- 
tion will cost him an average of $1.50 
per hundred pounds, if he feeds the 
usual poultry feeds and meats. Ho may 
be able to economize on grain by using 
more green stuff, roots, meat, etc., but 
this we will consider later. Even with 
high priced feed, if the In ns lay well 
they will pay a profit, but if they are 
unproductive or there are many 
•'boarders" in the flock the balance 
will be on the wrong side. The board- 
ers had better be weeded out this 
month'. Place no faith in a hen or pul- 
let that is not laying by the last of 
November. They may lay before spring 
but the chances are that they won't. 
The poultry keeper who is feeding a 
flock of immature pullets or old hens 
(hat are not laying every day expecting 
that they will commence, is building 
up an account for loss, as the hens will 
never pay it. Hens arc good pay when 
conditions are such that tin y are kept 
constantly at work, but once lei them 
get behind on their feed bill and they 
havo no sense of honesty. They will 
cheat you out of it. Trust not the hen. 
If alio,, fails to pay be as Shylock an. I 
demand your pounds of flesh. 

Poultry keepers need not look for 
ilglicr prices for eggs than have been 
secured In tho past. In the winter fresh 
eggs sell for all people will pay. The 
price is only limited by the willingness 
of the buyer to give up his coin. If lie 
will not pay the price ami refuses to 
cat eggs tlie price drops to a point teat 
will induce consumption. Fifty cents 
per dozen seems to lie about the 
except in largo cities where ther 
wealthy people.

form tho bulk of a mash if gluten, beef 
scraps and wheat feed are used villi 
them. The two former suhstances sup- 
ply the protein and fat, and the latter 
will make the mash palatable, while al- 
so furnishing a smaller proportion of 
.protein and fat'. Buckwheat middlings 
is also an excellent source of protein 
anil fat, and usually sells for less than 
gluten where it. can be obtained. Cot- 
tonseed meal can be used in potato 
mush to a limited extent, as a source 
of protein. These concentrated high 
protein feeds tire cheaper in proportion 
than wheat feeds, and by using pota- 
toes, clover hay and some like Ingredi- 
ents necessary tit a smaller cost with 
high protein feeds than we can with 
wheat feeds, com meal, etc., which 
have usually been the poultry keeper's 
reliance.

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KEEPING SHELLS FOR FOOD 
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HOW MUCH TO FEED 

Edgar Warren, author of the book. 
"Two Hundred Eggs a Year Per Hon," 
gives his idea as to the proper amount 
to food the hens as follows: 

Even moro important than the ques- 
tion, what to feed, is the question, how 
much to feed? In my judgment al- 
most any ration that combines grain, 
green food and vegetables with animal 
food, will give results in egg produc- 
tion. But how much to feed Is some- 
thing that stumps the authorities. 
And yet the answer to the question la 
very simple. Nature has furnished an 
Infallible indicator and if a man will 
study this indicator ho will not foed 
too much on tho one hand or too Iittlo 
on the other. 

The crop is nature's indicator. In 
her wild states, whon food is abundant 
the hen starts out in the morning with 
her crop empty and returns at night 
with It filled. Tho amount of food 
she seeks is what her crop will hold, 
plus what passes from the crop into 
the gizzard during tho day. 

The Ideal way to food a hen In con- 
finement would seem to be to give her 
a mixed ration, and as much as sh» 
cared to dig out of a deep litter du»- 
ing the day. But practically, this In 
not possible. The poultryman must 
compromise. There is a rule, however, 
which ho may adopi with good re- 
sults. 

During the short days of winter 
feed but twice, once soon aftor tho 
fowls get down from the roost in tiif 
morning. In tho afternoon let then* 
dig out of deep litter enough grain to 
iill their crops comfortably full, but 
not enough to fill them to bursting- 
After your hens have gone to roost, 
go through their pens and feel of their 
crops. If the crop Is distended (feels 
as if the fowls had swallowed a base- 
ball), you are feeding too much; if 
the crop Is nearly empty, too little. 
The grain in the crop ought to fill 
it comfortably full, yet tho skin ought 
not to bo as tight as a drum, but 
loose and yielding. By experimenting 
a little you will soon learn just how 
much to feed. 

Give no moro In winter than in sum- 
mer, but give more heating food. Corn 
in winter, oats In summer, is my rule. 
I never have a pen abnormally fat or 
pathetically poor.

HOG SCRATCHING POST 

A subscriber who knows n good deal 
about hogs gives a practical idea, 
which If carried out will add grcatlv 
to the comfort and welfare of the 
swineherd: "I havo planted a hard- 
wood post four Inches In diameter In 
the hog lot for use as a scratching 
post. Around this I have wound and 
stapled a two-Inch manlia rope up to 
the height of the back of the largest 
hog. I keep tho rope thoroughly sat- 
urated With crude petroleum and as 
the animals rub against it continual- 
ly tho oil Is fatal to lice. If kerosene 
is used It must bo applied every few 
days while the crude petroleum will 
last a long time. Charcoal, wood 
ashes and salt should always bo avail- 
able and placed whore hogs have uc- 
ccss to thorn at all times. They sup- 
ply ash ingredients especially needed 
by growdng pigs and aid in warding 
off disease." 
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ORIENTAL INFLUENCE 

People do not very often consider 
that Christianity is an Eastern cult, 
that is, it had Its origin anions an 
Eastern people, ami is In many of its 
features in line with Eastern thought.

But this is of interest only In pass- 
ing, the point to which attention is 
directed being that the existence of a 
teacher, who spoke as one Inspired, 
ami who began his mission, after a 
period of contemplation, seeking no 
personal advantage, wandering from 
place to place without a home and full 
of profound wisdom, although unedu- 
cated In the ordinary sense of the 
term, is peculiar to the Eastern world.

From our su- 
perior (?) point of view we term these 
wandering men, who. taking no j 
thought for the morrow, go from place j 
to place delivering their message, fa- 
kirs and Other names not intended to | 
he complimentary, but probably die i 
eminently practical and highly culti- | 
vated people, who lived in Palestine j 
nineteen hundred years or so ago, 
looked upon Jesus, John the Baptist j 
and the Disciples much in the same, 
way. Oiu- great universities, our philo- j 
gophers working ill laboratories, our 
learned men Who scan the heavens and j 
probe into the earth for the secrets of' 
nature, have discovered many useful 
things, but in the spiritual domain 
they have produced nothing that has 
not been mischievous, For what is 
worth knowing in that sphere we must 
look elsewhere. "This kind Cometh not 
hut by prayer and fasting." 

The above considerations appear to 
possess interest because of the increas- 
ingly close contact between the Occi- 
dent and the Orient. The race, from 
Which the dominant nations of man- 
land are descended, thai is. the race 
whose descendants are the modern ex- 
ponents of Christianity, were never 
given to contemplation, The Norse- 
men, using Hie term to embrace the 
peoples who overran Central Europe 
from liftem lo twenty centuries ago, 
were men of action. Fasting was in 
them something not to be thought of 
When food was available. They loved 
high living: the only wandering teach- 
ers tn whom they cared to listen were 
those, vvho could tell of triumphs of 
loci' and arms. When they accepted] 
Christianity, they had to have it so 
presented to them that its doctrines' 
could be accepted as a matter of 1 
course, and instruction in it be accom- 
panied by a ritual thai appealed to the ] 
senses.

Hence what, 
we ai'e accustomed to present as 
Chrlsitanity is to a very large degree, 
a human fabric, which is full of errors 
and inconsistencies. It is stated upon 
the authority of Or. Pall, of the Union 
Theological College, that a Chinese 
.Mandarin, desiring to have a hand- 
book mi Christianity for use by stu- 
dents, was forced to have one specially 
prepared, because ho found In all the 
hooks that had been written so much 
thai, was simply denominational, and 
i. lien contradictor:.-, that they were of 
little or no value for tin 1 purposes of 
study by an outsider. The task of 
preparing Hie bool; was assigned to a 
non-Christian Chinaman, who Is said 
lo have made a failure of it. Chris- 
tianity, as presented by missionaries, 
makes little progress among the edu- 
cated people of India, China or Japan, 
hut Christianity as a religion apart 
from ils denominational aspects Is re- 
ceiving much consideration. It seems 
inevitable that Oriental thought will 
have a profound effect upon the Occi- 
dental conception of the Christian 
faith, Due of the earliest Japanese 
scholars to visit America became con- 
nected with the Mithodist Church in 
Japan, and was regularly ordained a.»' 
a minister. In one of his sermons de- 
livered in this country some twenty- 
live years ago, he said he had em- 
braced Christianity because it seemed 
of all religions to be the best suited to 
a country i" the course of develop- 
ment, What appeared to impress him 
most was the sense of individual re- 
sponsibility and the obligation to per- 
sonal piety which Christianity incul- 
cates. A gentleman who was very 
prominently connected with the work 
of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
cietv, and who had spent manjj years 
in China, told the Colonist that the. 



only real progress being made by 
Christianity in China was in the 
amelioration of the condition of women 
and the advancement of hospital work. 
Tim things over which doctors of 
theology have wranglel, a nit because 
of which many lives have been sacri- 
ficed, do not appear to appeal lo the 
Oriental mind at all. 

We venture to hope. that the effect of 
Oriental influence upon Christianity 
will be lo firing it back nearer what It 
originally was, and restore to their 
proper place in the everyday work of 
the world those tremendous forces de- 
rived from contemplation, prayer and 
fasting, which have been allowed to re- 
main dormant, while the Church has 
been seeking to elevate mankind by 
arguments, phrase-making and ritual 
more or loss ornate. We venture fur- 
ther lo suggest that there is within 
us all a spark of divinity, Which, if 
we would not smother it by our man- 
ner of living and our manner of think- 
ing, would glow witli a brightness that 
would illumine our path through light 
and like the Star, which the Magi saw. 
guide us to Him who is the Captain of 
our Salvation.

LIUCHI AND WOU WANG 

Tt mailers very little to what part 
of the Eastern Hemisphere we may 
turn our attention we are sure, if we 
look carefully enough, to find that the 
influence of some particularly able wo- 
man lias been dominant In periods of 
grave in. uncut. Sometimes they seem 
to be the creatures of circumstances, 
but more frequently they themselves 
were the creators, directly or Indirect- 
ly, of the conditions which* rendered 
their eras conspicuous. We saw a few 
weeks ago the part played by Ogelen 
Eke in laving the foundations of 
Tatar supremacy. Today we shall say 
a little about the Chinese empresses, 
whose names form the caption of this 
article. Not very much information 
is available to the English student con- 
cerning the early days of the Chinese 
Empire, but this is not because there 
is no literature bearing upon the sub- 
ject, for the Chinese records are very 
full. The reason is that the trans- 
lations of the ancient books are few 
and far between and the student must 
content himself with such brief re- 
sumes of them as a few scholars have 
prepa red. 

In an old Chinese dramatic opera 
called "Han Koong Tsew," on the Sor- 
rows of Han, Hanchen Yu, Khan of 
the Tatars, says: "Since the time of 
Hoeyte and Empress Leuhc-w, the 
princesses of China have been yielded 
in marriage to our khans." The name 
Leu how is given as Liuchl by Boulget 
in his history of China. Later in the 
drama the Emperor Luentl is repre- 
sented as saying "Our ancestor Kaoute 
emerged from a private station and 
raised his family by extinguishing the 
dynasty of Tsin and slaughtering their 
race. Ten generations have passed 
since he left this Inheritance to us. The 
four boundaries of the empire have 
been tranquil; the eight regions arc 
at rest." Kaoute was the founder of 
the Han dynasty, and it is from his 
reign Unit the national history of 
China, as we understand that term 
today, begins. He lived in the third 
century before Christ. He does not 
appear to have been a man of any 
great force of character or resource- 
fulness, but his wife Liuchl combined 
those qualities In an extraordinary 
degree with a cruelty, which was 
so great that her deeds for cen- 
turies made the idea of a wo- 
man as ruler abhorrent to the 
whole Chinese people. On her hus- 
band's death she assumed absolute 
control of the empire, although her son 
Holitl was nominal emperor. Plots 
were formed against her, hut she sup- 
pressed them without mercy. She used 
poison with the skill of a Borgia, and 
it is noteworthy that, when her son 
thwarted one of her plans to rid her- 
self ..I possible rivals, he was not 
himself permitted to live many months. 
Alter his death too throne remained 
vacant fur some time. Liuchl admin- 
istering affairs in her own name, until 
popular opinion demanded at least a 
titular emperor. She adopted a child 
and placed the crown on his head, bill 
shortly afterwards caused him to he 
poisoned, and for years reigned ab- 
solutely supreme. It is said that stu- 
died of fright upon seeing a long pro- 
cession of the ghosts of her victims 
defiling before her. With all her awful 
cruelties lit:- ability as an administra- 
tor was beyond all question. She ac- 
complished what Hwangll, Hie Napole- 
onic emperor of tin- Tsin dynasty, 
who handled huge armies like pawns 
upon a chess-board, could not bring 
about, She made the orderly gov- 
ernment of China possible and hs 
borders secure from invasion. Her 
successor established many reforms, 
and it is doubtless true that to her was 
due the inauguration of the most pros- 
perous and progressive era the country 
had ever known. 

Nine centuries elapsed before an- 
other great woman made , her mark 
upon Chinese history. Her name was 
Won Wang. She was one of the wid- 
ows of Hie Emperor Taitsong, whose 
son and successor married her. She 

controlled her husband absolutely, and 
after his death ruled in her own name. 
To get rid of inconvenient rivals she 
Invited the other widows of Taitsong 
lo q banquet and having taken the 
preliminary precaution of cutting off 
their hands and IVet. threw them into 
a huge vast- lillod with wine. For 



the Koreans and Japanese, this being 
the first recorded occasion in which 
the latter Intervened in the affairs of 
the mainland. Wou finally defeated 
the Japanese In a great naval battle, in 
Which ner (leel destroyed four hundred 
of the enemies' ships. After this she 
annexed part of Japanese territory to 
her dominion sand placed Korea under 
tribute. She was less successful in 
the expedition, which she. persuaded 
her husband to send for the conquest 
of Tibet, but in Central Asia she so 
greatly established the prestige of the 
Chinese name that Persia sent to her 
court for aid against the Invasion of 
the Arab Mohammedans. After her 
husband's death she undertook a se- 
cond expedition against Tibet, which 
was crowned with success. She re- 
pelled a very formidable Tatar inva- 
sion and until her eightieth year 
reigned supreme.. She appeared in 
public in the garb of an emperor. Con- 
trary to all precedent she offered the 
annual imperial sacrifices to heaven, 
something which no other woman had 
over dared to do, and also erected 
temples to her ancestors, an unheard 
of thing in a country where women 
Were regarded simply as chattels. 
When her strength was broken by age 
and Illness, court intrigues, which have 
ever been characteristic of Chinese 
history, proved too strong lor her, and 
she resigned the crown in /favor of 
her son. She survived her deposi- 
tion I'm- a year. There seems very 
little doubt that of all the persons 
who have exercised imperial power In 
China, Won was ihe ablest, with the 
possible exception of Lluchi, whoso 
career was so many centuries earlier 
that a comparison between them is 
hardly possible. 

There have been other women fam- 
ous in Chinese history, but none ex- 
hibited the powers of those treated of 
above. The Empress Changsunchl, 
one of the wives of Taitsong above 
named, was a woman of rare accom- 
plishments, but her efforts were di- 
rected chiefly in a literary direction. 
She founded an Imperial Library and 
College, and collaborated witli her 
husband in the production of a re- 
markable work on the art of gov- 
ernment, known as "The Golden Mir- 
ror." The Empress Tefer, who reign- 
ed during her son's minority, about 
nine hundred years ago, was another 
woman of rare gifts, and her early 
death was a. great loss to her coun- 
try. At various stages in the his- 
tory of China we find woman playing 
a prominent part in its affairs, so 
that the ascendancy of the Empress 
Dowager in our own times is by no 
means unique, it is certainly of more 
than passing interest to know that in 
the development of this amazing em- 
pire, which is equivalent to saying 
in the whole- progress of Central Asia, 
women have exercised such a potent 
influence. Denied anything like an 
equality with, men, they rose superior 
to all their surroundings, and if in 
almost every instance they displayed 
a cruelty which might be styled fero- 
cious, there Is very little doubl thai 
their administrative powers were of 
the highest order, and their military 
skill something for which we shall 
search Europe in vain to find a 
parallel among women. 



RACES OF MEN 



Few ideas have received more sen-

While among later ethnologists the | 
hair seems to be accepted as the best 
distinguishing mark, it Is by no means 
the only one. Reference has already 
been made to the facial angle, which 
Blumcnbach thought sufficient. Ac- 
cording to his theory Hie angle form- 
ed by a line drawn from the base of 
the ear to the base of the nose ami 
another drawn from the base of the 
nose to the point where the top of 
the head begins to recede from Hie 
forehead indicates the degree of ele- 
vation of races above the brute crea- 
tion, tin- nearer the approach to a 
right angle, the higher tile standard. : 
So many exceptions were found to 
this rule that it has been abandoned 
except as a part Of a general test 
based upon the' form of the skull. 
Language is another test, and It seems 
to indicate a common origin for man- 
kind, with the single exceptions ol 
Chinese, which cannot be identified 
with any other. 

Ethnologists are not agreed as to 
the evidence that all mankind are 
from the same origin. One of the 
staunchest advocates of ibis theory 
is Prltchard, and Darwin seems In- 
clned to agree with him. Aggasiz and 
most of the American Investigators 
inclined to the idea that there are 
several original stocks. In our pres- 
ent stato of knowledge this question 
must, remain unanswered. The most 
ancient monuments, and there are 
some that were creeled six thousand 
years ago, exhibit carvings of men, 
and there lias been no apparent 
change in the features of Hie several 
races depicted thereon. Thus in 
Egypt we have carvings showing an- 
cient Egyptians, Jews and Negroes ab 
they looked to the sculptor fifty cen- 
turies ago, and they are no way 
different from Egyptians, Jews and 
Negroes of today. If no appreciable 
change has taken place In fifty cen- 
turies and more, the length of time 
that would be required for the pro- 
duction of the differences between, 
say, an Australian aborigine and a 
representative specimen of the British 
race would be incalculable. As far 
as we know, there was just as great 
a difference between such a man as, 
say, Joseph and his contemporaries in 
Central Africa as there is between 
Lord Cromer and his contemporaries 
in Central Africa*) Certain philosophers 
say that, given time and environ- 
ment, any change can be brought 
about. But this is an assumption in 
which wc would find more merit If 
they could cite some instance in which 
time andjf environment had brought 
about the preliminary stages of these 
changes. The .Snmoyeds of northern 
Siberia have, as far as any one 
knows, always lived there. If they 
have traditions of having lived any- 
where else, no one knows them. At 
any time since the beginning of the 
historical period they have been at 
liberty to leave their Inhospitable 
country and emigrate southward, but 
there is no record that any one of 
them has ever done so. They seem to 
belong as much to the Arctic Zone as 
the wldte bear and the walrus. What 
length of time and what, sort of en- 
vironment were necessary to evolve 
the dwarfs of the African forests from 
the same stock as the great blonde, 
race of Scandinavia came? And it 
time and environment produced these 
dwarf creatures, how came it that in 
their immediate vicinity Hie same in- 
fluences have evolved a tine athletic 
race of negroes? Not even so great 
H name as that of Darwin can per- 
suade us to adopt his theory of a com- 
mon origin for all mankind. It is 
I rue that, if We refuse to accept the 
evolution theory and a common

While Hie classifications of races 
made by different ethnologists vary 
very greatly, there are some points 
Which they have in common. For ex- 
ample, nearly all the authorities group 
the Indians of North America with 
Hie Mongolians. By some the Lap- 
lander and Turks are included in this 
class. The South American Indians 
are put by some- in the same class as 
ihe natives of Polynesia. Some writers 
place the Northern and Eastern Euro- 
peans in a class by themselves, and 
irn and Southern Europeans 
me class as the Arabs and 
Hindus. It is to be remembered that 
In the classification just mentioned, 
the names refer to the original homes 
of the races. Thus the Anglo-Saxons 
are from Northern or Eastern Euro- 
pean stock) Another classification, 
based upon th shape of the skull and 
similarity of language, places Hit! 
Hindus in tin.- same group as the Ger- 
inariic tribes, and Victorians are suf- 
ficiently familiar with the general as- 
pect of Hie Hindu countenance to tlnd 
I little difficulty in supposing Hint they 
sprang originally from the same stock 
as ourselves. We shall present, some 
other aspects of race characteristics In 
a subsequent article to be devoted to 
languages.

Ancient Teachers of Re- 
ligion and Philosophy

STOICISM 

"And I forbid thee lo consult the 
oracles. The gifts of fortune are of no 
account, a good man should be con- 
tent with Ills conscience, und muko 



duty and not success the object of his 
life." — iieno. - 

"There have always been stern, self- 
controlled, upright and Courageous 
men," wrote Leeky, "actuated by a 
pure sense of duty, capable of high ef- 
forts of self-sacrifice, somewhat in- 
tolerant of the frailties of others, some- 
what hard and unsympathizlng In the 
ordinary Intercourse of society, hut 
rising to heroic grandeur as the storm 
lowered' upon their path, and more 
ready to relinquish life than the cause 
thoy believed to be irue." Such men 
are by nature Stoics, they estimate 
self-control as the highest quality in 
num. All qualities which tended to 
the making of a soldier were cultivated 
by the followers of Stoicism, and 
Rome, being essentially a nation of 
warriors, very naturally bocanio it he 
home of tlfis philosophy. The princi- 
ples of Stoicism were directly opposed 
to those of Epicurus, whose teachings 
influenced to a great extent all Greece 
and Asia Minor. 

Zeno. the founder id' this cull was 
born at Clttlum in Cyprus in 340 B. C. 
and among the most famous exponents 
of his doctrines, whose writings have 
nine down to us. wen- Seneca, the 
statesman and philosopher; Eplctetus, 
'he slave, and .Marcus Aurelius Anton- 
inus, the Emperor, the latter without 
doubt one of the greatest and noblest 
characters in Roman history. 

The Stoic system or ethics was in 
the highest sense- one of independent 
morals. It taught that our reason re- 
veals to us a certain law of nature, 
and that a desire to conform 10 tms 
law, Irrespective of all considerations 
of reward or punishment, happiness or 
the reverse, is a possible and sufficient 
motive of virtue. The whole tendency 
of its system was to dignify and 
strengthen the will and to degrade and 
suppress tin- desires. It taught, more- 
over, that man has nothing to fear be- 
vond the present life; that lie should re- 
gard death without dismay, and that he 
has a right, to hasten it if he so de- 
sires. "It is for human beings," wrote 
the Stoics, "to recognize the Universe 
as governed by universal Law, and not 
only to raise their minds to the com- 
prehension of it. but to enter into the 
views of the Creator, vvho must regard 
all Interests equally; we are to be, as 
It were, in league with him, to merge 
self in the universal Order; to think 
Only of that and its welfare. As two 
Is greater than one, so the Interests of 
the whole world are Infinitely greater 
than the Interests of any single being, 
and no one should be satisfied With 
regard to anything less than the whole. 
By this elevation of view we are ne- 
cessarily raised far above the consider- 
ation of the petty events befalling our- 
selves." They held the doctrine, which 
originated with Socrates, that the ex- 
istence of an Intellectual or spiritual 
power in man argued In favor of a 
greater intellectual or spiritual power 
present In and pervading the Universe. 
"Jupiter." wrot-D Lucan, the great poet 
of Stoicism, "is that majestic and all- 
pervasive spirit, whose throne is vir- 
tue and the universe." 

In regard to the faculties the Stoics 
considered Reason as superior to all 
the rest, In this respect, recalling Hie 
old Brahmin allegory of the soul in the 
Chariot drawn by the seven horses of 
the seven senses, with Reason us the 
charioteer. This is only another way 
of expressing that mind is superior to 
matter and has therefore power over 
the body, a view which is held by 
many thinking people today. 

In direct contradiction to the views 
of the Epicureans,' Stoicism taught that 
happiness was not the essential thing 
j in life, in fact that the pursuit of hap- 
j plness should not be considered at all. 
Enjoyments of an elevated kind would 
Iconic naturally enough to those who 
j learned to conquer the emotions and to 
subdue pain. It must always be re- 
membered in extenuation of such doc- 
trines, if extenuation be needed, that 
tlie world at that time was in a very 
unsettled and unstable condition. 
Rome was constantly in a state of War- 
fare. No man's life was safe; he was 
liable at any time to be sent into exile 
or sold into slavery or put to death 
suddenly and without trial. It was ne- 
cessary for every one, In order to meet 
with fortitude whatever fate had in 
store, to cultivate an heroic discipline 
at the expense very often of the gentler 
and more amiable qualities. 

The words of Eplctetus, the slave, 
afterward freedman and the favorite 
of Nero, seem like an echo from the 
Gospel of Buddha. If wc cultivate 
contemplation, looking with a sane, 
clear, receptive mind upon the works 
of Ood hi his universe, we shall in 
time arrive at an understanding of Hie 
Divine plan and our state of mind shall 
be perfect, knowing neither happiness 
nor sorrow. 

"Remember thou art an actor in a 
play, 1 ' wrote this great Stoic, "of such 
a pari as it may please tin- director 
to assign thee; of a short part if he 
choose a short part; of a long one if 
he choose a long. And if he will have 

thee take the part of a i ' man or a 

cripple, or a governor or a private 
person, mayest thou act. this part with 
grace. For thine it is to act well the 
allotted part but to choose it is an- 
other's, 

"Say no more, then. How will it be 
with me? for however It be, thou wilt 
settle if well, and Hie issue shall be 
fortunate. What would Hercules have 
been had lie said: How shall 1 contrive 
that a great lion may not appear to me, 
or a great boar or a savage man? If 
a great boar appear, thou wilt fight 
the greater fight; if evil men thou wilt 
clear the earth of them. But If I die 
thus? Thou wilt die a good man in 
the accomplishing of a noble deed. 
For since we must by all means die, 
a man cannot be found hut he will be 
doing somewhat, either tilling or dig- 
ging or trading or governing. What 
wilt thou then that death shall find 
thee doing? I for my part, shall choose 
some work humane, beneficent, social, 
noble. For if 1 am nol able to he 
found doing things of this greatness, 
then at least 1 shall be found correct- 
ing myself, bettering my faculty for 
making use of appearances, working 
out my peace, giving what is due in 
every obligation of life. 

"If death shall find me In the mjdst 
of these studies it shall suffice I can 
lift up my hands to Ood and say: The 
means which thou gavest me for the 
perceiving of thy government, and for 
the following of Hie same have I not 
neglected; as far as in me lies, I have 
not dishonored thee. Behold how 1 
have used my senses and my natural 
conceptions. Have I ever blamed thee, 
was I ever offended at aught that hap- 
pened, or did I desire it should happen 
otherwise? Did I ever desire to trans- 
gress my obligations? That thou did'sl 
begel me i thank thee for what thou 
gavest. I am content that I have 
used thy gifts so l.mg. Take- .tli em: again 
and sot them in what place thou wilt, 
for thine are all things and thou Caveat 
them me,"

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The second rif the series of articles 
on Canada whith the Special corres- 
pondent of the London Times is writ- 
ing for Ills paper is as follows: 

"Go West, young man, and prow 
up- willi the country,' 1 was the advice 
which Horace Greeley used to Rive to 
those who sought his counsel as to 
the best' way to take advantage of 
the opportunities presented by the 
United States. Tlie injunction, which 
has- become proverbial, is still echoed 
in Canada, where the Wesl is so far 
from being: developed, and where the 
future seems certain to produce an 
abundant return for all the labor and 
effort expended In these early days. 
One might be accused of exaggeration 
if one were to describe Canada as a 
land flowing with milk and honey; 
but there is no doubt that It is in a 
very real sense a land of promise, and 
that its promise is one which will be 
fulfilled at no distant date. It is this 
which makes it Impossible for even 
the least imaginative to approach the 
shores of Canada without feeling that 
lie ia in the presence of one of those 
ereat influences which moulds the des- 
tinies of men and nations. The con- 
viction deepens as. leaving the opon 
sea behind, one enters the St. Law- 
rence, upon whose broad surface the 
ocean steamers ride with the ease of 
pleasure boats. There is, perhaps, in 
all the world no more impressive sight 
than that presented by the mighty 
river, on the banks of which the blue 
Laurentlan mountains, rising' from the 
water's edge, dwarf into insignificance 
the great ships passing on their way 
to the city of Quebec. Nor is there 
' anything more beautiful than the first 
view of Quebec seen from die river 
by night. As the liner approaches the 
harbor beneath the steel blue starlit 
sky of a warm summer night, the city 
stands outlined by innumerable points 
of light ranging from the quay to '.lie 
heights of the Chateau Frontenac, 
above which the frowning citadel 
looms out in solitary grandeur on the 
Plains of Abraham. Here, at the very 
entrance to Canada, is classic ground, 
for here the future of the country was 
assured by one of the decisive battles 
of the world. Here it was that Wolfe 
and Montcalm met and died as heroes, 
and here that British constitutional 
government and British law were be- 
queathed to future generations. 

It is much to be regretted that in 
this beautiful city, with its fine build- 
ings, its imposing seminaries and con- 
vents, and its stately churches, no 
worthy memorial of Wolfe to this day 
exists. A gaol stands near the spot 



where he fell mortally wounded; and 
tlie site which should be preserved as 
sacred to the memory of two bravo 
men is dotted with other buildings in- 
congruous with the associations of the 
place. A memorial to Wolfe and 
Montcalm bears the terse Inscription: 

Mortem Virtus Communom 
Putnam hi Is tor la 
Monumuntum Posteritas 
Bed It 

But posterity owes something more 
than this. The emigrant landing at 
New York finds inspiration In tlie 
colossal statue of Liberty which dom- 
inates the harbor. Surely the emi- 
grants to Canada who, as they draw 
near tlie land of their choice, crowd 
the bows of the ship and strain their 
eyes towards Quebec, should not lack 
the Inspiration which would be 'afford- 
ed by some worthy memorial of the 
hero who vindicated upon the Heights 
of Abraham those principles by which 
tlie descendants of his gallant foes 
have been the first to benefit. The 
French Canadians long ago recogniz- 
ed the advantages which accrued to 
them by the change from the sover- 
eignly of Louis XV to that of George 
in. "From that day," exclaimed 
Louis Joseph Paplneau, in a speech 
delivered at Montreal in lS'Ju, "from 
that day tlie reign of law succeeds to 
that of violence; from that day the 
treasures, the Navy, and tlie Armies 
of Great Britain are mustered to af- 
ford us an invincible protection 
against internal dangers: from that 
day the hotter part of her laws be- 
comes ours, while our religion, pro- 
perty, and tlie laws by which they 
wore governed remain unaltered. 
Soon after .are granted to us the prin- 
ciples of Its free Constitution — an in- 
fallible pledge, when acted upon, of 
| our internal prosperity." 

Hut it is not of French Canada, or 
! the Canada of tlie Eastern Provinces, 
I that it is the object of these articles 
to treat. Stretching away towards the 
West, for a distance of thousands of 
I miles, there is a Canada which to 
I Paplneau and liis contemporaries was 
an unknown country. This land, with. 
Its mountains rich in minerals, its fer- 
tile but virgin prairies stretching in 
vast unbroken and solitary plains, its 
forests from time immemorial the 
home of the Indian and the haunt of 
beasts of prey, lias been brought by 
the energy, enterprise, and resolution 
of the men of our own day within 
the pale of civilization. Its great lakes, 
which it is no exaggeration to des- 
cribe as inland seas, are the high- 
ways of commerce; its rivers, teem- 



ing with fish, have become a source 
of unsuspected wealth; while Its in- 
numerable cataracts and waterfalls 
are rapidly being converted into gen- 
erators of that power upon the exis- 
tence of which great industries de- 
pend, and which in many less favor- 
ed parts of the world is as costly as 
in Canada It is abundant and Inex- 
pensive. 

Were It not for the facilities for 
transportation which railways afford, 
such, a state of things could not have 
been attained; and Without any dis- 
paragement of tlie results achieved 
by the other railways of the Domin- 
ion, It Is the literal truth to say that 
in the main these peaceful victories 
are due to the construction of the 
Canadian pacific railway. It is dif- 
ficult, even for those who have tra- 
versed its line from Quebec in the 
east to Vancouver city in the west, to 
realize what the railway means to 
Canada; and its significance cannot 
be appreciated by those whose know- 
ledge is derived merely from descrip- 
tions or statistics. A few particulars, 
however, gleaned by the writer, who 
was afforded an opportunity of In- 
specting the company's Angus works 
at Montreal, will be of interest. These 
works, which are the largest in the 
Dominion, occupy an area of 170 
acres, of which more than 21 ttc 
are covered by the construction shops 
and offices. ' Nearly 6,000 employees 
are engaged in producing the rolling 
stock and other material used on the 
line. Twenty-four freight cars, of a 
capacity ranging between 30 and 40 
tons, are built every day: and 200 pas- 
senger cars of all types are turned 
out every year, together with main 
other ears of every description for the 
company's service. The total num- 
ber of new locomotives annually put 
upon the road is some ^00, of which 
the company Itself makes about 6.1, 
the balance being purchased from 
other constructors. All this material, 
and much besides, is rapidly swallow- 
ed up by the ever-increasing -traffic 
of the. railway, the demands of which 
are insatiable. It is the call of the 
West which one hears above all tlie 
din and uproar of the Angus work- 
shops—the West, which Is ever crying 
out for more - lines of railway, more 
engines, more freight cars, to enable 
it to trade with the busy world be- 
yond its borders. 

Let us. then, leaving in our wake 
the cities of Quebec and Montreal and 
Ottawa, with their handsome public 
buildings, their splendid parks, and 
all tlie attractions with which rare 
beauty of situation invests them, turn 



nur faces toward the "West. .From 
Montreal to Fort William, the point 
at which we meet the first striking 
evidence of Western development, the 
distance is nearly 1,000 miles. It Is 
a long run, through the Province of 
Ontarla, but in Canada one quickly 
grows accustomed to traveling over 
distances compared with which the 
furthest railway Journey at home 
sinks Into Inslgnlfcance. As the train 
speeds through the country interven- 
ing between Ottawa and Fort William 
the landscape changes. The region 
traversed grows gradually [ess and 
less cultivated, until at last the ag- 
ricultural land gives place to forest 
and mountain in which big game- 
bear, moose, and deer— abound. From 
time to time tlie train runs past a 
small town or village; but on the 
whole the impression received is .lie 
of wlldness and desolation, relieved, 
as the northern shores of Lake Su- 
perior are approached, by scenery ol 
the most romantic description. Here 
and there an Indian encampment 
pitched beside an arm of the lake eon 
jures up recollections of Fenlfnoi 
Cooper, and. for a moment, one seems 
to see the home of Hawk-eye and 
Chingachgook, and of Uncas, "the >asl 
of the Mohicans." All this is chang- 
ed when Port William is reached. Hern 
thoughts of romance give place , to 
everyday realities. Huge grain "ele- 
vators" raise aloft their unlovely out- 
lines, anil the traveller feels at once 
that he is in the presence of business 
of the most severe description. Port. 
William is the name of one of two 
towns which, .situated close together, 
are friendly but determined rivals. 
The second of these towns is Port Ar- 
thur; and so keen Is the local pat- 
riotism of tlie Inhabitants of the two 
cities, thai it is safer not to speak ol 
Fort William and Port Arthur with- 
out, in the same breath, reversing the 
order and speaking of Port Arthur 
and Fort William. 

Nothing, indeed, is more striking to 
a stranger to Canada than the attach- 
ment of the people not only to the 
country itself, hut also to the part of 
il in which they happen to dwell. It 
is the same from one end of the Do- 
minion to the other. National and 
civic pride would seem to be the lut- 
standlng characteristic of all Cana- 
dians, and it is one of tlie best prools 
of the confidence which they feel In 
their country. One cannot wonder at 
this confidence when one considers 
how Canada litis developed within re- 
cent years. Port Arthur and Fort 
William are cases In point. In 1903 
the population of the former city was 



about 3,000; last year II had Increased 
to over 10,000. The population of Fort 
William has grown In the same time 
from about 4,000 to something like 
13,000. From the beautiful Kakaboka 
Fulls, in their vicinity, and from other 
sources, these cities derive abundant 
water-power. They are well lighted 
by electricity, have an excellent sys- 
tem of electrical street railways, and 
appear to be in every other respect 
efficiently equipped: Perhaps it would 
be more exact to say "in almost every 
other respect," for, in common with 
most Canadian towns, they are defec- 
tive In the matter of roads. The Can- 
adians say they have, no time to make 
roads. It may be so; but they find 
time to make so many other civic Im- 
provements that one cannot hut re- 
gard as a blemish the stale of the 
public highways in many flourishing 
centres of population. 

A glance at the map will show the 
situation of Fort William a "d TJ ° rt 
Arthur to be strategic. These towns 
stand on the shore of Lake Superior, 
and are well served by railways. They 
are already the seat of thriving manu- 
factures, while the shipments or grain 
from Fort William last year exceeded 
the large total of 51 million bushels. 
The grain thus handled is the produce 
of tlie West. It is brought from the 
distant plains and stored in enormous 
elevators until the moment arrives for 
its despatch from Fori William 
whence it finds its way by Lake Su- 
perlor to ull parts of the world whore 
Canadian wheat is in request. For 
William and Port Arthur have been 
described as an outpost of the West, 
the gate of which is Winnipeg. They 
are far from the wheat-growing ana 
nf the prairie and have HOB yet he- 
come surrounded by an agricultural 
population. Vet the land Ii» their vi- 
cinity is eminently suited for mixed 
farming, tlie produce of which could 
be sold to the townsfolk at a good 
profit. "in these cities," said the 
Mayor of Port Arthur to the writer, 
"we have a population approximat- 
ing 30,000, and we do not raise enough 
produce to supply the needs of 1-00. 
We are compelled to bring potatoes 
from a distance of tiOO miles, while we 
could easily raise 300 bushels to the 
acre at our very doors." Iron is plen- 
tiful in the mountains abbut 100 miles 
from Port Arthur, and an extensive 
plant which lias recently been laid 
down in the city is estimated to pro- 
duce 100 tons of pig Iron a day. There 
are many other Industries which are 
already a source of wealth to the in- 
habitants. As tlie plains fill up. as 
the production of wheat increases, It 



seems reasonable to assume that the 
trade and commerce of these towns 
will grow proportionately. That Is the 
assumption and the confident expec- 
tation of their Inhabitants, the more 
sanguine spirits among 'whom do not 
hesitate to confess their belief that 
their cities are destined to rival Chi- 
cago both in size ami in Opulence. 
There is something in the air of Can- 
ada, which conduces to optimism— and 
optimism, though an excellent thing in 
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run of about 100 miles from these 
two towns brings the traveler to Win- 
nipeg, a city the, growth of which 
litis been extraordinary. The history 
of Winnipeg reads like a romance. In 
1S70 the inhabitants of this place, now 
the capital of tlie Province of Mani- 
toba, numbered only 210. In the in- 
terval between that year anil the pre- 
sent the population has increased to 
over 111,000. Among the causes which 
have contributed to this surprising 
growth the chief is undoubtedly the 
advent of the C. P. P.. which has 
made of Winnipeg the greatest grain 
market in the British empire. Tlie 
trade of the city includes vast <|uan- 
tities nf food stuffs, clothing, hard- 
ware, agricultural Implements and ma- 
chinery, furniture ami building ma- 
terials; and its railway freight ton- 
nage is said to be the greatest of any 
Canadian city. It is not 
understand that this si 
case, since al Winlnpeg i 
big to tin.' Fast is stored 
on its arrival from tlie plains, and im- 
mense quantities of supplies for the 
farmers of the West pass through Us 
hands. 

The pride of the people nf Winni- 
peg in their city is intense, ana It is 
natural thai it should lie so. The 
fine broad streets, the handsome pub- 
lic buildings, the numerous parks and 
gardens of which Winnipeg can boast, 
are a source of legitimate self-con- 
gratulation lo those who have in any 
degree contributed to bring them into 
existence. As one drives round Win- 
nipeg one is struck by the taste with 
which its residential quarters have 
been laid out. Elegant boulevards, 
carefully planted with Irees, surround 
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•the business centres of the city. Be- 
neath the trees, on either side of the 
roadway, is a broad bund of green turf, 
behind which, surrounded by III in 
and well-kept gardens, are the man- 
sions and villas of the wealthier citi- 
zens. Pervading the whole there is .in 
air of comfort and prosperity which 
could exist in none but a flourishing 
and ' well-to-do community. Tho 
business part of Winnipeg presents, it 
Is true, to an English eye not a few 
of those crude contrasts which are In- 
evitable in a new and" as ""yet unfin- 
ished city. But Western methods of 
building lire very different from those 
which obtain in the Old World. The 
sky-scraper, rearing its aggressive 
height at intervals along the streets, 
dominates the less pretentious propor- 
tions of the neighboring houses, and 
dwarfs them into insignificance. The 
condition of the roads and side-walks 
Is not above criticism. But when all 
is said, the wonder is not that there 
is room for improvement, but that so 
much has been accomplished In so 
short a. time. Winnipeg, in a word, 
is a fine city, which is destined to be- 
come still finer as its Inhabitants 
have menus and opportunity to pro- 
ceed with Its embellishment. 

The Canadian revels in statistics, 
and the citizen of Winnipeg is no 
exception to the rule. He will tell 
you, with visible satisfaction, that tho 
population of ills vity is equal to 
about a tenth of tho entire population 
of Canada west of Lake Superior; that 
it is the third city In Canada in tlie 
volume of Its bank clearings as well 
as in that of its Customs Imports. Ho 
will press into your hand bewildering 
figures as to the value of its real 
property, the expenditure on building 
improvements, the grain-holding ca- 
pacity of its elevators, the mileage of 
its streets, sewers, water mains, nnd 
boulevards. He will Impart to you, 
with hardly concealed emotion, the 
fact that the railway yards of the 
C.P.R. at Winnipeg, containing 1:10 
miles of sidings, are the largest owned 
by one company on tlie continent, and 
that when the new terminals of tlie. 
Canadian Northern and Grand Trunk 
Pacific railways are completed they 
will also he amog the largest nnd 
most costly in America. With tlie.so 
and many more proofs and indications 
and assurances of its greatness and 
prosperity still echoing in his car, the 
traveler bound for the Far West re- 
gains the station, ascends the stops 
of the railway car, and, turning his 
face in tlie direction of the setting 
sun, reluctantly bids farewell to Win- 
nipeg, the Gate of the West. ■ 



Having .harnessed Lie streams and 
even converted wave force in^o, elec- 
tricity, the modern physical scientists 
have undertaken to make a more care- 
ful study of the phenomena of light- 
ning in the clouds with a view to pos- 
sible utilization for industrial pur- 
poses, says a writer in the Montreal 
Star. To the electrician the play of 
lightning seems like a great waste of 
energy; An electrical storm possesses 
enough potential energy to drive a 
good many factory wheels. A lightning 
flash several miles long casts athwart 
the earth an illumination so great and 
intense that our highest developed 
electrical lamps seem insignificant in 
comparison. 

Recently a brilliant electrio flash on 
a cloudy day has been estimated to 
give light equal to one-fool candle 
power, and if one watt is allowed per 
candle foot a, flash of lightning a space 
of two miles would represent an ex- 
pended energy of some 10,000 kilowatt 
seconds. Imagine an artificial lamp 
produced by man's ingenuity capable 
of spreading an illumination like this 
through space! The flash through 
space illuminates two miles square of 
earth, which would require many hun- 
dred thousand incandescent lamps to 
equal. 

But that we have many misconcep- 
tions about lightning is apparent from 
recent investigations. A lightning 
flash frequently extends over several 
miles, of space. A single flash of 10,- 
000 volts an Inch would thus require a 
potential difference of about 1,200,000,- 
000 volts for the entire length of Iwo 
miles. Such a voltage in the clouds is 
almost Inconceivable. It is not in ac- 
cord witli all of our ideas of the na- 
ture of electricity. 

It should, so far as we can conceive, 
annihilate whole communities and de- 
stroy all human life within a radius 
of many miles of Hi ■ lightning flash. 
Aside from tlie question of killing us 
by the voltage, it would mean a fright- 
ful deluge of nitric acid. Far less 
than a fraction of this enormous volt- 
pge would electrically break down tho 
nlr and produce ozone and nitric acid. 
Thai is. the molecules nf tin-, air are 
dissociated and rccombincd. What 
would be the unfortunate condition of 
the Inhabitants of any district where 
a lightning flash caused a deluge of 
pi trio acid is something not pleasant 
to contemplate. 

But such does not happen. Kvor 
since man has inhabited the earth 
violent thunderstorms and electrical 
flushes have broken the monotony of 
summer's heat, and so fur as the re- 
cords show no remarkable visitation 
of unusual calamities has resulted 
therefrom. Yet the phenomena of tho 
lightning flash have puzzled scientists. 
They could nH understand why ozone 
nnd nitric acid were not formed in 
enormous quantities by even an or- 
dinary flash. 

But the secret of it now appears to 
be that our eyes are not capable of 
recording accurately this peculiar 
phenomena of the heavens. It is all 
an optical illusion, this watching a 
flash of lightning. It is not one vio- 
lent discharge, but a series. A flash 
two or more miles in length is made 
up of thirty to fifty successive dis- 
charges, occurring so rapidly thai 
their appearance seems almost simul- 
taneous to .the eye. An Impression on 
the human eye persists for only 0.1 
second, nnd it cannot measure any- 
thing less than this. Consequently ,f 
a flash of lightning is only one ouo- 
tbousandetli of a second In duration 
we cannot distinguish It from one per- 
sisting only 0.1 second. Herein is 
where the secret of our misconception 
comes in. 

The caiiiora measures Ugh! much 
mi ro accurately ami sensitively than 
oar naked eyes. Vivid photographs of 



lightning flashes have been taken 
Which show tint successive discharges 
make up a flash which is a mile or 
more m length, in other words, there 
is rarely any single flash, but a series 
of disruptions. In rotating cameras as 
many as forty successive flashes have 
been recorded in a two-mile discharge, 
the whole lasting less than six-tenths 
of a second. 

This being the case, a lightning flash 
of several miles in length may occur 
without creating any great potential 
difference in tlie ends. The action of 
a discharge i.- much like a landslide 
down a steep sand hill. A slight move- 
ment of a pebble may start several 
other particles downward until the 
movement becomes general, and a 
| landslide follows. A slight discharge 
of electricity from a cloud is followed 
by another am! another until the total 
let loose is enormous. But the total 
voltage discharged at any one time is 
relatively small, possibly 50,000 volts 
a foot at the momenl of discharge, 
! wiih an average potential difference 
i between different points of the cloud of 
f0, 000,000 volts. 

| Sensitive recording Instruments have 
begun t i measure tic lightning 

I flushes, and in this way our knowledge 
concerning the electrical discharges of 
the clouds is being made more accur- 
ate. For instance, it Is pretty well 
known now that the duration of the 
discharge is about one-five-hundred- 
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You could have music for over two and 
one half days steadily, ten hours a day, 
if you IiHd it harnessed to your electric 
piano. 

Or course, there is no limit to what 
the flash of lightning could do if pro- 
perly harnessed and Us potential en- 
ergy stored so that it could be used for 
driving machinery. Its usefulness 
would bo limited only by tlie machin- 
ery invented for doing man's work, and 
this, as we all know, is sufficiently 
varied to Include almost every known 
labor. Wl.cn Benjamin Frankjln first 
tried to bottle up the lightning of the 
clouds he probably had no adequate 
knowledge of its potential energy, and 
even until very recently it was largely 
guesswork as to what force or energy 
a single electrical discharge on the 
clouds represented. 

If the day shoul I ever come when 
such electrical discharges could he 
harnessed and used to do work for 
rr.Eh, a summer thunderstorm would 
become a commercial possibility that 
Wi uld attract the greedy. Ii wouul 
he a scramble men to gather the 
lightning of every storm before a rival 
could gel ahead of you. Legislation 
might then have to he enacted to pro- 
tect the lightning, lest we should have 
our displays of heavenly fireworks des- 
troyed, much as we have bad to pass 
laws to prevent the destruction of Ni- 
agara by electrical power companies. 
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u ■■ might translate it into 
r language In- showing what 
i if ii was directed toward 
1 work-. In electrical scl- 
•ak of the kilowatt hour hi- 
ke kilowatt second. We 
oxlmately what can he ac- 
i omplished In' a kllowat hour when 
electricity is harnessed to perform dif- 
ferent work. On this basis of compu- 
lation the potential energy of ourflash 
of lightning in the clouds could per- 
form some marvellous feats in the in- 
dustrial world. 

Approximately it could saw 830 feet 
of deal timber if harnessed to a mill 
to drive a modern circular saw, or it 
could be used to sharpen 1 1,000 knives 
if used for driving a grindstone. It 
has sufficient potential energy to carry 
you some nine miles in an electrical 
eetomobile if properly harnessed and 
used for this purpose. It could warm 
my lady's curling tongs every day for 
nearly three years for three minutes 
;.t each performance, with a little ex- 
tra service for Sunday, or il would 
light nearly 8,400 cigars by the ordin- 
ary flashlight method. Again, It could 
he made to blow a, large church organ 
for every Sunday for over three suc- 
cessive months, or pump 100 gallons of 

water to a height of twenty-five feet 
something like three times.

While all the rest of Ireland is 
plunged in a (angle of agitation and 
counter agitation, here on the Atlantic 
seaboard one. finds a vast if scattered 
population that seems to he so sunken 
In poverty and want and despair that 
It has not the heart even to come out 
Into the open and take part in politi- 
cal doings. Elsewhere throughout the 
country the people rind some interest 
in life, here In the Irish Avernus they 
seem to have nothing to do but battle 
with the spectre of starvation, go Into 
the workhouse or the lunatic, asylum 
if they are compelled to give up the 
struggle, or at best die and be buried 
and feel thankful In the process. 

The wilds of Mayo are far from the 
beaten track trodden by the average 
American tourist, but many Irish scat- 
tered over the United States can tell 
of the sufferings of the people and 
their struggles for bare existence, it 
was with a party of Americans who 
desired to see how the very poor 
among the Irish peasants actually live 
that a correspondent traveled over 
from the comparatively prosperous 
east of Ireland to the west— the Con- 
naught to which the forbears of the 
present population were . driven from 
their lush lands by Cromwell. To get 
there is a pain.

Here is a picture of a "comfortable" 
cabin in the district. It is built of 
mud and in the center of the floor 
glimmers a peat fire. Tho smoke finds 
egress through a hole in the ceiling. 
In two of the corners of the cabin are 
straw beds covered with sacks, which 
serve as blankets, and counterpanes. 
Around the turf fire, sitting on a long 
log and on an upturned box, are the 
aged father and mother and a brood 
of children. Judging by their appear- 
ance one might take the. youngsters to 
he the grandchildren of the couple. 
They are not. The apparently aged 
pair are really young as age goes, but 
in the frightful battle they nave be- 
come bowed and broken and on their 
fin es rest traces of permanent and 
great care. 

The youngsters are as yet fresh 
complexioned, hut their time is coming. 
When they enter the battle of the west 
they will lose tile bloom lent by the 
fresh winds of the ocean and the bogs. 
They will dream of the workhouse and 
the more dreaded lunatic asylum, and 
will pray for death to come for them 
before they have seriously to face 
either, even as their parents pray now. 
The family owns a boncon, or young 
pig, and it runs about the floor, and 
below tho rafters roost several hens 
and a cock. It is believed to be an ex- 
ploded notion (hut the western peas- 
ant grants asylum to Ills fowls in his 
house, but It is not so.

land to tile casual eye there does not 
seem to he sufficient edible herbage oil 
the mountains to half feed 60 per cent, 
of tin; goats and attenuated sheep 
that seem to got a living there. The 
unfortunate "farmer" does his best to 
make the most of the mountains. The 
majority of these decent patches are 
artificial. That is to say, the farmers 
have cleared away the stones and 
boulders and transported baskets of 
earth from the plains below to make 
it possible lo grow a scanty crop to 
feed such stock as they possess. Rents 
arc charged for the farms, which not 
the poorest of poor back lot farmers 
in America would live upon if paid to 
do so. 

It. would be impossible to give an 
adequate picture of those poor dwell- 
ers along the Atlantic seaboard. They 
are ill fed, ill clad, and eke. out an in- 
tensely miserable existence heaven 
knows how. Those near the coast haul 
the weeds out of the sea for fertilising 
purposes, and they only do so at the 
risk nf prosecution,' since tlie landlords 
claim ownership of tlie beaches down 
to low water mark and . beyond. In 
little bog patches, thoy grow potatoes. 
These form the staple article of food, 
with milk — when it can be had — and 
Indian-meal porridge, and once in a 
while fish. Meat Is absolutely beyond 
their powers of purchase, nnd their 
food is such as is given to hogs in 
prosperous countries, 

This year the potatoes have failed in 
most parts and at best the tubers are 
small arid only fit for swine food. In 
the circumstances the government has 
I been warned that a partial famine 
I will bo experienced by the peasants, 
but no notice has as yet been taken 
by the authorities, who usually take 
I steps only when the people have been 
| actually starving for some time. A fail- 
ure of food is bud enough, but the 
(suffering of the peasants will bo ac- 



centuated by a shortage of fuel. The 
extraordinarily wet season made it im- 
possible for the peasants to cut and 
dry the peat for the winter's fuel, and 
tho supply saved is so scant that un- 
fortunate peasantry wall have to live 
most of the winter on tlie bleak wastes 
in unwarmed cabins. 

The congested districts board has 
done much to remove those sunken 
country people to other neighborhoods, 
where tiie conditions are better, but 
for the most part the peasants look 
over the waters of the Atlantic and 
dream of America from which tho 
ocean separates them. Poor though 
their hovels are and poor though their 
farms, they have tho greatest affection 
on earth for the most miserable of 
livings. They hate to leave the old 
hearth and the old patch of "farm" to 
migrate to other parts of Ireland, 
where they are not always welcome, 
! and their one dream is to get away. 
If go they must, to the States. 

The west of Ireland is romantic, 
grand and bold, with Its mighty cliffs 
along the coast, and) its mountains; 
but a tour in i( is not to be recom- 
mended to sucli as brood over miseries 
encountered. The thoughts of the half- 
starved peasants that haunt the mind 
long after the tour is over robs the 
recollection of al! pleasure, and all onii 
can think of is the wail and haggard 
and prematurely old people who wist- 
fully looked at the tourist when pass- 
ing, the scattered population who are 
not so well off as the South African 
savages In their kraals, the stories of 
misery and the tales of the rapidly 
overcrowding workhouses and lunatic 
asylums. Despair lias the majority in 
Its clutches; but one outstanding fea- 
ture of the west, meets one on all Fides. 
Most of the folks liavo sons and 
daughters in the States, and they tell 
of the remittances sent from America. 
— small, it may be, hut remittances 
which help them to drug through their 
crushing existence. The Irish song 
says, "The west's awake." Experience 
shows that the west is also hungry, 
miserable and plunged In a chaos of 
want and distress. 



Her Majesty's Yacht 

Queen Alexandra has more than onto 
referred to the time spent on the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, as her rest 
cure. While on hoard, Her Majesty 
has no formal audiences to hold, and 
receives her intimate friends without 
ceremony. The yacht is their Majes- 
ties' "home on tiie rolling wave," the 
simplest and most restful of their 
homes. The scheme of decoration 
throughout the vessel was supervised 
by the King anil Queen. It is rich 
and beautiful, hut simple. The cab- 
ins are panelled in enamelled white, 
and warmth of color is obtained in the 
carpets and furniture. For the color 
scheme in her bedroom the Queen 
chose the softest green and white; 
there is a hath here of jasper, and the 
furniture is of inlaid satin wood. The 
drawing room is decorated in Adams' 
style, tlie furniture of inlaid satin 
wood.

Tho Doukhobor pilgrims, 70 In num- 
ber, may winter In Fort William, 
where they now tire. 
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Almost every day during the week 
that lias just past the newspapers 
contain allusions to the scarcity of 
money. In the United States steel and 
other works have closed down tor 
want of money and on the prairies we 
hear that money cannot he got to send 
the wheat out of the country as fast as 
it should go. 

In our own province many of tho 
mines have closed down because there 
is no market for copper, -and the lum- 
ber mills havo stopped working be- 
cause more lumber has been sawed 
than can bo sold at the presont high 
prices. As the wheat harvest has been 
scarce, tho farmers In Alberta and 
Saskatchewan will have to do without 
houses and barns much as they need 
them. The tiny houses that these 
prairie people manage to live comfort- 
ably in would surprise many Victoria 
boys and girls if they could see them. 
Wood is not plentiful, and they could 
not keep large houses warm even i£ 
they could afford to build them. 

Business men say that thcro is no 
danger of people o>i the coast 1 suffering 
from want of money, but they advise 
every one to be careful and not spend 
more than they need. Thero are a 
great many people who think that 
food and wages itre far too dear and i 
that we pay ever so much more than | 
we ought to for the wood that grows 
so abundantly in our forests and for 
the coal that lies in inexhaustible 
quantities under the ground on our 
own island and on tho mainland. 

Those who remember when tho first 
surveyors crossed the Rocky moun- 
tains by the Kicking Horse pass, are 
now old men and see every day that 
tho friends of their young manhood are 
passing away. 

A few days ago, Sir. James Hector, 
who was the first to survey the Kick- 
ing Horse pass, through which the 
Canadian Pacific railway has since 
been built, died in New Zealand. 

An old gentleman told the writer this 
summer that long before the railroad 
was built, a party of young men found 
their way with great toil and hardship 
from Saskatchewan by the rushing 
torrent of tho Kicking Horse river to 
the banks of the Columbia and fol- 
lowed that river into East Kootenay. 

As one looked around at tho tower- 
ing precipice! and down at the foam- 
ing, rushing river, it seemed impossi- 
ble that men could be found daring 
enough to attempt the journeys per- 
formed by these old explorers and 
pioneers. The skill which designed a 
■railway over the mountains and 
bridged the rivers was scarcely more 
wonderful than the bravery and endur- 
ance of those who led tho way through 
the passes of British Columbia. 

Tho schooners which recently re- 
turned from Beliring sea, are leaving 
or preparing to leave Victoria on 
scaling trips into the southern seas.

The fanners of .Alberta, if reports 
be true, will suffer distress from tho 
fact that they cannot sell the cattle 
they havo to spare. Some of those 
farmers who lost some of their wheat 
by frost depended on getting money 
for cattle sold to the butchers. There 
is no market for these animals, so the 
farmers will not only have to do with- 
out the money but. to keep the cattle 
through the winter. Let us hope the 
winter will be mild and that a fine 
long season will fill our neighbors' 
pockets next year.

Now that education has raised the 
standard of intellectuality by develop- 
ing dormant intelligence, the old qual- 
ification for a particular position are 
Inadequate. Mistresses require a maid 
of a different calibre; that is, many of 
them do now, and all of them will dur- 
ing the next decade. 'Phis transforms 
the position; in the opinion of many it 
becomes a new profession. There are 
thousands of girls who have received 
an excellent education without finding 
any really suitable employment, it is 
not overy girl who finds office work 
congenial, or perhaps suitable to her 
health; the private mercantile estab- 
lishment, the government department, 
the public schools. All these have no 
attraction for her. The daily journey 
to the office In all weathers is displeas- 
ing also to her; therefore, the position 
of lady's maid under the new condi- 
tions may be just the very thing she 
is looking for. Letters, except those 
of a specially private character, will 
bo written or typed by the maid from 
dictation, and the mistress will sign 
them. The maid will be able to give 
her mistress details of various matters 
which she has gleaned from current 
newspapers and periodicals; this can be 
casi\y done- while performing the me- 
chanical duties, so that the time passes 
pleasantly and profitably for the mis- 
tress and perhaps for both.

The old saving that a life of single 
blessedness awaits the unmarried per- 
son who eats the last piece of bread 
and butter is well known, and is often 
believed In seriously. Also that good 
luck requires tho sugar to be put in 
the teu cups before tho cream or tea, 
but it is still held in Devonshire that 
the guest who Is so ill-advised as to 
fold his serviette on the occasion of 
his first dining at a home will assured- 
ly be regarded as an ill-omened person 
and must never expect to receive a se- 
cond invitation from his host. Up to 
quite a recent date toast .drinking was 
firmly established as a daily custom 
even within the family circle, and the 
ruse of securing a supply of colored 
water in lieu of wine was frequently 
adopted by the unfortunate ones, 
wiiose heads or constitutions were not 
proof against the potations politeness 
required them to share. We can af- 
ford to indulge in sentimental regrets 
over tho banishment of the loving cup 
at our civic banquets, for most of us 
have forgotten the significance of that 
time-honored rite in days when the 
fear of poison was ever present at tin: 
board of prince and peasant alike, 
making the partaking of a common cup 
a pledge of safety as well as of good 
will. 

Superstition dies a hard death and 
even today there are few of us who 
would willingly sit down to table, in a 
company of tiilrteoh. 

To find a reason lor the tenacious 
belief in the ill luck attending spilling 
of salt at table, there is no need to 
look back to the old Roman times, 
when salt was sprinkled on the head 
of the victim to be sacrificed, or when 
the soldier's "salary" was reckoned as 
the money equivalent of the ration of 
salt to which they were entitled. Tho 
more value of the article in early days 
would be quite sufficient to explain the 
superstition about its careless use. It 
is more difficult to find a satisfactory 
origin for the old saying, "Help to 
salt, help to sorrow" — a belief by the

Wrap 
each piece in one of the leaves pre- 
viously set on one side, and tie- it into 
shape with a piece of thread and place 
them as done into a saucepan lined 
with a sliced carrot, turnip, onion, a 
bunch of herbs; about one ounce of 
butter and sufficient water to just 
reach to the bottom of the cabbage. 
Put on the lid and cook till the 
bage is tender, which will take about 
thirty minutes. I.ift out. arrange on a 
hot dish and serve with Beurrc Kondu 

Chou Rouge Hollandaise 

Take a good red cabbage, divide II 
into four, remove (he hard stalk am 
boil in boiling water for twenty min- 
utes. At the end of this time remove 
it, chop it up roughly and put it into

Where Marriage Is Universal 

Marriage is almost universal among 
the Mohammedans. There arc no 'old 
maids," arid very rarely "cocottes," in 
the ordinary acceptance of the term. 
Tills latter class is recruited from di- 
vorcees, widows without children or 
other family ties. As a rule no young 
man is considered fitted for business 
or entitled to the confidence of the 
■community, until he is engaged or 
married. Not infrequently, quite 
young children are "engaged" by 
tholr parents or guardians, and It Is 
seldom that these early obligations 
fall of fulfilment in more mature 
years. A young man may marry at 
the age of fifteen, and a girl at 
twelve. These pre-arranged marriag- 
es are very common, and It Is seldom 
that the husband looks at the unveil- 
ed face of his bride until after the 
formalities are accomplished. Still, the 
law allows him to see the faco and 
hands of his intended once before 
marriage. There tire, doubtless, dis-

Then he may 
console himself with the knowledge 
that he may make three other trials 
in order to fill up his cup of domestic 
bliss and the door of divorce is al- 
ways open through which he may re- 
tire without serious opposition. 

The personal statutes of the Moham- 
medan set forth in minute detail tho 
rules pertaining to marriage and di- 
vorce, and prescribe the duties and 
obligations of both parties during the 
marital delations. 

Article I, provides that all women 
free of conjugal ties, and widows or 
divorcees after the legal "retreat," 
may be demanded in marriage; but a 
candidate for the fair hand can only 
express a desire of marriage to a di- 
vorcee or widow after the expiration of 
one year. The marriage contract is 
purely a civil obligation, and may bo 
proposed by either sex, or by the par- 
ents or guardians of either.' Two wit- 
nesses are required, who must be of 
full age and of tho masculine sex. but 
one man and two women may be ac- 
cepted as witnesses. The marriage 
may also be contracted in writing- if 
the parties are not present and tho 
writing is read aloud in the presenct 
of the necessary witnesses. 

Like most European countries, tho 
question of dowry or "dot" forms an 
essential part of the marriage con- 
tract. In Mohammedan lands tho 
husband only is obliged to provide a 
dowry for the bride, which varies in 
amount according to their re^peetivo 
pecuniary situations. In the absence 
of a llxed sum, this is regulated by 
the custom of the province in which 
the marriage takes place. This dow- 
ry is paid directly to the bride in 
whole or in part, and in case of non- 
payment she may maintain an action 
against her husband for its recovery. 

The trousseau of the bride, whether 
provided by the parents or from her 
own separate estate — which may con- 
sist of her personal wardrobe and tho 
furniture of the household is the in- 
violate property of the wife. The hus- 
bttnd can make no claim to any part 
of it; he may not oblige her to plaeo 
the furniture which belongs to her at 
his disposal, nor at the disposal of 
his guests; and should he use the 
same or take possession of any part 
of the trousseau, the wife may pur- 
sue him in the courts in restitution 
or in payment of the value of tho 
loss in ease of its loss or deterioration. 
The Intervention of a magistrate or 
religious authority is not essential; 
but if a marriage is contracted with- 
out the above conditions It may ho 
annulled by a magistrate on the ap- 
plication of either parly. 

There are several prohibitions to 
marriage which apply to near rela- 
tions and to questions of religious be- 
lief. Mohammedans may marry 
j Christians or Jews, but no one may 
] mai-ry n woman who has not a "ce- 
' lestial religion." "Idolators. sun-wor- 
I shippers, adorers of the stars," and, 
in fact, all whose religion is not 
founded upon some "sacred book" are 
eternally forbidden to Mussulmans. 
I The Mohammedan law authorizes 
the legitimate marriage of four wives, 
nor can that number be exceeded, un- 
less, of course, to replace one divorced 
or deceased. 
I Polygamy among tho Mohammed- 
ans is regarded as a moral institution. 
They do not pretend, like the Mor- 
mons, that it Is based upon divine or 
religious authority, although they cite 
abundant procedant as revealed by 
the sacred books of religions, includ- 
ing, of course, the "Testament" of 
the Hebrews. There are legal restric- 
tions pertaining to this feature of the 
domestic relation. No man may have 
a plurality of wives unless he is able 
to maintain them according to their 
rank or social position. If they de- 
sire each wife must be provided with 
a separate residence, and is not re- 
quired to maintain social relations 
with, or even to make the acquaint- 
ance of, the others. Should her hus- 
band fail to furnish wardrobe, sup- 
port and servants suited to her es- 
tate, or should he neglect her person- 
ally, she may cite him before the 
Cadi, who will require him to mani- 
fest perfect impartiality, and to ful- 
fil all his marital duties, '['he Child- 
ren all stand upon the same, footing, 
and, in fact, children born in a house- 
hold, whether the mothers he wives, 
or "servants,' are legitimate heirs of 
the father, and in inheritance share

The Future of Canada 




One of tlio most notable ..articles 
which has appeared or recent years 
in reference to tho future of Canada, 
appears in tho current issue of 
"Queen's Quarterly," tho magazine of 
Queen's university, Kingston. It is 
from tho pen of Mr. John S. Ewart, 
K.C., of Ottawa, Is entitled, "A Per- 
plexed Imperialist" and Is a reply to 
the now famous article published In 
the London Daily Mail by Professor- 
Stephen Leacoek, of McGill. 

Mr. Ewart dismisses Mr. Lcacock's I 
"pleasantries" as mere personalities 
and then proceeds to discuss the qucs- j 
tlon of Canadian independence in | 
these words: 

'.'Let us consider Independence a lit- 
tle." Professor Leacoek says: "Not| 
thus our path," for "we could not suv- , 
vivo a decade." Why should we die 
so soon, ho does not say. And inas- | 
much as in tho world there are, and 
always have been, very many nations 
with populations less than six millions 
of an Intelligent sort of people, the 
reason is not very apparent. Lot us 
think of two points: (1) To what 
extent are wo already independent? 
and (2) Is it possible (unless some- 
body very soon "smites the poor don- 
key") to keep us away from complete 
Independence? 

Political independence is the free- 
dom of one 'state from subordination 
to another. Canadian political history 
is the relation of our rise from com- 
plete subordination to almost com- 
plete independence. Does anyone re- 
gret tho elevation? 

Does anyone yearn for the days 
when our affairs were managed from 
Downing street? when our taxes wore 
Imposed, by Imperial officials? when 
the net proilt of post office facilities 
(exceeding sometimes £16,000 a year) 
wero remitted to London? 

For more than half our colonial 
lifetime our trade and commerce and 
manufacturers were regulated and 
thwarted by Imperial legislation. 
'Does anyone propose that our freedom 
from such subordination should be sur- 
rendered? , 

Until 1819 our tariffs respected the 
traditional right of the British manu- 
facturer to exploit the Colonial mar- 
kets. Since that date, and more par- 
ticularly since LS79, wo have had more 
regard for the Canadian than the Bri- 
tish manufacturer, and our fiscal in- 
dependence is now established and ad- 
mitted. Is the loss of our former su- 
bordination deplored? 

Not so long ago all commercial trea- 
ties were made for us— without oven 
consultation with us. Now. no treaties 
bind Canada unless she assents to 



them: and Canada nogotiutos for tariff 
concessions as she pleases. Is inde- 
pendence in that respect regretted? 

Formerly our governor ordered out 
our militia, and did with thorn as ho 
thought right. Now tho militia arc un- 
der our own control— although It is not 
always easy to convince governors or 
British officers who happen to bo In 
our service of that fact. Ought wo to 
return to military subordination? 

Until 1S42 the administration of our 
government was largely in the hands 
of our governors and their appointees; 
and since then we have had occasional 
tiffs With their excellencies upon that 
point. Upon tho whole, however, they 
have ceased to try to govern us, and 
now our own men administer the af- 
fairs of our country. Is administrative 
independence to bo given up? 

There survive, no doubt, theories of 
the subordination of our parliament to 
tho parliament of the United Kingdom; 
of the subordination of our executive 
to Downing street; of the supremacy 
Of tho war office and tho Foreign of- 
fice, and so on; but our Independence is 
so woll advanced that although, in a 
technical sense, we are not a nation, 
vet Canada has today (thank heaven 
and our own efforts) many more of the 
characteristics of a nation than of a 
colony Are we really sorry for It? 
Are We Independent? 

If Independence means that wo are 
untramelled by devotion and control; 
that wo can do us we like; that our 
freedom is so far advanced and so well 
recognized that wo have only to de- 
clare it in order to make it a legal as 
well as an actual fact, then we arc to- 
day independent. Wo have already In 
that condition survived tho decade. 

Sir "Wilfrid Lauricr and Mr. Cham- 
berlain have accustomed us to speak 
of Canada as a nation. In some re- 
spects we still fall short; but Profes- 
sor Leacoek is right in his refusal to 
bo called a "Colonial," and ho might 
well join with Imperialists such as 
I Mr. Balfour and Lord Mllner in attri- 
buting to Canada that Independence, 
that freedom from subordination, 
which are the principal characteristics 
of nationhood. That we still tolerate 
a merelv nominal subserviency, seems 
to bo sufficient to blind the eyes of tho 
professor to the fact that Canada is 
today mistress of her own destinies 
and can exercise that greatest right of 
independence— the right to do as she 
pleases. 

Our Independence then is almost 
complete. Wo have made it so, and 
probably no Canadian regrets what wo 
have done. Professor Leacoek at all 
events docs not. Already is our virtual 
Independence recognized; already are 
we given the name of a nation; already 



wo meet in conference with our "sister 
nations" on a footing of complete 
equality— arguing and bargaining for 
our respective interests. Does anyono 
wish that Instead of Imperial Confer- 
ences, at which tho Canadian Primo 
Minister should bo the chief person- 
age, wo should return to tho time of 
Governor Sir Francis Bond Head, Gov- 
ernor Lord Metcalfe, or even Governor 
Lord Dufferin? Does any Canadian 
propose to repudiate the language of 
tho British Prime Minister at tho 
recent conference: 

"Wo found ourselves, gentlemen, 
upon freedom and independence— that 
is tho essence of tho Imperial connec- 
tion. — freedom of action on tho part of 
tho individual states, freedom in their 
relations with each other, and with 
tho Mother Country." 

Lord Elgin said that he concurred in: 
"The principle which the Prime Min- 
ister laid down, that is to say tho free- 
dom and Independence of tho different 
governments which are parts of tho 
empire." 

And Mr. Asqulth (Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, says: 

" r Phe special feature of tho, British 
empire has been that it has combined, 
and succeeded in combining in a de- 
gree unknown in any other combina- 
tion in history, a loyal and affectionate 
attachment between tho centre and 
the parts of the empire, and between 
tho various parts themselves, with 
complete practical independence." 

Shall Subjection Remain? 

Are Canadians ashamed of this spe- 
cial feature of the British empire?" Of 
all peoples on tho face of tho earth, are 
they tho only ones who insist upon 
eternal independence upon somebody 
else ? 

Canada's independence being virtu- 
ally complete, the only other question 
is whether tho form and appearance of 
subjection shall rema'n to all eternity? 
Shortly wo shall have a population 
larger than that of tho British Isles; 
shall we nevertheless continue to ask 
London whether wo may rearrange our 
provincial subsidies? Already we think 
we know more than anybody else about 
our own affairs; shall we forever sub- 
mit proposed legislation to Downing 
street approval before making it law? 
Shall we eternally pretend that Down- 
ing street may veto it at any time with- 
in two years of its enactment? Shall 
wo never, never, never rise to tho 
dignity of acknowledged nationhood ? 
Shall we through all succeeding ages 
be a somebody's colony, or somebody's 
"Dominion over the . seas" — bo some- 
thing subordinate? '' Canada's history 
is the assertion of her right to inde- 
pendence She has thrown off and re- 
pudiated all real interference with her 



will. Shall she forever bo content to 
wear tho halter, oven though well as- 
sured that no one dare touch it? She 
would look hotter, I think, without it. 

The offcet of declared Independence 
would mean (unless some sensible ar- 
rangement wore made to avert It) 
some slight inconvenience or expense 
through tho loss of tho British Consu- 
lar Service; but that loss would bo 
richly requited by tho loss of tho Bri- 
tish Diplomatic Service — from Oswald 
to Alverstono. We should have the 
same service of tho British Army and 
Navy as heretofore, namely none. We 
should bo relieved iron) contribution 
to British wars, which in tho past have 
cost us heavily. Wo should gain In 
solf respect. We should bo free from 
tho colonial status which "Impairs tho 
mental vigor and narrows the outlook." 
And we should realize more clearly our 
defenceless, and take. some serious 
slops to improve our fighting condition. 

Our neglect in this respect has been 
duo to our fancied security. Does not 
tho British Navy defend us? Every 
now and then we were made aware 
that tho British Navy did nothing of 
tho sort; but our disinclination to 
spend money, soon sent us back to the 
British navy idea. Were we legally in- 
dependent, wo should have to face in- 
stead of dodging it; wo should have 
to formulate our policy and live up to 
it; and our policy might be (who can 
tell) that In exchange for the use of 
tho British navy now and then, we 
should agree to some scheme of mu- 
tual defence. I say nothing as to 
what ivo should do with our Indepen- 
dence. Tho present point is: Shall wo 
do as wo wish? 

The British empire is lacking In the 
most essential characteristics of an 
empire— not only Is there no central 
control of Its forces, but thero is no 
agreement among tho "sister-nations" 
as to what is to be dono In case of 
'war. Canada will never put her forces 
I beyond her own control. If they are 
to bo used in Imperial wars, it will be 
because she so decrees. Canada Is to- 
day Independent (that Is, she may do 
I as sho likes) with reference to Brl- 
| tish wars. Does anyone wish It other- 
wise? Her obligations must come, if 
at all, by agreement — by alliance be- 
tween slstor nations. Canada's inde- 
pendence (her right to do as sho likes) 
In this respect, too, must bo recognized. 
But Professor Leacoek would say: 
"If this be our policy and plan, let 
I us complete our teaching to our child- 
Iron. Let us inscribe it upon tho walls 
of our schools, let us write it In brass 
upon our temples that for the navy 
which made us and defends us, we 
pay not u single penny, we spare not a 
solitary man. Lot us add to It, also, 
that the lesson may bear fruit, this 



•shelter theory' of Canada now ramxiant 
In our day; that Canada by some rea- 
son of its remoteness from European 
sin and Its proximity to American rc- 
publlcism, Is sheltered from that flail 
of war with which God trlbulates the 
other people of tho world, sheltered by 
tho Monroe doctrine, by President 
Roosevelt and his battleships, sheltered 
I know not how, but sheltered some- 
how so that wo may forget the lean, 
eager patriotism and sacrifice of a 
people bred for war, and ply in peace 
the little craft of gain and greed" 
Tho Navy and Canada 
What a curious jumble! Where does 
tho professor get the Idea that the 
British Navy "made us" Our growth 
has boon rapid in proportion to the ox- 
tent to which we have ousted Downing 
street, and then permitted to manage 
our own affairs. The navy has had no 
share in tho making or us. And if the 
suggestion intended Is that the British 
navy took Canada from France, the 
professor Is very much mistaken. Our 
forefathers who used to live in tho Am- 
erican colonies had much to do with 
that. The British army, too had some 
share In it, but should we still pay 
tribute to the British army? 

In what sense does the British navy 
defend us? Twice only in the history 
of British North America has the Bri- 
tish navy taken any part for us or 
against us; and on both occasions it 
was against us— siding once, illegally, 
with tho French against the Newfound- 
landers, and siding again with the 
Americans against hie British Colum- 
bia sealers. 

"Defend us!" When and where? Not 
in (be time of peace. And not in any 
war thnt we wero In the slightest do 
greo responsible for. 

We have never had a war, although 
wo have! fought several (Including two 
in Canada) which the United Kingdom 
got itself into. We have, had indeed 
I various quarrels with the Unltod States 
but tho British navy never helped us 
in one of them — British diplomacy al- 
ways settled them tor us, ami usually 
by the easy process of concession of 
our rights. 

"Wo pay not a single penny" for the 
British navy! Certainly not. Why 
should we? AVo get no abuse for fuil- 
uro to subscribe to the British army. 
Spending our money upon our own 
war preparations seems to escape con- 
demnation, when applied to land-de- 
fence. Why is it reprehensible in con- 
nection with war ships? 

Some forty years ago Australia bo- 
eamo anxious (with much reason) 
about naval defence. European powers 
were establishing themselves in the 
neighboring islands— might they not 
seek to divide up Australia as they 
succeeded afterwards In dividing New 



Guinea? Australia, too poor to provide 
for her own defence, in 1SS7 made a de- 
finite agreement with the United King- 
dom — so much money for so many 
ships, not to bo removed from Aus- 
tralian waters. That was the com- 
mencement of what lias been called 
subscriptions to the British navy. It 
was payment for contracted defence 
and In no sense a subscription — the 
ships wero provided arid the money 
was paid. 

Afterwards all the other self-govern- 
lug colonies, except Canada agreed to 
send in their annual cheques, some of 
them upon written bargains, soino of 
them upon mere understandings; and 
from -1897 until tho present time thoro 
have never been wanting foolish people 
to deride Canada of her meanness 

The proceedings of the late colonial 
conference have changed the situation. 
Australia, realizing her mistake, has 
given nolico of intention to discontinue 
her remittances; Cape Colony and Natal 
are ceasing payments; and New Zea- 
land's arrangement falls with Austra- 
lia's. This could easily have been fore- 
seen; but what is somewhat surprising 
is that the admiralty itself acknow- 
ledged conversion to the Canadian idea. 
Instead of tho appeals to the colonies 
for contributions (of the conferences of 
1897 and 1902) we have now the com- 
plete acceptance by tho admiralty of 
tho only true and practicable principle, 
that colonial money available for colo- 
nial defence shall bo spent by the 
colonies themselves, 

Most of us have felt little hurt at 
the jibes of the last ten years. They 
will now probably cease. Canada, 
through Sir Charles Tupper, broke up 
tho original Imperial Federation 
League (1884-1893) becauso of Its in- 
sistence upon colonial subscriptions to 
tho British navy. Canada has had to 
stand alone as against the admiralty 
and all tho other colonies. Sho has 
novel' swerved. Behind Kir Wilfrid 
Laurler were both political parties. In 
this and various other contests in 
which the great principle of colonial 
self-government has been recently at- 
tacked, Sir Wilfrid has grandly guard- 
ed Canadian rights. 

Tho Monroe Doctrine 

Professor Leacoek suggests that Can- 
ada ought to forego its geographical 
advantages ("Its remoteness from sin 
and its proximity to American republi- 
canism," is his mode of expressing the 
idea), and tho advantage which may 
be derived from the Monroe doctrine, 
and should become Imperialistic — "aye, 
for the very danger of it." 

For the same reason, I suppose, the 
United Kingdom should throw off, as 
far as possible, its Island security; and 
build tunnels and bridges (It can be) 
to connect it with the continent— "aye, 



for the very dangor of It" With what 
envy ought John Bull to regard the 
geographical situation of Germany— 
"for tho very danger of it." 

"Sheltered by the Monroe Doctrine! 
By ono half of the Monroe Doctrine the 
United States has declared that Ameri- 
can territory, in both its continents, 
shall be exempt from annexation by 
foreign powers. European and Asiatic 
nations may quarrel and grab as they 
pleaso in other parts of tho world, but 
these continents shall develop undis- 
turbed, so far us possible, by outside 
rivalries. Were it hot for this Monroe 
Doctrine, the old-world struggles lor 
tho balance of power, for markets, for 
mere territorial expansion, would long 
ore this have brought European na- 
tions face to face in America, as in 
Africa and other parts of tho world. 

It Is a doctrine extremely beneficial 
to Canada, one in support of which 
Canada ought to be ready ut any tune 
with her whole strength to aid the 
United States. If Germany were to try 
to got a foothold in Maine, or Japan 
to endeavor to establish itself in Cali- 
fornia, then Canada, I should say, 
should for her own safety, lo tho extent 
of her whole power, uphold tho Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 

And why. in considering our Interna- 
tional arrangements should we Ignore 
tho fact that wero we assailed by Euro- 
pean or Asiatic wc should have an 
ally close at hand? Is there anything 
derogatory in concurrence of interests, 
or anything shameful in mutual help in 
support of them? 

Every month some English publicist 
discusses tho European situation, ar- 
gues as to tlio likelihood of support or 
antagonism, and proposes foreign policy 
based upon the known or assumed at- 
titude of other powers. England has 
not thought it reprehensible to enter 
Into a treaty with Japan with a view 
to the defence of their common inter- 
ests in tho East, or to arrange with 
France and Spain to maintain the 
; present situation in the Mediterranean. 

Discussing Canada's future, why 
must wo omit International interests 
and considerations? Wc know that our 
territory is safe from European and 
Asiatic " aggression, partly because of 
ourselves and partly because of tho 
declared policy of tho United States. 
To keep Russia out of India, the 
United Kingdom does not disdain help 
from Japan, why should wo ho humili- 
ated if. for its own interests (not for 
ours) tho United Staios should refuse 
lo permit Germany to occupy Nova 
Scotia. We should do the same for the 
United Stales wero Maine attacked— 
not "for the danger of it," but for the 
safety of it. The professor will never 
persuade Canada to spend much time 
in looking for dangers.

Today, in Winnipeg, I had some 
conversation with a prosperous resi- 
dent of that city who bought a town 
lot here two and a half years ago for 
$2r>0 per foot frontage, Six months 
late- he sold it for $3?,Q pel- foot 
frontage, and rejoiced over his bar- 
gain. This year the same town lot 
was sold for $1,350 per foot frontage, 
and last week $1,1)00 per foot front- 
age was offered and refused for the 
adjoining lot. These transactions 
form no part of any boom. There Is 
no sign of a land boom in Winnipeg. 
Tho would-be buyer must search for 
Hellers. The enhancement of from 
three t" Ave hundred per cent. is not. 
in the least fictitious. In fact, owing 
to the dearnesa of money In the West, 
it lags •somewhat behind the real de- 
velopment of Winnipeg, which has al- 
most trebled its populace during this 
century. Its assessment of real prop- 
erty for this year approaches one 
hundred mill ion dollars, and shows an 
increase of about a quarter of that 
F.um upon last year's assessment. Tho 
Winnipeg bank clearings for 1900 
wore ono hundred and six millions 
odil of dollars. In 1900 they totalled 
$504,685,000. Postal receipts show a 
Similar rate of increase and Inland 
revenue collections have risen in five 
your from half a million to $1,150,198.- 
07. In 1S70 the population of Winni- 
peg was 215. Four years later it was 
nine times that number. Two years 
ago it waa under SO, 000. Today It is 
115,000. 

Flghros usually make dull reading, 
but growth such as that of Winnipeg 
demands whole volumes of any 
lengthier form of description. As a 
grain centre; Winnipeg has only ono 
rival on tho entire American contin- 
ent. Tho United States, with its 
eighty millions of people, lias ono 
grain centre which tit present beats 
Winnipeg. But at tho present rato of 
Canadian development, another live 
years will seo Winnipeg an easy first 
among the grain centres of the world. 
The present capacity of lea grain ele- 
vators Is nearly fifty-two million 
bushels; and apart from the grain ele- 
vators, thoro is by way of tributary 
to Winnipeg a flour-milling capacity 
of :15.000 barrels a day. 

Winnipeg 1h tho capital of Manito- 
ba, and In many senses of tho word 



street corner, and boarded an elect- 
ric car. 

"That's the man she's engaged to 
marry," said my guide. "Two years 
and a half ago I saw her land n 
Winnipeg in sheepskins. She could 
not speak a word of English, and al- 
together seemed on about the same 
rung of the ladder of human develop- 
ment as a good-natured cow. She was 
a Galician peasant ami could not 
write her own name. Sho gave me 
my bill at tlio cash desk of ono of our 
biggest stores yesterday, and 1 give 
you my word her English is as good 
as yours or mine. She began here 
as some sort of domestic servant, 
learning hard all the time. Then she 
was a waitress In a restaurant; then 
soino sort of a nurse, still learning 
hard all the time. Now she's a cash- 
ier in that big store, and engaged to 
the accountant. Hut tin- thing of it 
is she's a real Canadian today, and 
the first son she has may be Prime 
Minister of tlio Dominion, o 
dlo fighting for our flag. Yes, sir; 
Gallcia doesn't cut much Ice with her 
now. And, mind you, that's no excep- 
tional case. That's what's going on 
right here, and all the time. I guess 
that's Winnipeg." 

And, as a fact, that is a good deal 
of the spirit of Winnipeg. As the em- 
porium of tho golden 'West, It is a 
great forcing house, in which good 
Canadians, good citizens of the British 
empire, are being manufactured just 
as fast as this great country can ab- 
sorb them. And that Is a good deal 
faster than anyone who has not per- 
sonally Inquired into tho conditions 
here could believe. The thing Is a 
very great tribute to tlio people and 
lo the Government of Canada. An 
.•ven more notable tribute, perhaps, 
lies in the readiness with which the 
United States citizens who migrate to 
this country become citizens of it. I 
asked one of them for his view of the 
reason of this; he told me this story. 

"Way down in H. (.'., Nelson way, I 
saw a pretty tough crowd in a saloon. 
Two of 'em was father an' son, and 
they came to what you might call 
language. At last the father shoved 
Ills chin into tin, 1 young one's face, 

'You — — ,' says ho, 

'If I had you south o' the line I'd let 
daylight into you good an' quick.' But, 
say, I'll tell you another— straight 
lino, too. There was n regular bad 
man from way hack with a gun In 
each pocket crossed the boundary 
once, and rampaged round In a Can- 
adian bar-room. After a spell ho got 
tnlkln' with some o' Hie boys, and 
pulled out a couple o' guns. Seems 



paralysed him was the way they set 
to laughln' at him. lie wasn't used 
to It. 'You men,' ho said, 'you've got 
to die; but I want to know where 
your laugh comes In, an' you'd better 
"tell me.' 'Why, certainly,' says one of 
the Canadians. 'We're laughing |at 
the dog-goncd fix you're In, an' you 
can't get out. If you shoot, why, 
you've got to hang, because you're In 
Canada; an', on tho other hand, If 
you don't shoot, we're goln' to kick 
you across the street; so you're kind 
o' snarled up anyways.' An' I guess 
it was a true bill, here in Canldy. 
That's why a man's always ready to 
sign the roll as a Canadian." 

These stories are worth telling, be- 
cause there is a great deal of Cana- 
dian history In them, even though 
spaco Is lacking in tills place for their 
full elucidation, 

Winnipeg lacks nothing in tho mat- 
ter of the' social amenities. That its 
hotels, clubs, banks, and places of 
business are handsome buildings goes 
without saying. Two points may with 
advantage be mentioned. The streets 
are in many cases beautifully kept 
boulevards. The furnishing and flu- 
ting of the clubs, hotels, and tho bet- 
ter private houses are not only re- 
markably good, but are' also note- 
worthy when judged by artistic 
.standards. In this respect Winnipeg 
does not suffer by comparison with 
old-world centres. It is a wonderful 



city, and the men who have made it 
have shown that they possess Imagin- 
ation as well as ability; imagination 
which enables them to act with a view 
lo tho great future which lies before 
the gate of the golden West. 

Just us ono finds the rickshaw every- 
where in India, so one finds tho carga- 
dor In Mexico. lie is a beast of bur- 
den. In general he is a comparatively 
small man, with broad shoulders and 
stout arms and legs. To look at him 
one would not think lie would be able 
to carry heavy burdens. But the 
weight ho can carry is surprising. You 
have a trunk you can scarcely move, 
for instance. You send for a cargndor. 
He gets it upon his back, high up on 
the shoulders, and he marches off with 
it as easily as though it were a play- 
thing. A" life dedicated to carrying 
heavy burdens has made this work 
easy'fnr him. A slightly built Mexican 
will carry over 500 pounds on his 
shoulders for short distances. 

Until lately almost everything in 
Moxlco City and everywhere else 
throughout the Republic was carried 
upon tho backs of cargadors. If you 
wanted to move your household furni- 
ture, you hired a certain number of 
cargadors. For house moving they 
generally work In pairs, each pair 
having a hand truck, which they pick 
up and carry, when it Is loaded, for 
it has no wheels. In Mexico City there 
are still hundreds of these hand trucks, 
though one may now find plenty of 
carts, wagons, and heavy moving 
trucks. Thero are also regular trans- 
fer companies. But all of these are of 
very recent Importation. — Mexican 
Herald. 



Lord Ridley on Socialist Peril 



Lord Ridley spoke at a Conservative 
meeting at Berwick, and dealt in an 
effective way with tho position of the 
Conservative party in relation to so- 
cial questions, says the London Stan- 
dard. Lord Ridley, at the outset, de- 
precated the suggestion that there had 
been in tho past any want of sympa- 
thy on the part of the Conservatives 
with the working man. It was no new 
thing for tho Conservative party to face 
tho tasks of social reform— a fact which 
did not seem to be sufficiently under- 
stood even in some Conservative quar- 
ters. 

In my opinion, said his lordship, a 
policy of social reform Is the natural 
work and tho Inherited tradition of tlio 
party to which wo belong, and not a 
policy which we needed it defeat, such 
as we had at the general election, to 
discover to us. And yet, side by side 
with tills feverish activity on behalf of 
tho working man, I find a large section 
of tin' party, and among them gentle- 
men who think they have some, claim 
to speak on its behalf, whose speeches 
make me rub my eyes and wonder to 
which party I belong, and whether 
these men can really and truly be of 
tho same party as myself. Tiny scum 
to think that one of our great English 
parties can exist as a force merely by 
supporting the present state of affairs. 
To support the Constitution, the church 
the House of Lords, the rights of pro- 
perty, union with Ireland, the present 
constitution of society — alms with 
which I heartily sympathize — these are

Tho venerable Verdi being asked to 
name the necessary qualifications for a 
successful singer, said in reply: "There 
are three"; and being further question- 
ed as to their character, replied: 
"Firstly, voice; secondly, voice; thirdly, 
voice; perhaps I might add fourthly, 
i .soul." The latter we are supposed to 
I possess, but, unfortunately many who 
v,°n ™'l»ht sln 8 forget that it Is the Impelling ln- 
nHB n M stlnct which should permeate all Ideal 
art. Without this adjunct flowing forth 
in natural impetuosity from a heart 
whoso sympathies have been awakened 
through comprehensive channels of an 
alert mind, the most beautiful of songs 
will fail through tho inability of the 
interpreter to arouse tho sympathies of 
others. Mine. Melba has often remark- 
ed that, "singers are made from tho na- 
tural voice, a good ear, a mimetic 
power and a knowledge of music gen- 
erally. With these, the aspirant needs 
but little from professors." Without 
them, voice and stylo nro sometimes 
manufactured, but of what good aro 
they? Never reliable, always unsatis- 
factory. 

T think it was Dr. Stalner in England 
who once remarked, after testing sev- 
eral hundred voices during the last 
thirteen years, that he discovered but 
twenty-five good ones out of that num- 
ber. 

There nro many able exponents of 
vocel art to be found In the world. New 
York, Paris, London, etc., to say no- 
thing of Italy, but all tho world knows 
that, however consummate the art may 
be, ono cannot make a, eannry out of a 
crow, though It Is said that tho latter 
bird can, through the agency of some 
tongue-spllttlng device, be made most 
affable. Hut I do not remember a single 
Instance being recorded wherein he has 
been made, musical. Personally I do 
not belicvo in too much science. If less 
rime wero spent developing enormities, 
and tlio search made moro vigilant for 
prodigies, the world In general would 
not loso by tho search. Singing has bo- 
come too much of an accomplishment, 
"to a certain degree" |n the present 
era. and there. Is far too much dabbling 
with dangerous, not to say unworthy, 
material in the musical world. Most 



assuredly vocal science is of much as- I 
slstanec In the pursuance of vocal art. | 
Scientific training for the young, be- I 
yond the simplest principles of physio- 
logy, however, seems impracticable, ns 
It Is hardly to be expected that young 
people who are devoting their energies 
to acquiring a musical education for 
pecuniary purposes have had either the 
lime, money or Inclination to have 
first procured the scientific knowledgot 
of their art; and this is where the avail- 
able assistance of a teacher who is able 
to sing, and well, Is required, aB the pu- 
pils' powers of Imitation, combined with 
natural intelligence, will stand him in 
good stead of scientific knowledge until 
lie shall have so ripened In years and 
experience that scientific theories will 
not confine, but aid him in his work. 
Correct, breathing Is absolute. Tho 
principles of motive power of breath — 
those with the larynx, pharynx and or- 
gans of articulation, and their immedi- 
ate bearing upon quality of tone, color 
enunciation, arc easily comprehended 
Without entering into tlio details of 
anatomy. I advocate thoroughly and use 
tho rib breathing, with forward chest 
and abdomen flat, thus always having 
a good supply of breath for sustaining 
or attacking tones. The low position 
of the larynx is essential throughout 
registers. Vocal physiology and path- 
ology of the throat teach us that a 
low position is tho only correct one. 

Aristotle once remarked that "tho 
donkey brays by lowering and raising 
his larynx, producing a weak and 
flute-like sound by lowering the lar- 
ynx, and a powerful voluminous sound 
by raising it." 

If this were true, he who advocates 
the theory of a movable or "raised lar- 
ynx soemeth akin to our four-footed 
vocalist. Such singers as Lull Loh- 
inunn, Jean and Edouard. do Reskc, 
Pol. Plancon, Mine. Eamos, Mine. Nor- 
dlea, and others use the. low position 
only. 

The pharynx is the nrgnn of tone 
color, and much of the artistic '.suc- 
cess of a singer depends Upon lis pro- 
per use. The organ of articulation 
(distinct Utterance) Is another very 
Important factor In tjvocal delivery, 



which In many eases suffers greatly at 
the hands of the singer, and in these 
instances the efforts of tho poet might 
be entirely dlsponsed with and an In- 
definite vowel substituted to the ad- 
vantage of tho audience, inasmuch as 
their hearing would not be taxed in 
vain endeavors to comprehend the 
written meaning. In tho majority of 
cases the song Is Inspired by the poem, 
and It -lands to reason that those in 
question should be treated with some, 
consideration, and also that the com- 
poses should reap a little reward for 
his pains. First of nil chin. so that 
music for the Interpretation of which 
your voice .Is adapted, and do not at- 
tempt the Impossible. Unfortunately, 
some of our would-be classical com- 
nosers confess that they know 
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yet attempt to write scores 
adapted for that most delicate organ. 
The result is a score adapted for wind 
or siring instruments. Such songs 
are most ungrateful to the singer and 

unfortunate for the composer. For- 
tunately for me that my experience as 
a vocalist taught me in writing songs 
that the words should properly fit tho 
melody and all artists in writing to 
me spoke of that one particular point. 
The vocal machinery is divided Into 
four pans: First, motive power or 
breath; 2nd, the larynx, which forms 
the tone; 8rd, tho pharynx, which 
colors the tone; 4th, the organs of 
articulation. Abdominal breathing l 
utterly condemn. How can the abdo- 
men help us to breathe properly ? Do 
the lungs lie In the abdomen or chest? 
Yet wo still have teachers who de- 
mand this abdominal breathing. By 
what medium can we host till our 
lungs? Certainly through diaphragm 
breathing, which will permit of the ex- 
pansion of the ribs. One great name 
is sufficient to back piy assertions and 
that is Sir Morell Mackenzie, and he 
says that in singing the abdomen 
should most assuredly be flat, and the 
moro muscular effort ono puts forth 
tho more one draws in the abdomen. 

Ruskln says: "Learn to breathe cor- 
rectly and your life might bo all song."

said to be the one aim and duty of the 
Constitutional party. For a construc- 
tive policy wo are to wait, wo aro told, 
till we get into power. 

Ladies and gentlemen. I ask you, is 
this the policy of Lord Beaconsfiold; Is 
this tho policy "of Lord Salisbury; is 
this the policy which has made the 
Constitutional party the great agent 
for the amelioration of tho lot of tho 
working classes? Is this the party 
which has behind It the record which 
we have of tho extension of the fran- 
chise, of the provision of free educa- 
tion to our children, of almost the 
whole series of Factory Acts and 
Trucks Acts, and of tho Workmen's 
Compensation Act? Is that party to 
live now as a force of pure, negation? 
No, a thousand times no! I am confi- 
dent myself that a great majority of 
our party hold absolutely contrary 
views. Wo are ready to maintain the 
Constitution and tho rights and privi- 
leges of the state and of the individual, 
but we realise to the full that the 
Constitution was made for the working 
man. and not the working man for the 
constitution (hear, hear). 

Lord Ridley went on to say that for 
himself he sometimes wished that 
Conservative associations and their re- 
presentatives, instead of grumbling' at 
their leaders, writing to tlio papers, 
and growling because nobody clso did 
anything, would take steps to make 
their views known to their leaders. 
Snmo political ostriches would not soo 
that tho foundation of the party had 
been itself built on the advancement of 
the social needs of the, people. They 
were particularly alarmed at the de- 
velopment of scientific doctrines. They 
wanted to fight Socialism by exposing 
the fallacy of the economic views of 
the Socialist. But, if ho read things 
aright, tho working classes of England 
wore not concerned so much with tlio 
theoretical and economic doctrines of 
tho Socialist as with the various Im- 
provements in their position which 

they desired. 

Tho working classes of England, said 
ire not Socialistic, and I 
; to regard this Socialist 
movement as a class war or as likely 
to become a class war, unless the older 
political parties of the country fail in 
I their conception of the situation. Tho 
I British working man does not want to 
1 divide up everybody's property, Includ- 
j Ing his own. He does not want to des- 
I trov family life or to deny the authority 
He does not care par- 
nationalization of rall- 
the means of production, 
i assured of a reasonable 
national profits, and you 
will find plenty of British working men 
only too ready to fight against purely 
Socialist doctrines. But the British 
working man is dissatisfied with things 
as they are, and the strength of your 
clover Socialist writer lies in t he fact 
that Socialism is the product of econo- 
mic conditions which it should be tho 
business of tho Unionist party lo alter. 

He would indicate, ho went on. some 
of tho lines of reform for which it 
seemed to him that the Unionist party, 
by its historical antecedents, was pe- 
culiarly fitted. The first constructive 
work of the party was, as Mr, Balfour 
had said, Tariff Reform. Tho young 
men of tho party meant to have II. 
Tho young nations of the empire meant 
to have It, The 'trade unions stood for 
protecting their own Interests, and 
could take very good care of them- 
selvcs. The manufacturer, the farmer, 
the agricultural laborer stood for their 
own interests, anil why not? But why, 
at the same time, should not tho nation 
as a whole stand for tho profit of the 
Whole nation, as against tho profit of 
the foreigner? Agriculture, he. pointed 
nut, suffered moro from Freo Trade 
than any other Industry. A small duty 
on agricultural produce, even only for 
preferential purposes, would he hotter 
than no duty at all.- Tlio demand for 
encouragement by tho state would bo 
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Intensified by tho present policy of 
small holdings and the offorts to get 
the laborer back to the land, oven 
though the small holder went only as 
a tenant. The Unionist party, which 
had been responsible in the past for 
Small Holdings Acts and Allotments 
Acts, should lose no opportunity of ex- 
tending the working of those Acts on 
reasonable lines. It should be tho busi- 
ness of the party to remove the irk- 
some and tyrannic features of the 
Small Holdings Acts, and to create the 
power to purchase, as woll as to hire, 
holdings. Further, it should bo Its 
business to simplify all the legal dil- 
flculties which at present stood In tho 
way of land transfer, and to make It 
a cheap as well as a simple operation 
for any ono to sell or to buy land. This 
was not Socialism, but it was a reform 
urgently needed in tho interests of the 
nation as a whole and tho laborer in 
particular (hear, hear.) 

Again, old-age pensions was a policy 
which was not Socialism, and which 
had been advocated for a long time 
by many of the most distinguished po- 
liticians among their party. It was not 
Socialism any moro than the Work- 
men's Compensation Act, an act for 
which his own father, who certainly 
was not a Socialist, was directly re- 
sponsible. The Act, by making It 
more difficult for an employer to take 
tho risk of having old men in his ser- 
vice, had, however, mado it more dif- 
ficult for old men to get employment, 
and had enormously strengthened tho 
case of old-age pensions. Old-ago pen- 
sion systems wero in full force in Ger- 
many, in Denmark, in Belgium, and 
In many of our own Colonies, which 
wero not Socialistic. States. Tlio provi- 
sion of pensions— or should they call 
thorn retiring allowances?— would be 
a great national benefit, would not be 
beyond (ho resources of our revenue If 
we had a scientific tariff, and was a 
question which it should be Hie busi- 
ness of the Conservative party to set- 
tle on reasonable and proper lines. 
There was nothing very dreadful in tlio 
idea of 5s. a week out of common funds. 
Apart from the enormous numbers of 
private employers and companies who 
already pensioned their employees 
(and who would gain by the change), 
there were enormous expenses incurred 
under (he present Poor Law (which 
was surely not a Socialist, one), in pay- 
ing 5s. per week In outdoor relief, In 
order to keep persons out of tho work- 
house who would cost the nation more 
Inside it. The principle and tho prac- 
tice already existed, and already cost 
tho nation something; it only needed 
extending. There wero difficulties. It 
was difficult to arrange, as many of tho 
best authorities, Including Mr. Cham- 
berlain, in his original scheme, thought 
II ought to be arranged, that these 
pensions should genuinely encourage 
thrift, and should, therefore, bo <>n%a}< 
contributory hauls. It was diff Ictilt'tb 
arrange that tho scheme should not 
conflict with or damage any of tho 
great friendly societies. But no- ono 
who had attempted to study tho mind 
of the working man in town and coun- 
try could deny that land purchase re- 
form and old-age pensions wero really 
needed by them. Ho was also convinc- 
ed that the vast majority of tho Con- 
servative party desired these reforms, 
and that thore were many other re- 
forms, such aa an extension of the 
Housing Acts, so necessary in our big 
towns, which were rightly tho work of 
the Unionist party. Political ostriches 
might continue to protest that every 
reform asked for In the interests of 
Labor was Socialism or Socialistic! 
but, surely, tho way to fight real So- 
cialist doctrines was not, like frighten- 
ed children, to call everything Socialist 
thnt thoy did not understand or care 
for, and then run away from It, but lo 
take tho sting out of tho Socialistic de- 
sires by passing reforms which wero 
wanted, which were not Socialist, and 
which wore consistent with tho natural 
traditions of their party. (Cheers.)
